Symbols indicate bills that were 
ratified, bills that failed, and dates of earlier changes to the bill. The 
calendar action section is produced from information entered into the 
computer-based bill status system maintained by the Institute and the 
Legislative Services Office. 


We regret that we cannot provide free copies of the Daily Bulletin to 
all state and local government officials who might be interested in the 
activities of the General Assembly. The high cost of printing and distribution 
and the limits of our production staff and equipment require us to hold the 
press run to manageable proportions. We urge those government officials who 
receive the Daily Bulletin to make it available to others and not to look on it 
as a personal copy.

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The 1988 Session 


The 1988 Regular Session of the 1987 General Assembly convened at 12 
noon today pursuant to Res. 37 of the 1987 Regular Session. The 1988 Regular 
Session will be limited to the following matters: 

(1) Bills directly affecting the 1988-89 budget; 

(2) Bills introduced in 1987 and favorably acted upon by the house of 
introduction, received in the other house, and not disposed of in the 
other house by tabling, unfavorable committee report, indefinite 
postponement, or failure to pass any reading; 

(3) Bills, other than proposed constitutional amendments, implementing 
recommendations of study commissions authorized or directed to report 
in 1988; 

(4) Local bills accompanied by a certificate from the principal sponsor 
stating that the bill will not require a public hearing, is 
noncontroversial, and is approved for introduction by each member whose 
district includes the local area to which the bill applies; 

(5) Selection or confirmation of members of state boards and commissions; 

(6) Any matter authorized by joint resolution approved by two-thirds vote 
in each house, except no memorializing, celebration, commendation, or 
commemoration resolutions may be authorized; 

(7) Bills affecting any state or local pension or retirement system; 

(8) Resolutions pertaining to executive reorganization plans submitted by 
the Governor pursuant to Article III, Sec. 5(10) of the State 
Constitution; and 

(9) An adjournment resolution. 


The following deadlines for introduction of bills will be observed: 


June 8 5:00 p.m. Deadline for introducing local bills and bills 
_ recommended by study commissions. 
June 16 Deadline for introducing appropriations bills. 


No member may introduce more than five appropriations bills. 


The 1988 Session is a continuation of the 1987 Regular Session. 
Therefore, the numbering of bills and resolutions and Daily Bulletin pages 
continues sequentially from the last day of the 1987 Regular Session. 
References in bill and amendment digests will refer to the appropriate Daily 
Bulletin pages without noting whether the action occurred in 1987 or 1988.

Fee to be based on reasonable and uniform considerations of 
capital costs to be incurred by county as result of new construction, with 
allowance for different fees in different county zones. Amount of fee based on 
qualified needs and specific classifications and rates, uniformly applied. Fees 
to be placed in separate trust fund. Sets forth procedure for appeals on amount 
of fees or determination of zone division, classification, or rate.

MEMBERS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY." Sets the annual salary for Lt. Governor, 
Att’y General, Sec’y of State, State Treasurer, State Auditor, Sup’t of Public 
Instruction, Comm’r of Agriculture, Comm’r of Insurance, and Comm’r of Labor 
for fiscal 1988-89 at $73,800. Requires the State Personnel Comm’n to recommend 
to the General Assembly, by June 18, 1988, salaries for nonelected department 
heads, at a level no higher than the base rate salary for the Chief Judge of the 
North Carolina Court of Appeals. 


H 2185 Aging services, funds (Iden. S 1559) APPROPRIATION, GS 136 
Introducer: Edwards To Appropriations 


"TO PROVIDE FOR THE URGENT NEEDS OF OLDER ADULTS, TO BEGIN BUILDING AN 
IN-HOME AND COMMUNITY-BASED SYSTEM OF SERVICES FOR OLDER ADULTS, AND TO 
APPROPRIATE THE NECESSARY FUNDS." Adds new GS 136-44.27 to establish the 
Elderly and Handicapped Transportation Assistance Program, to be administered by 
the Dep’t of Transportation. Defines elderly person as_ one aged 60 and above, 
and defines handicapped person as one with a physical or mental impairment that 
substantially limits one or more major life activities, one who has a record of 
such impairment, or one who is regarded as having such an impairment. Funds to 
be used to purchase additional transportation services, not to replace funds now 
used for that purpose. Funds not to be used to purchase vehicles or equipment. 
Eligible counties are those maintaining elderly and handicapped transportation 
services at level in place Jan. 1, 1987. Sets forth formula for distribution of 
funds to counties.

Appropriates $2 million from General Fund to Dep’t of Transportation for 
fiscal 1988-89 to fund program. Appropriates $720,000 from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Human Resources for fiscal 1988-89 for additional in-home aide 
services, one half allocated equally among 18 Area Agencies on Aging (AAA), 
remaining half allocated on basis of population aged 70 and above. Funds to be 
distributed by Oct. 1, 1988. 

Senior Centers Capital Improvements. Appropriates $360,000 from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Human Resources for fiscal 1988-89 for capital improvements to 
existing senior centers, with equal allocation of $20,000 each to 18 AAA’s. 
Funds allocated by June 30, 1989. 

Caregiver Support. Appropriates $1,008,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Human Resources for fiscal 1988-89 for home support services to family 
caregivers of elderly persons with functional disabilities, and specifies 
services which may be purchased using these funds. One half allocated equally 
among AAA’s, remaining half allocated of basis of population aged 70 and above. — 
Funds distributed by Oct. 1, 1988. 

Requires AAA’s to contract for technical assistance with NC Chapter of 
Alzheimer’s Disease and Related Disorders Assoc., Inc., by Oct. 1, 1988. 

Senior Center Outreach. Appropriates $360,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Human Resources for fiscal 1988-89 to allow existing senior centers to attempt 
Statewide outreach of services. Allocated equally among 18 AAA’s, to be 
distributed by Oct. 1, 1988. Funds to be used to test satellite services to 
unserved or underserved areas or provide new centers. " 

Program Development. Appropriates $414,000 from General Fund to Dep’t of 
Human Resources for fiscal 1988-89 to develop AAA’s strategic planning capacity. 
Allocated equally among 18 AAA’s, distributed by Oct. 1, 1988. 

Area Agency on Aging Support. Appropriates $142,000 from General Fund to 
Dep’t of Human Resources for fiscal 1988-89 to help with additional costs 
incurred from programs described above. Allocated equally among 18 AAA’s, 
distributed by Oct. 1, 1988. 

Information and Referral Pilot Programs. Appropriates $600,000 from General 
Fund to Dep’t of Human Resources for fiscal 1988-89 to establish 6 pilot 
programs on information and referral services. Agencies to be selected by NC 
Study Comm’n on Aging. 

Black Mountain Alzheimer’s Facility. Appropriates $852,000 from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Human Resources for capital improvements to the Black Mountain 


Center to provide Alzheimer’s facility. Amount supplements previous 
appropriations (totalling $1,978,000) to renovate this facility. 
Community College Formula Change. Dep’t of Community Colleges and 


subcommittee of Senate and House Appropriations Committees to review current 
method used by Dep’t to fund community service courses and recommend formula to 
require community colleges to provide community service courses to persons over 
age 60. 


Housing Subcommittee. Directs Study Comm’n on aging to establish Housing 
Sub-committee. 


Div'n of Aging Evaluation Report. Provides for review by Div’n of Aging, 
Dep’t of Human Services of programs and services established under act and to 
report to Legislature and NC Study Comm’n on Aging by March 1, 1989. 

Independent Evaluation. Appropriates $50,000 from General Fund to 
Legislative Services Comm’n for fiscal 1988-89 to contract with policy 
analyst(s) to evaluate act.

"TO MODIFY THE FORMULA FOR REIMBURSING LOCAL GOVERNMENTS FOR REVENUE 
LOST DUE TO THE REPEAL OF PROPERTY TAXES ON INVENTORIES AND TO MAKE TECHNICAL 
CHANGES." Effective Jan. 1, 1989, amends GS 105-275.1 (reimbursement for 
exclusion of manufacturer’s inventories) to include reimbursement exclusion of 
agricultural and horticultural inventories products. Provides for distribution 
to special districts to be calculated in same manner as distribution to cities 
and counties (now, in accordance with regulations issued by Local Gov’t Comm’n). 
Authorizes: Comm’n to adopt rules’ for resolution of disputes and correction of 
errors in distribution to special districts and requires report to 1990 General 
Assembly of errors in reports of local governments to Sec’y of Revenue. Also 
permits Comm’n to adopt rules for reallocation of funds when special district 
dissolves or stops collecting tax for some other reason. Sets out method for 
adjustment of distribution in following year if error is discovered in local 
gov’t inventory report. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1989, amends GS 105-277A to amend method of determining 
amount of reimbursement to local gov’t units for exclusion of retailers’ and 
wholesalers’ inventories. New method retains provision for initial per capita 
distribution of $15,745,000 and adds following provisions: (1) on or before Mar. 
20, 1989, $39 will be distributed to counties on per capita basis; (2) 
additional distribution will be made to each local unit of amount by which 
inventory loss exceeds amount of reimbursement provided in second per capita 
distribution, with same amount to be provided in following years; (3) provides 
for supplemental distribution if inventory loss is less than 80% of revenue 
actually collected on 1987-88 inventories, in amount equal to amount by which 
80% of revenue collected exceeds loss, with same amount to be provided in 
following years. Sets out method for determining amount of distribution to 
special districts. Provisions for Local Gov’t Comm'n identical to those 
discussed above. Sets out method of determining city and county inventory loss 
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for purpose of making above calculations; method consists of multiplying unit’s 
average rate by 80% of reported inventory value, adding amount calculated for 
special districts, and adjusting for fluctuation in State personal income and 
other distributions. Sets out method for adjustment of distribution in 
following year if error is discovered in local gov’t inventory report. 


S 1646 Birth impairment compensation APPROP, STUDY 
Introducer: Rand To Appropriations 


"TO CREATE A COMMISSION TO STUDY COMMISSION THE NEED FOR A_ NORTH 
CAROLINA BIRTH-RELATED NEUROLOGICAL IMPAIRMENT COMPENSATION ACT." Establishes 
North Carolina Birth-Related Neurological Impairment Compensation Study Comm'n 
to study the need for legislation indicated in title and changes in the law 
allowing impaired infants or the estates of deceased infants to receive 
compensation for birth-related neurological injuries. Comm’n consists of 13 
members, five appointed by House Speaker (two House members, one physician, one 
public member, and one attorney); five appointed by Lt. Governor (two Senate 
members, one physician, one public member, and one attorney); the Comm’r of 
Insurance or designee; the Director of the Div’n of Health Services (Dept. of 
Human Resources); and the President of the NC Hospital Ass’n or his designee. 
Directs Comm’n to submit written report and recommendations, including 
recommended legislation, to the 1989 General Assembly. Directs state departments 
and agencies to provide information and assistance to Comm'n, but authorizes 
Comm’n to employ professional staff as necessary. Grants Comm’n power to call 
witnesses, compel testimony, and subpoena records, provided any patient record 
shall have the patient identifying information removed. Provisions of GS 
120-19.1 to -19.4 apply to the Comm’n as if it were joint committee of the 
General Assembly. Appropriates $100,000 for fiscal 1988-89 for the work of the 
Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1989. 


S 1650 Robeson public defender APPROPRIATION, GS 7A 
Introducer: Parnell To Judiciary 4 


"TO ESTABLISH A PUBLIC DEFENDER’S OFFICE IN JUDICIAL DISTRICT 16B." 
Amends GS 7A-465 to provide for a public defender in Robeson County, effective 
Octweiy) i700. Initial appointment to be made by’ senior regular resident 
superior court judge for 16th Judicial District as it exists on Oct. 1, 1988, 
from list of at least three names nominated by written ballot of attorneys 
residing in county. Vacancies occurring after Oct. 1, 1988, and before Dec. 31, 
1988, to be filled in same manner. Thereafter vacancies to be filled in 
accordance with usual statutory procedure (GS 7A-466). Appropriates $287,490 to 
Administrative Office of Courts for fiscal 1988-89 for implementation.

"TO ADD AN ADDITIONAL SUPERIOR COURT JUDGESHIP IN JUDICIAL DISTRICT 
16B." Adds new superior court judge in new district 16B (Robeson) to be 
appointed by Governor to serve until 1990 election. Provides person elected in 
1990 will serve until Dec. 31, 1996. Specifies that judgeship for district 16B 
created by Ch. 509, SL 1987, is senior judge for district, so long as judge 
elected under that chapter and judge appointed under this’ chapter both serve. 
Appropriates $60,259 implementing funds to Administrative Office of Courts for 
fiscal 1988-89, effective July 1, 1988.

Appropriates $563,898 from General Fund to Dep’t of Crime Control and 
Public Safety for fiscal 1988-89 for Community Penalties programs, as follows: 
(1) support of 12 existing programs, (2) 85% State support of those programs, in 
addition to moderate expansion of services by four new programs in Durham, 
Orange/Chatham, Gaston, and Jacksonville, and for expansion of remaining eight 
programs, (3) three new programs at 90% share, one in Mecklenburg and two in 
First Superior Court Div’n, and (4) funds for increased administrative costs. 

Appropriates $8,607,000 from General Fund to Office of State Budget and 
Management for fiscal 1988-89 to build up to six medium custody dormitories at 
existing facilities and to improve physical support system improvements at 
facilities. Exempts these projects from normal public construction contract 
procedures and requirements. Requires Office to submit detailed monthly report 
to cochairmen of Prison Construction Subcommittee of Joint Legislative Comm’n on 
Gov’ t Operations. 

Appropriates $20 million from General Fund to Office of State Budget 
and Management for fiscal 1988-89 for County Satellite Jail/Work Release Units 
Fund,. created in.GS:Ch. 153A,, Art.210,.Part.3...,Llimits.) to. LZ use oLecuni Se aeror 
administration, and provides that funds shall not revert. 

Amends GS 153A-230.1(2) to authorize sheriff to elect to house in 
satellite jail/work release unit DOC felons on work release not presenting 
security risks and felons committed directly to jail under GS 15A-1352. Makes 
conforming change in GS 153A-230.3(a)(5). 

Amends GS 153A-230;2(a) “tow direct. Office of State Budget and 
Management, in determining grants for construction of satellite jail/work 
release units, to consider number of misdemeanants and percentage of county 
misdemeanant population to be diverted from state prison system (now, only 
number of misdemeanants), and use of existing (now, vacant) buildings suitable 
for renovation. 

Amends GS 153A-230.3(2) to require participating counties to offer work 
release equitably to male and female misdemeanants. Provides county may offer 
work release through local facility or by contractual relationship with another 
entity, so long as misdemeanant is in reasonable proximity to the workplace. 

Amends GS 153A-230.4 to clarify exemption of county satellite jail/work 
release units for misdemeanants from local jail standards promulgated by Sec’y 
of Human Resources under GS 153A-221 (now, GS 153A-221.1). Directs NC Sheriffs’ 
Education and Training Standards Comm’n to include appropriate training in 
matters connected to county work release centers for county law enforcement 
personnel under GS 17E-4. 

Amends GS 153A-230.5(b) to provide that inmates housed in non-State 
funded satellite jail/work release unit which does not comply with basic 
requirements set out in GS 153A-230.2 and -230.3 do not qualify for State 
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reimbursement under GS 148-32.1, if local authorities are reimbursed by inmates 
from work release earnings. Deletes present provision that male inmates serving 
30 days or more are regarded as State prisoners, subject to DOC rules’ and 
regulations.

Introducer: Fletcher To Appropriations 


"TO APPROPRIATE STATE FUNDS FOR COMMUNITY ACTION AGENCIES AND TO PERMIT

COMMUNITY ACTION PROGRAMS." Adds new GS 113-28.27 to authorize agencies 
receiving Community Service Block Grant funds. to use those funds’ for 
administration of community action programs. Appropriates $2.1 million for 
fiscal 1988-89 from General Fund to Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community 
Development to fund community action agencies. 


H 2414 Asbestos/senior games funds APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Bob Etheridge To Appropriations 


"TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CERTAIN PROJECTS." 

School asbestos management. Appropriates $5,500,000 from General Fund 
to Dep’t of Public Education for fiscal 1988-89, to be allocated to local school 
units on average daily membership basis, to allow units to contract for asbestos 
inspections and planning for asbestos management. Provides that funds’ may be 
used by local units or grouping of units for inspections using in-house staff 
and that funds may be used to contract for necessary laboratory analyses.

"TO PROVIDE THAT SALES AND USE TAXES SHALL BE IMPOSED ON CERTAIN MAIL 
ORDER SALES." Amends NC Sales and Use Tax Act (GS Ch. 105, Art. 5) to make mail 
order sales subject to NC State and local sales and use taxes when one of the 
following conditions is met: (1) retailer is a domestic corporation or a 
resident or domiciled individual; (2) retailer maintains a place of business in 
NC (without regard to whether sale in question is related to that 
establishment); (3) retailer solicits business in NC’ through agents (without 
regard to whether sale in question is related to that agent); (4) property was 
delivered in NC in fulfillment of contract entered into in NC when person in NC 
accepted offer by ordering the property; (5) retailer creates nexus with NC by 
media-assisted or facilitated means such as direct mail advertising and other 
listed activities; (6) through compact or reciprocity, another jurisdiction uses 
its taxing power and jurisdiction over the retailer in support of NC’s taxing 
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power; or (7) retailer consents to NC tax expressly or by implication. 
Effective October 1, 1988, applicable to sales made on or after that date.

(4) Deletes provision authorizing Sec’y of State to 
require applicant for registration to announce application in _ specified 
newSpaper. (5) Makes number of clarifying and technical changes in section of 
bill governing civil liability for violation of article, including modification 
of statute of limitations provision to three years after rendering of investment 
advice or two years after discovery of violation, whichever occurs last (was, 
firet). (6) Specifies that criminal penalties apply to willful violation of 
rule or order issued under GS Ch. 78C, and clarifies burden of proof concerning 
application of statutory exemption or exceptions.

PRENATAL AND OBSTETRICAL SERVICES IN COUNTIES THAT ARE UNDERSERVED WITH REGARD 
TO THESE SERVICES" Reserves $950,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Human 
Resources for fiscal 1988-89 to fund new program of aid to family physicians and 
obstreticians who agree to provide prenatal and obstetrical services in counties 
underserved in that regard as determined by rules of Div’n of Health Services. 
Specifically directs Div’n of Health Services to issue rules’ providing, inter 
alia, that (1) eligible physician may receive $6,5000 or an amount equal to 
malpractice premiums for obstetrics coverage of $1 million/$1 million, whichever 
is less; (2) physicians may provide care through their offices or local health 
dep’t clinic; and (3) physician may not refuse to provide care based on 
patient’s ability to pay. Effective July 1, 1988. 


H 2427 Parking garage bonds APPROP, GS 142, 
Introducer: Watkins Calendar for June 16 


. "TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF NOT IN EXCESS OF TWELVE MILLION DOLLARS

CONSTRUCTION OF A PARKING GARAGE IN DOWNTOWN RALEIGH, SUCH AUTHORIZED BONDS TO 
BE ISSUED WITHOUT AN ELECTION DURING THE BIENNIUM ENDED JUNE 30, 1989, IN AN

"TQ PROVIDE AN ADDITIONAL ONE THOUSAND ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS INCOME TAX 
EXEMPTION FOR TAXPAYERS AND THEIR DEPENDENTS WITH TRANSPLANTED ORGANS OR 
TISSUES." Amends GS 105-149(a) (setting out personal exemptions for individual 
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income tax purposes) to add $1,100 exemption for person or person’s dependent 
required to take immunosuppressant drugs for remainder of life because of organ 
or tissue transplant. Effective for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1988.

H 2433 Wildlife Advisory Comm’n expenses APPROP, GS 113 
Introducer: Tyndall Sent to Appropriations 


"TO PROVIDE REIMBURSEMENT OF TRAVEL AND SUBSISTENCE FOR MEMBERS OF THE 
NONGAME WILDLIFE ADVISORY COMMITTEE." Amends GS 113-335 as title indicates. 
Appropriates $1,000 from General Fund to Wildlife Resources Comm’n, Nongame 
Account, for fiscal 1988-89 for this purpose. Effective July 1, 1988. 


H 2461 Nurse Emergency Assistance Act APPROP, STUDY, GS 90 
Introducer: Nesbitt To Finance 


"TO ADDRESS THE NURSING EMERGENCY WHICH IS FACED BY NORTH CAROLINA." 
Directs State Education Assistance Authority of UNC Board of Governors to 
consolidate and publish information about scholarships and loans for nursing 
education. Appropriates $20,000 from General Fund to Board for fiscal 1988-89 
to implement this portion of bill. 

Establishes .Emergency Financial Assistance Fund, to be administered by 
each campus, limited to $400 per academic year per student. Defines emergency 
need, specifies allowable expenses, and requires report to General Assembly by 
Dep’t of Community Colleges and UNC Board of Governors on Fund’s impact on 
completion rates.

Directs Area Health Education Centers of UNC (AHEC) and Board of 
Nursing to develop publicity program for recruitment of nurses without current 
license. Directs AHEC to report to Legislative Study Comm’n on Nursing on 
reasons nurses leave jobs. 

Establishes Legislative Study Comm’n on Nursing, to be composed of four 
Senators appointed by Lt. Governor, four members of House appointed by Speaker, 
and four members of public (two appointed by Lt. Governor and two by Speaker). 
Bill directs Comm’n to study large number of issues, grouped under categories 
labeled Education-Related Issues, Retention-Related Issues, Recruitment-Related 
Issues, and Salary-Related Issues. Requires report to General Assembly by April 
1, 1989. Comm’n also required to monitor implementation of nurse aide registry 
by Dep’t of Human Resources as required by federal law and to report to General 
Assembly on need for legislation. Appropriates $100,000 from General Fund to 
General Assembly for Comm’n operations.

"TO AUTHORIZE THE CONSTRUCTION AND THE FINANCING, WITHOUT

OF THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH CAROLINA." Authorizes UNC to undertake following 
self-liquidating capital improvements projects:

S 1668 Juvenile offender funds APPROPRIATION, GS 7A 
Introducer: Marvin To Children & Youth 


"TO PROVIDE STANDARDS FOR THE REMOVAL AND RETURN OF JUVENILES FROM 
THEIR HOMES AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS TO THE OFFICE OF GUARDIAN AD LITEM SERVICES 
UNDER THE ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICE OF THE COURTS FOR DEPENDENCY CASES." Makes 
numerous changes in juvenile code provisions (GS 7A, Subchapter XI) concerning 
removal of juveniles from home and appointment of guardian ad litem (GAL) for 
dependent juveniles, including following: 

Amends GS 7A-516 to specify that purposes of juvenile code include 
provision of services for protection of juveniles that promote child’s right to 
safety as well as continuity and permanence, and to provide standards’ for 
removal from home, so as to avoid unnecessary removal. 

Amends GS 7A-564 to provide for immediate issuance of summons after 
juvenile petition is filed. Summons to be on_ printed form supplied by 
Administrative Office of Courts. Requires that summons include information 
about nature of proceeding, right to counsel, and other detailed information. 
Permits service by any authorized person (now, law enforcement officer). 

Amends GS 7A-574 (criteria for secure or nonsecure custody) to limit 
use of nonsecure custody, in case of abused, neglected, or dependent juvenile, 
to situation in which there is "no other reasonable means available" to protect 
juvenile. Adds GS 7A-577(h) requiring order to state whether reasonable efforts 
have been made to terminate nonsecure custody; specifies that finding of no 
reasonable efforts does not require termination of nonsecure custody if court 
finds continued nonsecure custody is necessary for child’s protection. 

Amends GS 7A-586 to authorize court to appoint GAL for juvenile alleged 
to be dependent, and makes conforming change in GS 7A-588, -489, and -491. 
Deletes GAL’s authority to employ or request appointment of attorney for 
juvenile. Amends GS /7A-588 to permit direct compensation of GALs_ by 
Administrative Office of Courts. 

Amends GS 7A-632 to provide that juvenile hearing may be continued for 
time necessary to obtain information requested by court and to allow expeditious 
discovery. Otherwise, continuances to be limited to "extraordinary 
circumstances." 

Amends GS 7A-651 to require dispositional orders removing juvenile from 
parents’ custody to provide for six-month review hearing; order for foster care 
required to state that placement in home is contrary to juvenile’s best 
interest, and to set out findings concerning reasonable efforts.

"TO ESTABLISH THE OFFENSE OF IMPAIRED DRIVING IN COMMERCIAL MOTOR 
VEHICLES, TO ASSESS A FEE FOR LICENSE REVOCATION FOR THE OFFENSE, AND TO 
INCREASE THE FEE FOR A CLASS A OR CLASS B LICENSE." Amends several sections of 
GS Ch. 20 as follows. (1) Adds new section establishing the offense of impaired 
driving in a commercial motor vehicle (driving a commercial motor vehicle on any 
highway, street, or public vehicular area while under the influence of an 
alcohol concentration of 0.04 or more). (2) Provides that offense is an implied 
consent offense subject to GS 20-16.2 and is a misdemeanor punishable by a fine 
of not less than $100, up to 2 years imprisonment, or both. (3) Provides that 
offense is not a lesser included offense of impaired driving under GS 20-138.1, 
but if a person is convicted of this offense and of an offense involving 
impaired driving under GS 20-138.1 arising out of the same transaction, the 
aggregate punishment may not exceed the maximum punishment applicable to. the 
offense involving impaired driving under GS 20-138.1. (4) Amends’ GS 
20-16.2(a)(4) to require immediate revocation of driving privilege if person was 
driving a commercial motor vehicle and chemical analysis reveals an alcohol 
concentration of 0.04 or more. (5) Amends GS 20-16.5 to set fine of $50 for 
license revecation for impaired driving in commercial motor vehicles. (6) 
Amends GS 20-16.2(e1) to provide that limited driving privilege after six months 
is not available to person convicted of offense. (/7) Amends GS 20-4.01 to 
define "commercial motor vehicle" as any vehicle the operation of which requires 
the driver to possess a valid Class A or Class B driver’s license, or a similar 
driver”s license issued by another state. (8) Amends GS 20-7(a) to provide that 
Class B licensee may drive single vehicle weighing over 26,000 (now, 30,000) 
pounds gross vehicle weight [as defined in new GS 20-4.01(12a)] and single 
vehicle designed to carry more than 15 passengers (now, 12) and that Class C 
licensee may drive single vehicle weighing 26,000 pounds or less (now, 30,000) 
and avehicle designed to carry more than 15 passengers (now, 12) only if 
authorized to do so by GS 20-7(a) or GS 20-218(a). (9) Adds new section 
requiring Div’n of Motor Vehicles to revoke the Class A or Class B license of 
driver convicted of impaired driving in commercial motor vehicle. (10) Amends 
GS 20-17.4 to set period of suspension for Class A or Class B licensee convicted 
of this offense at one year for first conviction, 10 years’ for second 
conviction, and for life for third or subsequent conviction. (11) Adds 
requirement to GS 20-/7(a) that driver of vehicle transporting hazardous 
materials as determined by Sec. 103 of the Hazardous Material Transportation Act 
must possess Class A or a Class B license. (12) Amends GS 20-7(i) to raise fee 
for issuance or reissuance of a Class B or Class A license to $20.00 (now, $15). 
(13) Amends GS 20-26 to provide that registered or declared weight on vehicle 
registration card or certified copy of Div’n record is admissible in judicial or 
administrative proceeding and is prima facie evidence of the registered or 
declared weights. (14) Makes conforming amendment to various sections of GS Ch 
20. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1989, but provides that person with Class C license 
issued before that date may continue to operate any vehicle for which he was 
previously authorized until license expires. Provides that such driver is 
subject to this act and specifies effect of conviction.

SAME WITHOUT PUBLIC SALE." Bill now authorizes named counties to acquire, sell, 
or lease land for industrial development free of restrictions set out in GS Ch. 
160A, Art. 912,. anGvas” (lle sloo;. atc emis Specifies that act will apply to 
previously acquired property as well as that hereafter acquired. 


H 2331 Validate Martin registrations (previous digest on 1502) 
House committee substitute makes technical correction. 


H 2338 Performance bond alternative (previous digest on p. 1504) 
House amendment makes technical correction. 


H 2360 Distressed units keep CDBG money (previous digest on p. 1508) 

House committee substitute restricts bill to Economic Development 
Grants from community development block grant funds and deletes provision that 
income includes interest earned pending disposition of funds. 


H 2365 Low-level waste amendments (previous digest on p. 1509) 

House committee substitute makes following substantive changes: (1) 
Amends GS 104G-6(b) to provide that Authority need not comply with Art. 3D of 
Ch. 143 (procurement of architectural and engineering services) and formal and 
informal bidding provisions of Art. 8, Ch. 143 and to provide that rule making 
provisions of Ch. 150B do not apply to operator or technology selection. (2) 
Amends GS 104G-9 to provide that procedures for selecting site for low level 
waste disposal facility to be incorporated into rules; to provide that no later 
than Aug. 1, 1989 Authority to select minimum of 2 sites (now, select 2 or 3) 
suitable for characterization; and to provide that no site may be selected for 
location of waste disposal facility without first having been characterized. 
Amends GS 104G-9.1 to prohibit annexation of site from time county, by 
resolution of board of comm’rs, proposes specific site for facility. (3) Amends 
GS 104G-20(c) to provide that if facility is located in more’ than one county, 
application fee distributed to counties in equal amounts. (4) Amends GS 
143B-470.1 to provide that from time site selected for hazardous waste treatment 
facility under that Chapter or from time county, by resolution, proposes 
specific site for facility, city may not annex except on petition signed by 
owner of facility’s real property. (5) Amends GS 143B-470.4 to provide that 
Treatment Comm’n may not site a hazardous waste treatment facility in any county 
nor engage in any activity leading up to siting facility, except that Comm’n may 
continue to seek a volunteer county (was, not site in any county that has not 
volunteered). (6) Amends GS 143B-470.6 to require Governor to make every 
reasonable effort to enter into interstate agreement for hazardous waste 
disposal outside of NC and requires Governor to report his efforts to Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and LRC General Research Division. 


H 2372 Corporate income tax changes (previous digest on p. 1519) 
Makes technical correction. 


H 2389 Allow Subchapter S corporations (previous digest on p. 1525) 

House committee substitute makes number of clarifying and technical 
changes. Clarifies procedure for determining pro rata share of income of 
resident and nonresident shareholders. Provides that initial basis of resident 
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shareholder in S Corporation stock is determined as of later of date stock is 
acquired, date of S Corporation election, or date shareholder becomes resident. 
Deletes reference to carrybacks. Deletes provisions governing treatment of S 
Corporation not incorporated in State which engages in activities in State that 
would subject C Corporation to taxation. Amends GS 105-147(7) to specify that 
deduction for purpose of individual income tax is not allowed for S Corporation 
dividends. Amends GS 105-130.3 to clarify that S Corporations are not subject 
to corporate income tax.

Sor! Insurance technical corrections (previous digests on pp. 465, 745) 

House committee substitute rewrites bill to make following changes in 
insurance law: (1) Amends GS 58-18.1(c)(4) to delete reference to insurers 
conducting insurance fraud investigations because investigations are also 
conducted by others. (2) Amends GS 58-124.31(b) to clarify that escrow statute 
applies to insurance ratemaking statute. (3) Rewrites GS 58-428(c) to allow 
Comm’r to conduct financial examination of NC Surplus Lines Ass’n_ when 
appropriate instead of every three years. (4) Amends GS 58-433(e) to require 
surplus lines licensee to retake exam if allows license to lapse for more than 
two (now, one) years. (5) Amends GS 58-173.30 to remove the $35 limit on charge 
made to agent, broker, and adjuster for cost of written exam. (6) Rewrites GS 
159-29(c) to permit blanket bonds for elected officials if the blanket bond 
protects against risks not protected by individual bond. (7) Amends’ GS 
20-279.21(b)(3)b to provide that failure to give proper notice to insurer before 
filing lawsuit arising out of hit and run accident is not grounds for dismissal 
of suit: (8) Makes numerous other technical changes. 


S 1616 Caswell comm’rs, school elections (previous digest 1511) 

Senate amendment provides that school board will be elected in 1989 and 
thereafter by nonpartisan election and runoff election method (was, plurality 
method). 


S 1631 Low-level waste amendments-1 (previous digest on p. 1513) 

Senate committee substitute revises title to "AN ACT TO PROVIDE FEE 
SETTING AUTHORITY AND TO IMPOSE TAXES AND FEES APPLICABLE TO LOW-LEVEL 
RADIOACTIVE WASTE AND HAZARDOUS WASTE, TO IMPLEMENT THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
JOINT SELECT COMMITTEE ON LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE AND THE INTER-AGENCY 
COMMITTEE ON LOW-LEVEL RADIOACTIVE WASTE, TO MAKE RELATED CLARIFYING AND

Introducer: Rand To Appropriations 


"TO PROVIDE IMPROVED HEALTH CARE TO THE MEDICALLY NEEDY AND TO 
APPROPRIATE THE NECESSARY FUNDS." Amends Sec. 70, Ch. 738, SL 1987, to require 
Dep’t of Human Resources (DHR) to provide Medicaid for pregnant women and 
children up to age one if family income is equal to or less than 185% of Federal 
poverty guidelines, and to children up to age five if family income is equal to 
or less than 100% of guidelines, effective Jan. 1, 1989. Specifies that 
Medicaid coverage for pregnant women eligible under this provision applies only 
to pregnancy-related conditions. Requires DHR to adopt rules for reimbursement 
for case management services provided to high risk children by April 1, 1989. 

Appropriates following sums from General Fund to DHR Div’n of Medical 
Assistance for fiscal 1988-89 for implementation of law: $5,907,612 for coverage 
of pregnant women and children under one, with $529,500 used for county 
administration of this portion of program; $2,110,427 for coverage of children 
under five, with $750,000 used for county administration of this’ portion of 
program; $525,000 for Medicaid coverage of children ages three to five. .

Introducer: W. Martin To Appropriations 


"TO ESTABLISH THE NORTH CAROLINA EDUCATIONAL EQUITY STUDY COMMISSION 
AND TO APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR ITS IMPLEMENTATION." Establishes North Carolina 
Educational Equity Study Comm’n to identify areas in which needs of students at 
risk of failure have been overlooked in educational reform and to make 
corrective recommendations. Comm’n to consist of 15 members: 12 appointed by 
General Assembly (six each on recommendation of Lt. Governor and Speaker), and 
three ex officio members or their designees: Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, President of Dep’t of Community Colleges, and President of UNC. 
Members to be appointed by Sept. 1, 1988, to serve until submission of final 
report, at which time Comm'n expires. Directs Comm’n to make interim report to 
Governmental Operations Comm’n and to Fiscal Research Div’n by Mar. 1, 1989, and 
final report by March 1, 1990. Specifies number of topics for Comm’n study, 
including entire public educational process, including higher education, impact 
of educational reforms already implemented, causes of students becoming "at 
risk", policies governing transfer between community colleges and four year 
institutions, and development of a comprehensive plan for implementing and 
monitoring education equity in State. Authorizes Comm’n to contract for staff 
and services. Appropriates $100,000 from General Fund to Legislative Services 
Comm'n for fiscal 1988-89 to fund Comm’n, with funds remaining available until 
expiration of Comm’n. Effective July 1, 1988.

Dep’t reserve funds and lapsed salaries be used to provide increase. Effective

S 1712 Highway facility bonds APPROPRIATION, GS 136, 142 
Introducer: Smith To Finance 


"TO AUTHORIZE THE ISSUANCE OF FOUR HUNDRED FIFTY MILLION DOLLARS OF 
GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS OF THE STATE, SUBJECT TO A VOTE OF THE QUALIFIED VOTERS 
OF THE STATE, TO PROVIDE FUNDS FOR HIGHWAY FACILITIES." Places before voters at 
Nov. 8, 1988, election question of whether to authorize State to issue $450 
million in highway bonds. If majority of voters approve, State may ‘issue 
general obligation bonds to be used for constructing and improving highway 
facilities and improving State primary and urban system of highways. Board of 
Transportation to determine which projects are funded by proceeds of bond sales. 
Specifies provisions for issuing bonds and pledges faith and credit and taxing 
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power of State to back bonds. Provides that bonds are exempt from all state, 
county and municipal taxes. Specifies terms on which State Treasurer may 
provide for variable interest rates on bonds and designates bonds as securities 
in which public agencies, financial institutions and fiduciaries may invest. 
Appropriates $50,000 from Highway Fund to State Board of Elections for cost of 
election.

HOUSE BILLS 


oy tee Retirement contribution refund (previous digests on pp.68, 828. 
Senate amendments provide that bill takes effect July 1, 1988 and 
expires June 30, 1993 and make technical change. 


Hal42 Federal retirement exclusion (previous digests on pp. 100, 1399, 1441) 
Conference report makes act effective for tax years beginning on and 
after January 1, 1989. 


H 243 Day-—Care Comm’n membership (previous digests on p. 170, 1370) 

Senate committee substitute restores original language in G.S. 
143B-168.4 providing for 15-member Child Day-Care Comm’n, with seven members 
appointed by Governor and eight by General Assembly. Provides four of members 
appointed by Governor, two appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of 
Lt. Governor, and two appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of House 
Speaker must not be employed in, or providing, day care, and have no financial 
interest in day care facility or "home" (now, "plan"). Requires that one of 
Governor’s appointees be affiliated with for-profit day-care home and one 
affiliated with nonprofit home; requires’ same of members appointed on 
recommendation of President of Senate and members appointed by House Speaker. 
Applies to appointments made on or after ratification. 


H 288 #£Auto tax listing, salvage (previous digest on p. 206) 

Senate committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT 
REGARDING MODIFYING THE PENALTY FOR FAILURE TO LIST A MOTOR VEHICLE FOR PROPERTY 
TAXES AND AMENDING THE NORTH CAROLINA MOTOR VEHICLE SALVAGE TITLE LAW." 
Rewrites provisions dealing with listing of motor vehicles for taxes as follows: 
(1) Amends GS 105-312(h1) for taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1988 
and before Jan. 1, 1989 to provide that penalty for falsely certifying that 
motor vehicle was listed for taxes may not be imposed unless assessor has given 
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statutorily required notice to vehicle owner; (2) amends same section for 
taxable years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1989 to delete requirement that 
owner must falsely certify that he has listed taxes before penalty may be 
imposesd, essentially changing penalty from falsely certifying to failure to 
list motor vehicle for taxes; (3) effective for taxable years beginning on or 
after Jan. 1, 1989, provides that both civil penalty for failure to list under 
GS 105-312 and criminal punishment under GS 20-50.2 may be imposed against 
violator. 

Effective upon ratification, but expiring June 30, 1989, amends GS 
20-4.01(33)(d) to define salvage motor vehicle as one damaged to extent that 
cost of repairs (cost of parts only) would exceed 35% of its fair wholesale 
value (now, vehicle damaged by collision or other occurrence to extent that it 
would cost 75% of retail value to repair or motor vehicle that has been declared 
total loss by insurer) and amends GS 20-71.3 to provide that vehicle which is to 
be repaired and retitled in NC is subject to preliminary and final inspections 
by Division of Motor Vehicles and Division may refuse to issue title to vehicle 
that has not had preliminary inspection. 


H 734 LRC study open beer in autos (previous digests on pp. 439, 884, 937) 

Senate committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
ALLOW THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE ISSUE OF PROHIBITING THE 
POSSESSION OF OPENED CONTAINERS OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES IN MOTOR VEHICLES." 
Amends SL 1987, Ch. 873, as title indicates. 


H 858 Election law amendments (previous digest on p. 501) 

Senate committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
PROHIBIT WITHDRAWAL OF CANDIDACY AFTER FILING DEADLINE AND TO ADDRESS OTHER 
CAMPAIGN AND ELECTION MATTERS." . Bill now makes following changes: Effective 
for elections on or after Jan. 1, 1989, (1) amends GS 163-106(e) to provide that 
if a candidate does not withdraw before filing deadline, his name is printed on 
ballot, votes for him are counted and his fee not refunded and (2) adds GS 
163-278.10A to provide that candidate need not file any contribution and 
expenditure report if he receives in contributions or expends no more than $500. 
Effective Jan. 1, 1989, rewrites Art. 2, GS Ch. 120, statement of economic 
interest filed by General Assembly candidates and members, to delete requirement 
that copies of candidate’s statement must be filed with State Board of Elections 
as well as with county board of elections, to clarify that failure to file 
Statement within 15 days after notification results in candidate not being 
eligible to be certified, and to delete requirements that all members elected to 
General Assembly file statement and annual update with Legislative Services 
Officer. Effective for elections held on or after Sept. 1, 1988, amends various 
campaign contribution reporting laws to provide that annual reports must be 
filed by the last Friday in January instead of Jan. 7. Effective on 
ratifiction, amends GS 163-90.2 to provide that decision by county board of 
elections on challenge may be appealed by person against whom challenge is 
sustained or person who has made challenge which was overruled to superior court 
within 10 days after decision. Effective on ratification, amends GS 163-41(a) 
to provide that, in filling vacancy for registrars or judges, chairman of county 
board of elections, if possible, must consult with county chairman of political 
party of vacating official; provides that if chairman of party nominates perrson 
to fill vacancy, elections board chairman must appoint that person; if person 
not appointed on recommendation of chairman of party, term expires at conclusion 
of next canvass held by board of elections and successor must be nominated by. 
party chairman. Provides that persons appointed in 1988 registrar or judge by 
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chairman of elections board because of vacancy serve until Sept. 1, 1988 unless 
they were nominated by chairman of party. 


H 1204 Water authority purchase money 

Senate committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO GIVE 
WATER AND SEWER AUTHORITIES THE SAME POWER AS CITIES AND COUNTIES TO PURCHASE 
PROPERTY SUBJECT TO A PURCHASE MONEY SECURITY INTEREST." Amends GS 160A-20 and 
GS 162A-6 to include water and sewer authorities created under GS Ch. 162A, Art. 
1, authority to give purchase money security interests in real or personal 
property. 


H 1237 Investment advisors regulated (previous digests on pp. 696, 887, 1150, 

16095514345 51537) 

Senate amendments (1) rewrite statute of limitations provisions for 
civil liability to provide for three year statute of limitations except when 
violation claimed is based on fraud or deceipt, action may be brought within two 
years after person discovers or should have discovered violation, (2) amend GS 
59-106 and -201 to allow limited partnership to keep’ records at office other 
than registered office but to require limited partnership certificate to list 
address and street and number of office at which records are kept if not kept in 
registered office, (3) amend GS 66-68 to require limited partnership engaging in 
business under name other than that set out in certificate to file notice with 
register of deeds of name under which will conduct business in county, (3) make 
amendments to partnership law effective Aug. 1, 1988. 


H 1240 #£Fraudulent property disposal (previous digest p. 698) 

Senate committee substitute deletes amendment of GS 14-167. Adds new 
G.S. .14-168.r making it a misdemeanor, punishable by up to $500 fine or six 
months imprisonment or both, to fail to return rented property with intent to 
defeat rights of owner if: (1) property is rented under written agreement with 
option to purchase; and (2) defendant fails to return property after date of 
termination provided in agreement. Provides that intent to commit offense may 
be presumed from: (1) evidence that defendant has disposed of the property, 
encumbered it by security interest, or delivered it to a pawnbroker; (2) 
evidence that defendant has refused to deliver property to sheriff or other 
officer charged with seizing it under judgment; or (3) evidence that defendant 
has moved the property out of state without notifying owner. (Presumption 
rebuttable by evidence that defendant had no intent to defeat rights of owner.) 
Requires that violations of GS Ch. 14, Art. 24 (protection of bailor against 
acts of bailee) involving property rented under written agreement with purchase 
option be prosecuted only under new G.S. 14-168.4. Effective Oct. 1, 1988. 


H 1304 Establish leaking tank fund (previous digests on p. 731, 845) 

Senate committee substitute rewrites bill, changing title to "TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE CLEANUP OF ENVIRONMENTAL DAMAGE CAUSED BY LEAKING PETROLEUM 
UNDERGROUND STORAGE TANKS," and adding new sections to GS Ch. 143, Art. 21A (oil 
pollution and hazardous substances control). Defines "commercial underground 
storage tank" (hereafter commercial tank) as underground tank used to store 
petroleum products, excluding (1) farm or residential tank storing 1,100 gallons 
or less motor fuel for noncommercial purpose, (2) tank of 1,100 gallons or less 
of heating oil for use on premises, (3) tank or more than 1,100 gallons of 
heating oil for use on premises by four or fewer households, (4) septic tank, 
(5) pipeline facility, and (6) surface impoundment, pit, pond, or lagoon. 
Defines "noncommercial underground storage tank" (hereafter noncommercial tank) 
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as underground tank used to store petroleum, excluding commercial tank, septi 
tank, pipeline facility, and surface impoundment, pit, pond, or lagoon. 

Commercial Fund: Establishes Commercial Leaking Petroleum Underground 
Storage Tank Cleanup Fund (hereafter Commercial Fund) in Dep’t of Natural 
Resources and Community Development (hereafter DNRCD), a nonreverting fund to be) 
used for payment of costs of more than $100,000 and up to $1 million resulting 
from each occurrence of discharge of petroleum product from commercial tank. 
Covered costs include costs of: (1) cleanup of environmental damage and either 
providing potable water supplies (bottled water, well-head filtration systems, 
or other suitable alternatives) to persons whose water supply has been made 
unpotable, or (2) purchasing property of such persons at value immediately 
before discovery of discharge. DNRCD may use up to $100,000 per year fro 
Commercial Fund for administration of bill’s provisions. Requires that owner or 
operator of commercial tank must pay annual operating fee into Commercial fund, 
of $30 for tank of 3,500 gal. or less, and $60 for larger tank. | 

Noncommercial Fund: Establishes Noncommercial Leaking Petroleum Underground 
Storage Tank Cleanup Fund (hereafter Noncommercial Fund) in DNRCD, 
nonreverting fund to be used for payment of costs up to $1 million (no fiom 
resulting from each occurrence of discharge of petroleum product from: (ig 
noncommercial tank; and (2) commercial tank where (a) owner or operator canno 
be identified or fails to perform cleanup required by bill, or (b) tank was 
taken out of operation before Jan. 1, 1974 and neither owner nor operator owns 
or leases the land on which tank located when discharge discovered. . Covered 
costs include costs of: (1) cleanup of environmental damage and either providing 
potable water supplies (bottled water, well-head filtration systems, or other 
suitable alternatives) to persons whose water supply has been made unpotable, o 
(2) purchasing property of such persons at value immediately before discovery of} 
discharge. DNRCD may use up to $100,000 per year from Noncommercial Fund fo 
administration of bill’s provisions. 

Cleanup: Provides that when discharge of petroleum from commercial orf 
noncommercial tank occurs, owner or operator must notify DNRCD under G.S 
143-215.85. Owner or operator must immediately collect and remove discharge and 
restore area affected. Owner or operator may choose either to have DNRCD pay 
covered costs or to obtain reimbursement from DNRCD. DNRCD may not reimburse 
any owner or operator until the appropriate fund reaches $1 million. 
Reimbusement may not be made for discharge resulting from willful violation of 
law or regulations or willful misconduct. Owner or operator who reports 
suspected discharge within 15 months of effective date of bill not to be liable 
for any civil, penalty vunders G.S.., 143-215. 9) (a). If discharge is from 
noncommercial tank or other tank covered by Noncommercial Fund, DNRCD may use 
its staff, equipment, and materials or those of other governmental agencies to 
implement a cleanup plan. Requires all state agencies to assist DNRCD as much 
as possible in cleanup. If discharge is from commercial tank, DNRCD may 
Supervise cleanup, and may not pay any costs until owner or operator has paid) 
initial $100,000. | 

Other provisions: Requires DNRCD to require each owner of underground 
petroleum storage tank who must demonstrate financial responsibility pursuant to 
42 U.S. Code Sec. 6991b(d) to show financial responsibility of at least $100,000 
per discharge for costs covered by bill. Allows owners and operators of tanks 
to show financial responsibility by establishing insurance pools; provides for 
Organization of pools. Provides civil and criminal penalties under G.S. 
143-215.102, but not more than $5,000, to apply to violations of bill’s 
provisions. Authorizes Environmental Management Comm’n to issue rules te 
implement bill. Appropriates $4 million from General Fund to DNRCD for fiscal 
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1988-89 for Noncommercial Fund. 
Effective date and expiration date: Bill to apply only to discharges that 


are discovered or reported on or after effective date (ratification); expires 
June 30, 1995. 


H 1859 New recurring funds/1988-89 (previous digest on p. 1547) 

Senate amendment provides that Report to Joint Appropriations Committee 
that accompanies the Act shall be used to construe the Act as provided in GS 
143-15 (Executive Budget Act). 


H 2243 Orange/Chatham omnibus-2 (previous digest on p. 1481) 

House amendment deletes provision authorizing Chapel Hill to adopt 
ordinances regulating planting and substantial alteration of trees and shrubs on 
public and private property, and makes technical and conforming changes. 


H 2244 Garner satellite annexations (previous digest on p. 1481) 
House amendment adds sunset clause making act expire July 1, 1993. 


H 2318 Sea turtle sanctuary (previous digest on p. 1500) 

House amendment limits sea turtle sanctuary authority to area above 
mean low water mark, requires town regulations to be consistent with GS 160A-174 
and -208, and permits the incorporation of GS 113-189 and -337 (regarding the 
taking of sea turtles) by cross reference. 


H 2334 Repeal Wade Liquor prohibition (previous digest on p. 1503) 
House amendment makes technical correction. 


H 2344 Stanly economic development (digested on p. 1505) 
House amendment makes technical correction. 


H 2345 Expand Stanly Airport Auth. (digested on p. 1505) 
House amendment clarifies that county commissioner serving ex officio 
has voting power. 


H 2346 Stanly subdivision defined (digested on p. 1505) 

House amendment defines subdivision as_ residentially zoned parcel 
existing at time of passage of county subdivision (originally, zoning) 
ordinance, where 10 or more lots, including residual (orginally, residential) 
land of original parcel, have been created. 


H 2348 Gastonia fair housing changes (digested on p. 1506) 
House amendment adds age to act’s coverage. 


H 2352 Caswell comm’r/school elections (previous digest on p. 1506) 
House amendment changes method of determining results of school board 
elections from plurality to election and run-off election method. 


H 2354 Repeal Godwin liquor prohibition (previous digest on p. 1507) 
House amendment makes technical correction. 


H 2365 Low-level waste amendments (previous digests on pp. 1509, 1550) 

House amendment #1 adds _ requirement that Authority develop proposed 
revenue package for General Assembly’s consideration. House amendment #2 makes 
technical corrections. 
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H 2377 Allow state personnel bill (previous digest on p. 1520) 
House amendment makes technical changes. 


H 2389 Allow Subchapter S corporations (previous digests on pp. 1525, 1550) 
House amendments make technical and clarifying changes. 


H 2427 Parking Garage Bonds (previous digest on p. 1539) 

House amendment changes original title of bill to "AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE 
THE ISSUANCE OF NOT IN EXCESS OF TWENTY-FIVE MILLION DOLLARS BONDS OF THE STATE 
TO PROVIDE FUNDS, FOR THE CONSTRUCTION, IN PHASES IF DESIREABLE; OF A PARKING 
GARAGE IN DOWNTOWN RALEIGH, SUCH AUTHORIZED BONDS TO BE ISSUED WITHOUT AN 
ELECTION DURING THE BIENNIUM ENDED JUNE 30, 1989, IN AN AMOUNT NOT IN EXCESS OF 
SUCH AUTHORIZED AMOUNT AND NOT IN EXCESS OF TWO-THIRDS OF THE AMOUNT BY WHICH 
THE STATE’S OUTSTANDING INDEBTEDNESS SHALL HAVE BEEN REDUCED DURING THE 1985-87 
BIENNIUM." Raises amount that Treasurer is authorized to raise from $12 million 
to $25 million, and allows for construction to be undertaken in phases. Also 
adds to exterior elements a walkway over Salisbury Street from the parking deck 
to the gov’t mall. 


H 2430 Sales tax on mail order sales (previous digest on p. 1557) 

House amendment provides’ that evidence that retailer is engaged in 
exploiting market in NC’ by media-assisted means is prima facie evidence that 
retailer consents to imposition of sales tax; adds provision that if legislation 
pending in Congress authorizing states to require mail order retailers to 
collect state and local sales taxes is enacted, no county may repeal any local 
sales tax in effect on effective date of federal legislation (because federal 
law written to apply only if combined state and local tax rate is same in all 
geographic areas of the state); authorizes Sec’y of Revenue to enter into 
agreements with other states to coordinate and promote collection of sales tax 
by mail order retailers; requires Dep’t of Revenue to study consequences of act 
and report to Revenue Laws Study Committee by Dec. 1, 1988; changes effective 
date *from Oct.) ly 1988 "to%san7e1 1989: 


SENATE BILLS 


S301 Memorial Hospital directors terms 

House committee substitute replaces original bill with anact "TO 
CHANGE THE TERMS OF AT-LARGE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE NORTH 
CAROLINA MEMORIAL HOSPITAL." Revises G.S. 116-37 to provide that each of nine 
appointed members of Memorial Hospital Board of Directors serving on June 30, 
1988, must be reassigned by UNC Board of Governors to different staggered terms. 
From July 1, 1988, term of office for new appointments to hospital board to be 
four years beginning on July 1. No person may be appointed to more than three 
four-year terms in succession or a four-year term if preceded immediately by 
twelve years of service. 


S ) 758 Revenue bonds for federal facilities 

House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
AUTHORIZE REVENUE BONDS TO BE ISSUED TO FINANCE FACILITIES FOR AGENCIES OF THE 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT." Amends GS 159-81(3), State and Local Government Revenue 
Bond Act, to include facilities for use of federal agencies in definition of 
"revenue bond project" for which state and local entities may issue revenue 
bonds. Adds new GS 159-83(d) empowering issuing unit to finance facilities for 
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use of federal agencies, to secure the financing of such facilities by revenue 
pledges and foreclosable liens, and to enter into agreements and acquire 
property in pursuance of such projects. 


S 1631 Low-level waste amendments (Iden. to H 2365, digested on p. 1509) 

Senate committee substitute adopted June 15 is identical to House 
committee substitute digested on p. 1550, except (1) does not restrict the 
Treatment Comm'n from engaging in any activity leading to siting of: facility 
except to seek volunteer county, and (2) does not require Governor to make every 
reasonable effort to seek an out-of-state hazardous waste site and report 
findings to General Assembly. 


S 1632 Knightdale charter amendments (Iden. to H 2357, digested on p. 1507) 
Senate amendment deletes provisions authorizing public safety project 
fees. 


S 1645 Reimbursement formula changes (previous digest on p. 1526) 

Senate committee substitute (1) adds provision for adjustment of 
amounts distributed under GS 105-275.1 (reimbursement for exclusion of 
manufacturers’ inventories) in 1990 by factor equal to percentage increase or 
decrease in state personal income in most recent 12-month period for which data 
available, (2) adds provision to GS 105-277A (reimbursement for exclusion of 
retailers’ and wholesalers’ inventories) calling for supplemental distribution 
in 1989 to any county or city receiving less under existing reimbursement 
formulas than actual revenue loss, (3) amends definitions of "inventory loss" to 
set adjustment formula at lesser of 5% or change in state personal income in 
most recent 12-month period for which data is available, and (4) makes technical 
changes.

times the number of votes cast for that office in the last general election in 
which more than one candidate appeared on the ballot for that office; 
(2) provides that the Sec’y of Revenue, the State Treasurer, and the Executive

Allows City of Morganton and Burke County to acquire land for 
industrial development without complying with the acquisition and disposition 
provisions of Art. 12, GS Ch. 160A; Art. 1, GS Ch. 158; or,. in the case of 
Morganton, the city charter. Ratifies prior transactions which would have been 
permitted under provisions of act. 


H 2238 Goldsboro-Wayne/Duplin airports (previous digest on p. 1480) 

Senate committee substitute changes title to read as follows: "TO ALLOW 
THE GOLDSBORO-WAYNE AIRPORT AUTHORITY AND THE COUNTY OF DUPLIN AS' TO AIRPORT 
PROPERTY TO ENTER INTO LONGER-TERM LEASES, AND TO ALLOW WAYNE COUNTY TO DISPOSE 
OF CERTAIN PROPERTY BY PRIVATE SALE." Amends GS 160A-272 with respect to leases 
of property at the Duplin County (P.B. Raiford) Airport to allow leases of up to 
99 years (now, 10 years) to be made subject to statute’s provisions (leases 
longer than this are subject to property disposition laws governing the sale of 
property). Authorizes Wayne County to dispose of property described in bill 
(Walnut Street School) to Wayne Action Group for Economic Solvency at private 
sale with or without monetary consideration. 


H 2324 Holden Beach height limits (previous digest on p. 1501) 

House amendment deletes provisions permitting increase in height 
limitation by ordinance if approved by voters in a_ referendum called by town 
governing body or by 10% initiative petition. 


H 2347 Lake Wylie Marine Comm’n-2 (previous digest on p. 1505) 
Senate amendment makes technical changes. 


H 2467 Fire Marshals’ death benefit (previous digest on p. 1558) 
House amendment deletes appropriation. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 564 Merger of migrant housing laws (previous digests on pp. 476, 486, 1118) 

Senate committee substitute #2 changes title to "AN ACT TO SET FORTH 
THE POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE COMMISSIONER OF LABOR DEALING WITH THE REGULATION 
OF MIGRANT HOUSING," and completely rewrites previous committee substitute. 
Bill now provides as follows: (1) Promulgation of standards and_ regulations 
for agricultural employers. Amends GS 95-131 (standards under Occupational 
Safety and Health Act) to provide that if Comm’r of Labor develops standards and 
cregulations regarding agricultural employers as effective and efficient as 
federal regulations or standards, he must - promulgate them pursuant to 
requirements of Administrative Procedure Act (APA) (GS Ch. 150B, Arts. 2 and 5)> 
and requirements of GS 143B, Art. 1, Part 3 (Administrative Rules Review 
Comm’n). (2) Stringency of state standards. Forbids Comm’r to promulgate state 
regulations, for agricultural employers that are more stringent than federal 
regulations. Repeals rule, promulgated prior to July 1, 1988, that is more 
Stringent than federal provisions. (3) Appeals subject to APA. Amends GS 
95-135 (dealing with Safety and Health Review Board) to provide that appeals 
from penalties that involve agricultural employers are subject to administrative 
hearing and judicial review provisions of APA (GS Ch. 150B, Arts. 3 and 4), and 
amends GS 150B-1(d) to delete exemption from APA for Occupational Safety and 
Health Review Board in actions involving agricultural employers. Provides that 
determination of Review Board in accordance with GS 150B-36 (final decisions) is 
a final agency decision subject to judicial review in accordance with GS 150B, 
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Art. 4. (4) Citations. Adds new section to enforcement procedures in GS 95-137 
(issuance of citations) requiring Comm’r of Labor’s representative (Director) t 
immediately advise agricultural employer contesting a citation or notification, 
or agricultural employee contesting reasonableness of period of time for 
violation abatement, of his right to file a petition for a contested case under 
administrative hearing procedures of APA (GS Ch. 150B, Art. 3). Makes affected 
employees or their representatives aggrieved persons under GS 150B-23 for such 
contested cases. Makes conforming change in civil penalties section (GS 
95-138(a)). Does not modify existing procedure in GS 95-137(b)(4) for hearing)| 
and issuance of order by Review Board. Administrative law judge follows same 
standards as Director would under GS 95-137(b)(4), in affirming or modifying 
abatement requirements following showing of good faith effort by agricultural 
employer. ey, ropriation. Appropriates $30,000 from General Fund for 
1988-89 to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, to be distributed 
to counties at rate of $10 per inspection to inspect water and sewer disposal 
systems for migrant housing. Provides, however, that act does not obligate 
General Assembly to appropriate funds. (6) Effective date. Effective on 
ratification. Procedures outlined in (3) and (4) above apply to citations an 
notifications issued and to notices filed under Occupational Safety and Health 
Act on or after July 1, 1988. Provision requiring state rules to be no stricter 

than federal rules expires October 1, 1989. 


S 1837 Anti-drug grand jury sunset off (previous digest on p. 1585) 

Senate amendment makes following changes: (1) amends GS 5A-12(a) to 
reduce from 18 months to 6 months the maximum period of imprisonment for 
Criminal contempt pursuant to GS 5A-11(8) (granting of immunity to witnesses); 
(2) amends GS 15A-622(h) to require a committee of at least three members of the 
North Carolina Conference of District Attorneys to approve any petition for the 
convening of a grand jury by a district attorney; (3) amends GS 15A-623(h) to 
require a court reporter to transcribe the record of the examination of 
witnesses; to allow an examining prosecutor to disclose the contents of th 
record of the examination of witnesses to the witness or his attorney (in 
addition to other investigative or law-enforcement officers) to the extent tha 
the disclosure is appropriate to the proper performance of his official duties; 
and makes the grand jury subpoena subject not only to the provisions of GS 
15A-801 (referring to Rule 45 of the Rules of Civil Procedure), but to the 
provisions of GS 15A, Art. 43 (legislation governing the securing of attendance 
of witnesses from outside the state in criminal proceedings) as well; and (4) 
makes all of the changes digested above effective Oct. 1, 1988.

LOW-INCOME TAX CREDIT, TO INCREASE THE MAXIMUM FEES THAT CAN BE ESTABLISHED BY 
THE MANUFACTURED HOUSING BOARD AND THE BOARD OF PHARMACY, TO CONFORM TO FEDERAL 
LAW THE FORMULA FOR CALCULATING INDIVIDUALS’ ESTIMATED INCOME TAX PAYMENTS, AND

Low-income tax credit. Amends GS 105-151.16(a) to limit availability 
of general credit against income tax for individuals with low or moderate 
incomes to (1) unmarried individual, (2) married individual not living with 
spouse, or (3) husband and wife living together who file combined return. 
Provides that for husband and wife filing combined return, net taxable incomes 
are to be combined, and each shall be allowed to claim one-half of the credit 
for which eligible, based on combined incomes.

to provide that total of quarterly payments on estimated income tax must equal

Critical School Facility Needs Fund. Directs Sec’y of Revenue to 
deposit $16 million in Critical School Facility Needs Fund on or before July 31, 
1988, to be drawn from individual income tax collections.

REPEAL ON OBSOLETE LAW, TO MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO THE REVENUE ACT, TO MODIFY 
THE LAW REGARDING PRIVILEGE LICENSES FOR CERTAIN EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES, TO MODIFY

Carnival tax. Incorporates provisions of original bill concerning 
repeal of privilege license tax on carnivals. Adds new GS 105-37.1(d) providing 
that a carnival company taxable under GS 105-37.1 will not be allowed to play a 
"still date" in any county where there is a_ regularly advertised agricultural 
fair 30 days prior to the dates of the fair, except that veterans organizations 
chartered by Congress or organized on statewide or national basis may hold fairs 
or tohacco festivals on any date they may choose if such fairs or festivals have 
been neld annually prior to July 1, 1988.

Local sales tax distribution adjustment formula. Amends GS 105-486(b),

shortage. Effective March 1, 1988.

Hazardous waste technical change. Makes clarifying amendment to GS 
130A-293(d)(1), as enacted by SL 1987, Ch. 993. Corrects statutory citation in 
GS 150B-1(d), concerning exemption of Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management 
Authority from certain provisions of Administrative Procedure Act. 

Teacher placement agency eligibility for reduced tax. Amends GS 
105-90(b)(1) to make any employment agency whose sole business is placing 
teachers and other school employees eligible for reduced privilege license tax 
of $25.00 (now, must be agency approved by State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction to be eligible). 

Tinted vehicle glass ban temporarily suspended and clarified. Amends 
GS 20-127(d) to make ban on operating North Carolina vehicle on highway or 
public vehicular area with windshield or window needed for visibility darkened, 
smoked, or tinted after factory delivery effective Jan. 1, 1989 (originally, 
took effect Jan. 1, 1988). Clarifies proviso, that allows on certain glass 
surfaces of vehicle a single application of tinted film approved by Comm’r of 
Motor Vehicles, to specify that it applies only after the first sale of the 
vehicle. Effective July 1, 1988. 

Change of standard for approving tinted film for vehicle glass. Amends 
GS 20-127(f£) to provide that Comm’r of Motor Vehicles shall approve tinted film 
for front or rear windows of vehicles if manufacturer demonstrates that it has 
at least 50% light transmittance if it is to be used on front, side, or rear 
windows and a luminous reflectance of not more than 20% (originally, prohibited 
approval of film unless it had at least 35% light transmittance and met other 
criteria noted above, but did not in terms require approval). Effective July 1, 
1988. 
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Act not to have retroactive effect or to bar refund under amended or 
repealed tax provision. Provides that act not to affect rights or liabilities 
of State, a taxpayer, or other person arising under statute amended or repealed 
by act, and that act does not affect right to any refund or credit of a tax that 
would otherwise have been available under amended or repealed statute. 

Clarification of criteria for preempting local ordinance by Governor's 
Waste Management Board. Amends GS 104E-6.2(d)(1) as rewritten by SL 1987 Ch. 
993, to provide that one of the preemption criteria is that there is a local 
ordinance that would prohibit, or have the effect of prohibiting, the 
establishment or operation of a low-level radioactive waste facility 
(effect-of-prohibiting clause added). 

Technical change in provision on bond, insurance, or other security for 
a low-level radioactive waste facility. Amends GS 104E-18(c) as caption 
indicates. 

NC Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Authority deadlines, 
timetables, and_ reports. Adds GS 104G-23(a) to require Authority to make 
reasonable efforts to meet deadlines in GS Ch. 104G, but provides that Authority 
shall nevertheless complete tasks as soon as possible even if late; specifies 
that no Authority action is invalid because deadline not met, and fact of 
deadline date does not preclude adoption or modification of a rule or the taking 
of action after deadline. Adds GS 104G-23(b) to require Authority to determine 
sequence of tasks necessary to site, design, construct, and place into operation 
a low-level radioactive waste disposal facility, to construct timetable of task 
completion dates, and estimate necessary resources; requires Authority to report 
quarterly beginning Oct. 1, 1988, on general progress, on progress in developing 
estimates, andas to financial statements required by GS 104G~15(c) to the 
Joint Select Committee on Low-Level Radioactive Waste and to the General and 
Fiscal Research Divisions of General Assembly.

Generally revises 
appropriations for the 1988-89 fiscal year for General Fund/Current Operations; 
General Fund/Current Operations/Aid to Certain Governmental and Non-Governmental 
Units; General Fund/Capital Improvements; and Federal Block 
Grant/Appropriations. Incorporates change in recurring appropriations made by 
SL 1987, Ch. 886 (H 1859), digested on pp. 1547-1549, makes additional 
appropriations for non-recurring items, including capital improvements, and 
includes numerous special provisions.

House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
ENCOURAGE THAT ADVERTISEMENTS OF TEXTILE PRODUCTS DISCLOSE WHETHER THE PRODUCTS 
ARE IMPORTED OR MADE IN AMERICA." As title indicates. 


S 1823 Havelock district court created (previous digest on p. 1611) 
Senate amendment changes effective date from January 1, 1989 to July 1, 
1989. 


S 1837 Anti-drug grand jury sunset off (previous digests on pp. 1585, 1636) 
House amendment attaches new sunset date of October 1, 1991 to special 
grand juries permitted by SL 1985, Ch. 843. 
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APPROPRIATIONS BILL SPECIAL PROVISIONS 


Salaries. Effective July 1, 1988, increases by 4.5% annual salaries of: Governor, 
Council of State, Governor’s cabinet, judges, prosecutors, public defenders, clerks of court, 
magistrates, and teachers and state employees. Effective with convening of 1989 General 
Assembly, increases legislators’ pay by 4.5% and expense allowance by $200 per month. Increases 
retirement allowances by 3.6% for various state retirement plans. 

State health plan benefits. Provides that if UNC-CH’s unexpended General Fund 


appropriation for Health Affairs for fiscal 1987-88 exceeds $525,000, then $525,000 will not 
revert to General Fund but must be used by School of Medicine and Memorial Hospital to cover 
cost, on and after July 1, 1988, of heart transplants for those covered by state health plan 
under Sec. 25.1, Ch. 857, SL 1987. Provides that if Dep’t of Insurance’s unexpended General Fund 
appropriation exceeds $100,000, then $100,000 will not revert to General Fund but must be used by 
Dep’t to cover cost, on and after Jan. 1, 1988, of approved medical facilities and physicians 
within NC in treating cancer with Interluken II for those under state health plan. Requires 
Dep’t and state health plan board of trustees to study inclusion of Interluken II for coverage by 
plan and report findings to Legislative Committee on Employee Hospital and Medical Benefits by 
May 15, 1989. 

Personnel reclassifications; salary increase limitation. House amendment #13 deletes 
provision providing that state employee subject to Art. 1, GS Ch. 126 may not receive salary 
increase by position reclassification under GS 126-4(1) unless specific appropriation has been 
made by General Assembly for such purpose. 

Merit pay study. Creates Legislative Study Comm’n on System of Merit Pay for State 
Employees, consisting of 16 members: six Senators appointed by Lt. Governor; six House members 
appointed by Speaker; and four persons appointed by President, State Employees Ass’n of NC, Inc., 
who also is eligible for appointment. Comm’n to study merit pay system for state employees and 


report to 1989 General Assembly on or before first day of 1989 session. Comm’n terminates on 
filing its report. 
Optional retirement program contribution. Amends GS 135-5.1(c) to require that each 


employing institution must contribute on behalf of each participant in UNC optional retirement 
program an amount equal to a percentage of participant’s compensation as established by General 
Assembly (now, contribution is equal to amount which employee would be required to contribute to 
state retirement system if employee was member of that system). 

Fire and rescue squad workers pension. Amends GS 118-46 to provide that Board may grant 
qualified prior service credits to eligible firemen and rescue squad workers when Board 
determines that eligible fireman or rescue squad worker.has been denied such credits through no 
fault of his own. 

State worker per diem subsistence. Effective Jan. 1, 1989, amends GS 138-6(a)(3) to 
increase state worker’s per diem subsistence pay from $52 to $55 for in-state travel and from $64 
to $67 for out-of-state travel. 

Superior court judge’s annual subsistence allowance. Effective Jan. 1, 1989, amends GS 
7A-44(a) to increase superior court judge’s annual subsistence allowance from $6,500 to $7,000. 

Legislator’s per diem subsistence. Effective with convening of 1989 General Assembly, 
amends GS 120-3.1(a)(3) to effectively increase legislator’s per diem subsistence pay from $79 to 
Ss Slee 

Emergency justice and judge pay. Amends GS 7A-39.3(b) and -52(b) to increase pay for 
emergency justices and judges (appellate, superior, district) from $100 to $150 for each day of 
active service. 

Domestic violence grants. Directs that funds appropriated for 1988-89 grants for 
domestic violence programs shall be paid in lump sums as soon as possible after programs qualify 
for grants. 

State Information Processing Services transfer. Sets Aug. 1, 1989, as effective date of 
transfer of State Information Processing Services from Dep’t of Administration to State 
Controller (now, Aug. 1, 1988). 

Dep’t of Revenue computer system. Of funds appropriated in 1987 to Dep’t of Revenue 
1988-89 reserve, directs expenditure of $1,260,714 for office automation system and $400,000 for 
agency distributed computer capability in cooperation with State Information Processing Services 


(SIPS) and distributed data processing model for State Government. Directs Dep’t of Revenue to 
report progress to Governmental Operations Comm'n not later than Dec. 31, 1988. Amends GS 
143-341(9) to authorize Dep’t of Revenue to develop its own data processing system apart from 


SIPS, but directs that any deviations from SIPS’ plans, policies, procedures, requirements, rules 
or standards shall be reported to Computer Comm'n within 15 days. Directs Dep’t to develop 
information systems capability, in cooperation with SIPS, that will distribute Dep’t’s 
information processing resources and databases between SIPS and Dep’t of Revenue. Requires that 
the distributed system provide for following services through SIPS facilities: major computer 
production processing, data communications through the state data communications network, and 
major database activity. Major data entry processing, computer program development, and computer 
program testing to take place on Dep’t’s system. Requires communications link between the two 
systems, subject to security review by Sec’y of Revenue, and requires that plans provide for data 
disaster recovery. 


Computer Study Comm’n funds. Transfers $50,000 appropriated in 1987 from State 
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Controller to State Information Processing Needs and Cost Study Comm’n to be used to evaluate 
State Controller’s request for redesign of state accounting system and evaluate previous 
research. 


Supercomputer policy board. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 830, sec. 74, to delete specific 
allocation provisions for $18,000 reserve for supercomputer purchase and substitute general 


direction that funds be used for capital equipment, building construction, and operating expense 


and remainder placed in non-revert reserve. Directs State Computer Comm’n, or any agency it 
designates as manager for supercomputer project, to report progress to each regular monthly 
meeting of Governmental Operations Comm’n in 1988, 1989, and 1990. Prescribes contents of 
report. Provides that if Office of State Budget and Management, State Computer Comm’n, or any 


other state entity enters into contract with Microelectronics Center or any other state agency or 
non-profit corporation for management of supercomputer project and specifies a board to govern 
the project, board must consist of four members appointed by General Assembly on recommendation 
of Speaker, four members appointed by Governor on recommendation of Lt. Governor, four members 
appointed by Governor, Legislative Administrative Officer or his designee, and director of 
supercomputer center. Specifies categories within which appointments’ must be made. Provides 
that chairman and vice-chairman must come from General Assembly appointees; prohibits members of 
General Assembly from serving on board. Empowers board to approve appointment of director and 
set his or her employment conditions, approve specifications of supercomputer and recommend 
successful bidder (chosen according to standard procurement procedures), formulate and approve 
budget and operating policies of center, approve purposes of center, and generally function as 
center’s governing board. 

Liberty Cart outdoor drama funds. Of 1987 funds appropriated to Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources for Aid to Theater, allocates $35,000 to Duplin Outdoor Drama Soc’y, Inc. for 1988-89 
production of "The Liberty Cart: A Duplin Story." 

First for Freedom funds. Amends GS 143-104.8(c) to change name of producer of "First 
for Freedom" to Eastern Stage, Inc. 


Kkoanoke Island Center reserve not to revert. Provides that funds appropriated to 
Reserve for Roanoke Island Center for the Arts by SL 1983, Ch. 1116, Sec. 13, as amended by SL 


1985, Ch:o"4/9, "Secs 148)" shallenot revert. "Effective June 930, e19es2 

Transfer OSBM position to UNC. Authorizes transfer of Statistical Assistant V position 
and necessary funds therefor from Office of State Budget & Management to UNC Board of Governors 
for Need-Based Student Loan Program. 

Insurance positions transferred. Transfers Administrative Officer I position and 
associated funding in Dep’t of Insurance from fund "1220"-Company Services to "1500"-Special 
Services. 


Local tax reimbursement funds’ estimated. Estimates $212,205,000 as total, cost of 
reimbursing local governments in 1988-89 for revenue loss due to exemption from intangibles tax 
of money on deposit and accounts receivable, exemption from property tax of merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ inventories, increase in homestead exclusion for elderly and disabled, and sales 
tax exemption for food stamp purchases. Specifies source and amount of each of these 
reimbursements, and directs Fiscal Research Div’n, after consulting with State Auditor and State 


Controller, to report to 1989 General Assembly on possible alternative systems for accounting for 
them. 

State/local special sales tax revenue fund. Directs Sec’y of Revenue to identify 
out-of-state retailers who are required to collect NC state and local sales taxes solely because 
they purposefully and systematically exploit the market provided by this State and would not 
otherwise be required to collect the tax, and to deposit sales tax collections from these 
retailers in State Special Revenue Fund and Local Special Revenue Fund. Provides that tax 
proceeds deposited these Special Revenue Funds will not be credited to General Fund or 
distributed to local taxing units until General Assembly so provides. 

Holocaust funds. Directs that funds in budget of NC Council on the Holocasut on June 
30, 1987, not revert but remain available to the Council for 1988-89. Effective June 30, 1988. 

Program for minority businesses. Provides additional $50,000 to Office of Budget and 
Management for 1988-89 to identify and publicize small businesses owned by minorities available 
to do business with the state, and directs state agencies to report to Dep’t of Admin. in March, 


1989, the percentage of contract purchases from minority-owned businesses and percentage of bids 
from such businesses. 
Low-level radioactive waste management. Directs that of funds appropriated to Dep’t of 


Administration for the Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Authority for 1988-89, $100,311 be 
transferred to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Facility Services, Radiation Protection 


Section, to perform: activities relating to siting, design, and licensing of a low-level 
radioactive waste disposal facility. 
Governor's Waste Management Board. Directs that of funds appropriated to Dep't of 


Administration for the Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Authority for 1988-89, $50,000 be 
transferred to the Governor's Waste Management Board to develop public education program on 
low-level radioactive waste. 

Rape Crisis Centers. Directs that $368,000 appropriated to Rape Crisis Centers for 
1988-89 be distributed in same proportion as federal funding lost by the centers and urges Rape 
Crisis Centers to merge operations with Domestic Violence Centers in their areas by June 30, 1989 
"since this is a one-time appropriation." (As modified by House mendment #1) 
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Auditor’s Hotline. Increases Dep’t of State Auditor’s budget receipts by $173,422 for 
1988-89 to fund two hotline positions to allow continuation of program of encouraging reporting 
of fraud, waste, and abuse in state government. 

Polk Youth Center land. Provides that state land lying beside NC Museum of Art and 


behind Polk Youth Center may not be used by the Museum of Art without express approval of the 
General Assembly. 


Thomas Wolfe Historic Site Funds. Authorizes Dep’t of Cultural Resources to use funds 
available to it for the Thomas Wolfe Memorial State Historic Site for redesign of the building. 

Transition expenses. Directs Dep’t of Administration to make available the following 
sums for transition expenses: Governor-elect, $80,000; Lt. Governor-elect, $10,000; and members 
of Council of State who are not incumbents, $10,000. 

Funds for rejected purpose. Amends GS 143-16.3 to provide that notwithstanding any 
other provision of law no funds, except gifts and grants, may be expended for any purpose for 


which the General Assembly has considered but rejected an appropriation of funds for the current 
fiscal period. 

Capitol grounds improvements and Vocational Textile School. Appropriates from Repairs 
and Renovations Reserve in the Office of Budget and Management for 1988-89 $500,000 for Capitol 
grounds improvements and $684,300 for safety, energy, and handicapped code requirements at the 
Vocational Teaxtile School. 


Insurance fund merger. Directs that fund numbers 1250 and 1500 in the Dep’t of 
Insurance be merged into a new fund number 1260-Field Services. 
Mobile home warranty program. Provides that when receipts and federal funds in the 


Dep’t of Insurance are sufficient, the Dep’t may fund current positions in the Mobile Home 
Monitoring Program. The Dep’t may use such funds unitl federal funds and fees collected pursuant 
to GS 143-143.11 are sufficient to fund the program. , 

Sales—assessment ratio studies. Appropriates $89,814 for fiscal 1988-89 to the Dep’t of 
Revenue from intangibles tax collections to fund sales—assessment ratio studies. These funds are 
in addition to funds already deducted from collections and appropriated to the Dep’t under GS 
105-213(a). 


Commission on Jobs and Economic Growth. Provides NC Comm’n on Jobs and Economic Growth 
shall terminate Dec. 31, 1988, and shall make its final report to the 1989 General Assembly. 
Lewiston—Woodville Peanut Belt Research Station land purchase. Authorizes Dep’t of 


Agriculture to use funds from the timber sales account to purchase land near Peanut Belt Research 
Station at Lewiston-Woodville. 

Water qualify program positions. Appropriates to Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community 
Dvelopment up to $426,604 from water quality fees to fund 20 positions in the water quality 
program to reduce backlog of permit applications. 

Waynesborough Park. Provides that $300,000 in matching funds in SL 1987, Ch. 795, sec. 
7 for construction of amphitheater at Waynesborough Park are to be matched on the basis of 2 
state dollars for every local dollar. 

Airport loan funds. Authorizes Dep’t of Transportation to transfer up to $1 million 
from State Aid to Airports Reserve Account to a_ revolving fund for loans’ for construction of 
hangars and related facilities. 

Essential air service. Amends GS 63-67 to add to the activities eligible for loans and 
grants of state funds the preservation or enhancement of essential air service as defined by the 
Federal Aviation Act. 


Silver Star route. Provision concerning Amtrak Silver Star route deleted by House 
amendment #6. 

Nonreversion of grape growers council funds. Provides that funds going to grape growers 
council from proceeds of wine tax on NC wines do not revert. 

Northeast Farmers’ Market funding. Allocates funds appropriated in 1985 for 
establishment of Northeastern NC Farmers Market as follows: $200,000 to complete Pasquotank 


County farmers market; $389,215 to establish Northeastern Marketing Center; $125,000 to complete 
construction of restaurant at Raleigh horse barn; and $100,000 to establish Martin County farmers 
market. 

Pseudorabies funds. Allocates $835,758 of 1988-89 appropriation to Dep’t of Agriculture 
to reserve for testing all swine herds to determine those herds infected with pseudorabies virus; 
directs Dep’t, in establishing rules to control spread of pseudorabies, to not unreasonably 
restrict growth of swine industry. (As modified by House amendment #7) 

International development funds. Directs Dep’t of Commerce to use $60,000 of 1988-89 
appropriation for its Japan Office for leasing real property and bars such funds from becoming 
part of continuation budget. 

Air quality program positions. Appropriates to Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community 
Development up to $150,000 from air quality fees to fund 5 positions in air quality program to 
conduct permitting and monitoring activities. 

Civil works projects. Alloctes $503,000 of 1988-89 appropriation to Dep’t of Natural 
Resources & Community Development as follows: $75,000 for Beaufort harbor project; $300,000 for 
Wilmington harbor project; $28,000 for New River inlet project; and $100,000 to study feasibility 
of deepending Morehead City harbor. 

Zoological park funds. Allocates $2 million of 1988-89 appropriation to Dep’t of 
Natural Resources & Community Development to NC Zoological Park, if matched by Zoological Park 
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Soc’y with $1 private funds for each $4 state funds. Unencumbered funds not to revert. 

P.B. Raiford Airport. Directs that $25,000 of monies appropriated for state aid to 
airports in 1988-89 be allocated for drainage at P.B. Raiford airport in Duplin County. 

Gaston and Mecklenburg pilot mediation programs extended. Amends Secs. 16(b) and (d), 


Ch. 830, SL 1987, to extend pilot program for child custody and visitation dispute mediation in 
Gaston and Mecklenburg Counties through June 30, 1989 (now, expires June 30, 1988). 

Use of seized and forfeited property by state law enforcement agencies. Provides that 
assets transferred to Dep’ts of Justice and Crime Control and Public Safety during fiscal 1988-89 
pursuant to 19 US Code Sec. 1616a (allowing federal gov’t to transfer seized or forfeited 
property to state or local agencies) are to be credited to the respective dep’ts’ budgets and are 
to result in an increase of law enforcement resources for those dep’ts. Each dep’t is to report 
in advance to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations on how it intends to use the 
assets. Dep’ts may not use such assets for new projects, acquisition of real property, repair of 
buildings involving structural change, or construction of or additions to buildings without 
General Assembly’s prior approval. Specifies that section does not apply to the extent that it 
prevents NC law enforcement agencies from receiving funds from US Dep’t of Justice pursuant to 19 
US Code Sec. 1616a. 

Corporate Law Study Comm’n recreated. Recreates and reenacts the Comm’n to Revise the 
Business Corporation Act, created by Part XIIIA, Ch. 873, SL 1987. Comm’n’s membership remains 
the same. Amends Secs. 13A.6 and 13A.7, Ch. 873, SL 1987, to specify that Comm’n reports to 1989 
General Assembly upon its convening and terminates when 1989 legislature adjourns sine die, and 
to provide that $15,000 appropriated for fiscal 1987-88 for use of Comm’n does not revert until 
Comm'n terminates. 

Superior court judge added in 16B. Amends GS 7A-41, effective Jan. 1, 1989, to add 
additonal superior court judge in district 16B (Robeson), to be appointed by Governor to serve 
until results of 1990 general election are certified. Person elected in 1990 general election to 
serve remainder of term expiring Dec. 31, 1996. 

Ass't DAs added. Amends GS 7A-60(al) to add one assistant district attorney each in 
prosecutorial districts. 3A, 17A;,°19A,°:19B, and 21. 

Prosecutorial districts realigned. Amends GS 7A-60 to create a new district 12, 
consisting of Cumberland County (assigned 11 ass’t district attorneys), new district 16A, 
consisting of Scotland and Hoke counties (assigned no ass’t district attorneys), and new district 
16B, consisting of Robeson County (assigned 7 ass’t district attorneys). Provides that every 
district attorney in office on Dec. 31, 1988, except in district 19B (Montgomery and Randolph), 
Shall. \contamnue, ging offzce, or wariiterm expiring Dede 31, 61990e In 1990 and every 4 years 
thereafter, each district attorney shall be elected for a 4-year term, except in districts 19B 
and 16A (Scotland and Hoke). The district attorney elected for district 19B in the 1988 general 
election shall serve a 4-year term. The initial district attorney for district 16A shall be 
elected in the 1988 general election from nominations made pursuant to GS 163-114 as though a 
vacancy had occurred in nomination and shall serve a term expiring Dec. 31, 1992. Lnathes 1992 
general election, a district attorney shall be elected for a 4-year term in districts 19B and 
16A. The office and term of the district attorney for former district 12 are allocated to new 
district 12. The office and term of the district attorney for former district 16 are allocated 
to new district 16B. Appropriates $46,811 for 1988-89 for start-up costs for new district 
attorney’s office in district 16A. 


Public defender changes. Amends GS 7A-465, effective Jan. 1, 1989, to split public 
defender distict 3 into two districts, 3A (Pitt) and 3B (Carteret), and establishes new districts 
16A (Scotland, Hoke) and 16B (Robeson). Provides, however, that effective date of establishing 


office of public defender in district 16B is date superior court judge for superior court 
district 16B, other than the judge holding judgeship established by Ch. 509, SL 1987, takes 
office. Appointment of public defender in district 16B is to be made by resident superior court 
judge of superior court district 16B other than senior resident superior court judge. Amends 
7A-467 to delete provision entitling each public defender to at least one assistant and instead 
provides that the Administrative Office of Courts (AOC) is to authorize the number of assistants 
and investigators and set compensation of investigators. Appropriates $212,721 for new 
defender’s office in district 16B and $121,840 for new defender’s office in district 16A. 
District court districts realigned. Amends GS 7A-133 to allocate 5 judges to new 
district 12 (Cumberland County), 2 judges to new district 16A (Scotland and Hoke), and 5 judges 
to new district 16B (Robeson). District court judgeships held on May 11, 1988 in old district 12 
by residents of Cumberland County are allocated to new district 12. Any vacancy in these 
judgeships occurring before Jan. 1, 1989, shall be filled by a resident of Cumberland County. 
The district court judgeship in old district 12 held by a Hoke County resident is allocated to 
new district 16A. Any vacancy in this judgeship occurring before Jan. 1, 1989, shall be filled 
by a Hoke County resident. The district court judgeships in old district 16 held’by Robeson 
County residents, or for which all candidates for a term beginning in Dec. who had qualified for 
ballot access as of May 11, 1988, and are residents of Robeson County, and new judgeships created 
by  Che9738>¢ e1987eSLj5yharevallocateds toenews district 168. Any vacancy in these judgeships 
occurring before Jan. 1, 1989 shall be filed by a resident of Robeson County. The second 
judgeship for district 16A becomes effective July 1, 1989. Amends GS 7A-142 to require that when 
nominations are made to fill a vacancy in a district court judgeship and the district is composed 
of counties in more than one judicial district, only those members of the district bar who reside 
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in the district court district are permitted to select the nominees. 

Increase in gate money to discharged or paroled prisoner. Amends GS 148-13(a) to 
provide that the amount of cash awarded to a prisoner on discharge or parole after being 
incarcerated for two years or longer is to be at least $45. Amends GS 148-60.1 (allowances for 
paroled prisoner) to specify that Parole Comm’n may, in its discretion, provide for paroled 
prisoner to receive at least $45 (was, no more than $25) on release. Increase in money that may 
be awarded to discharged or paroled prisoner is to be paid from funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Correction for fiscal 1988-89. 

Additional probation and parole officers. Transfers $1,010,118 from Dep’t f Public 
Education to Dep’t of Correction to be used to hire 16 probation officers, two unit supervisors 
and two stenographers ($775,140) and 7 parole officers, one unit supervisor and 1 stenographer 


(32345973). Directs that these positions not be filled prior to Sept. 1, 1988. (Added by House 
amendment #4) 
Limits on use of prison personnel funds. Specifies that funds appropriated to Dep’t of 


Correction for new expansion budget personnel positions are to be used for those positions and 
may not be expended for any other purpose. Provides that funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Correction and held in reserve for Craggy Correctional Center and for Buncombe Correctional 
Center may not be expended for new personnel positions until the new facilities are within 90 
days of completion, and may then only be used for the new positions at those facilities as set 
out in the expansion budget. 

Death penalty resource center funds. Of funds appropriated to Judicial Dep’t for fiscal 
1988-89 and included in act for indigent counsel fees, $191,505 must be used by Office of 
Appellate Defender for Death Penalty Resource Center. 

Indigents’ attorneys fund; other related changes. Effective July 1, 1988, AOC must 
place $3 million from Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund in reserve for capital cases and for 
transcripts, professional examinations, and expert witness fees, to be alloted as neeeded. 
Effective July 1, 1988, AOC must allot $9,774,636 from Fund for adult, juvenile, and guardian ad 
litem cases for 1988-89 fiscal year to each judicial district where superior and district court 
districts are coterminous, and otherwise by county, according to caseload of indigent persons who 
were not represented by public defender in districts or counties during 1987-88. Requires AOC to 
notify all senior resident superior court judges, chief district court judges, and clerk of 
superior court for each county of amount available for district or county immediately after 
allotment is made and amount that remains for district or county at end of each month of fiscal 
year. Sets out notification requirement by above judges to other judges. States that General 
Assembly requests AOC to develop fee schedule for attorneys of indigent persons for paying 
counsel on per case basis and report to 1989 General Assembly before March 1, 1989. 

Amends GS 7A-458 to delete, in determining indigent counsel’s fee, considering factor of 
fee usually charged in similar cases. Makes clear that judge setting fee is judge who heard 
case. Amends GS 7A-456 to require that judicial official determining indigency must notify 
defendant that false material statement under oath about indigency is perjury and must explain 
meaning and consequences of committing perjury. Requires clerk of superior court in county in 
which determination of indigency was made, after person was determined to be indigent, to make 
reasonable effort to determine--except for property listed when person was found indigent-—-that 
person owns no real property in county, and, if person is resident of NC, that he owns no real 
property in county in which he is a resident. 

Jordan Lake and Kerr Lake law enforcement. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Justice in 
fiscal 1988-89, $25,000 each shall be used by Chatham and Vances counties for law enforcement at 
public access and camping areas during peak use times at Jordan and Kerr lakes. Counties to 
report before Dec. 1, 1988 on expenditure of these funds to Comm’n on Governmental Operations and 
Fiscal Research Division. 


SBI lab location. Requires that new SBI Laboratory must be located on Garner Road 
Campus and funds may not be used to locate lab elsewhere. 
Dep’t receipts study. Comm’n on Governmental Operations and Fiscal Research Division 


may study Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety’s reporting, accounting for, and use of 
receipts from sale of property or equipment by Dep’t without General Assembly’s prior approval. 

Prison facilities construction funds. Of funds appropriated for fiscal 1988-89 to 
Office of State Budget and Management, $17,447,391 must be used to construct two 104-bed medium 
custody dormitories each at Harnett Prison Unit and Johnston Prison Unit; one 104-bed medium 
custody dormitory each at Franklin Prison Unit and Sampson Prison Unit; support facilities at 
preceding units; and contract for outside professional assistance in administering these funds. 
Sets out details of contracts, statutory law exemptions, and the like. Requires Office to report 
to cochairmen of Prison Construction Subcommittee of Comm’n on Governmental Operations at least 
monthly and to report quarterly to Comm’n on the funds allocated for these units. 

Community college funds transfer. Repeals SL 1987, Sec. 210 and 220 (sections limit and 
regulate transfer of funds between salary and non-salary categories and between instructional and 
administrative categories). Requires State Board of Community Colleges to establish policies and 
procedures for internal budget transfers to properly account to General Assembly. Requires board 
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to report transfers quarterly to Governmental Operations Comm'n, chairmen of House and Senate 
Base and Expansion Budget Committees, and Fiscal Research Div'n. 


Community colleges presidential salary study. Allows State Board of Community Colleges 
to revise salary schedule for community college presidents from funds appropriated by Sec. 2 of 
act consistent with results of study of salaries by board. Salary revision not to be made until 


board has received recommendations of study and has' reported to Governmental Operations Comm'n, 
chairmen of House and Senate Base and Expansion Budget Committees, and Fiscal Research Div’n on 
any proposed modifications. 

Allocation of community college funds. Repeals SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 211 and 215 
(sections set formula for computing number of full-time equivalent teaching positions in 


community college system, provide that funds appropriated by Ssece) +2. Of siactrron a LORMLULA 
allocations" be allocated in accordance with administrative rule proposed by State Board of 
Community Colleges April 19, 1987, and state intent that board insure that avocational and 
practical skills classes remain without charge to senior citizens). Requires that funds 
appropriated to Dep’t of Community Colleges by Sec. 2 of act for state aid be allocated in 
accordance with procedures recommended by board at March 10, 1988 meeting. States intent that 
proper community service programs remain without charge to senior citizens. Allows board, for 
six months after effective date of act, to adopt temporary rules for state aid allocations 
without prior notice or hearing. Board to begin normal rule-making procedures on permanent 


rules, under GS Ch. 150B, Art. 2, when it adopts temporary rule. Such rules to be published by 
Director of Office of Administrative Hearings in North Carolina Register and remain effective no 
more than 180 days. 


Community college projects amended. House amendment #10 reduces appropriation for 
Craven Community College Student Activity Center by $100,000, adds $100,000 appropriation to 
Beaufort Community College for planning a clasroom building, and specifies purpose of 
appropriation to Johnston Tech as library renovation. 

Community college trustees training course. Amends SL 1987, Sec. 216 to require Ass’n 


of Community College Trustees to report to 1989 General Assembly rather than 1987 session. 
Literacy education. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 217 (literacy education program in 
community colleges) to require State Board of Community Colleges to report to 1989 General 
Assembly by May 1, 1988 (now, to 1987 General Assembly). 
Class reporting date for extension FTE. Repeals SL 1987, Sec. 218 (provides that in 


calculatiny full-time equivalent [FTE] students enrolled in literacy education, occupational, 
avocational, practical skills, and academic extension courses, only those students in attendance 
for at least half of classes be counted). Restates this rule of calculation, but makes it 


applicable only to enrollment in literacy and occupational extension courses; allows such courses 
to be reported on contact—hour basis for budget purposes. 

Cape Fear funds/land match. Declares that land provided by Pender County for Pender 
County Satellite of Cape Fear Community College satisfies the matching requirement for funds 
appropriated for fiscal 1985-86 and 1987-88. 

Union county satellite/land match. Provides that land provided by Union County on 
long-term lease satisfies matching requirement for 1988-89 appropriation for Union County 
Satellite of Anson and Stanly Community Colleges. 

Union county satellite appropriation reduced; Anson County Civic Center funded. House 
amendment #11 reduces appropriation for Union County Satellite by $500,000 and adds $500,000 
appropriation to Anson County Civic Center project. 

Central Carolina Community Resource Center. Reallocates to Lee County funds allocated 
to Central Carolina Community College in SL 1987, Ch. 195, sec. 19. Directs that funds be used 
to build a community resource center for use by both county and college, and requires county to 
provide additional $2 million for construction. 

Matching exemptions. Provides that no match required for 1988-89 funds appropriated for 
capital construction at Haywood Community College and Montgomery Community College. 

County allocations. Provides that funds appropriated in 1988-89 for capital projects at 
Hoke Satellite of Sandhills Community College, Scotland Satellite of Richmond Community College, 
and Watauga Satellite of Caldwell Community College are allocated to Hoke, Scotland, and Watauga 
Conties, respectively. 

Macon fire training center. Directs that funds appropriated in 1988-89 for Macon 
Satellite, Southwestern Community College, be spent only for regional fire training center. 

Grimes Alternative Program location modified. Provides that funds appropriated for 
Grimes Alternative Program in Lexington City Schools by SL 1987, Ch. 830 ($45,000 for fiscal 
1987-88 and $45,000 for fiscal 1988-89) may be used by the Youth and Family Counseling Service 
for such programs in any public schools in Davidson County, and that it not revert until spent. 

Principles of Technology funds do not revert. Provides that funds appropriated by SL 
1987, Ch. 830 ($170,000 for fiscal 1987-88) for Principles of Technology demonstration program in 
school units of Northampton County, Halifax County, and Weldon City, remain available until June 
30, 1989. 

Student assessment grades 1 and 2. Amends GS 115C-174.11(a) (annual testing of students 
in basic subjects) to require (1) that State Board of Education adopt and provide to local 
school units, tests for first and second grades, and (2) that local units use these tests. 
Requires board to report to Senate and House Appropriations Committees on Education before March 
ae 1989, as well as to Governmental Operations Comm’n, concerning its tests. Transfers $150,000 
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within Dep’t of Public Education budget to fund test development. 

Summer school-twelfth grade. Allows Dep’t of Public Education to use funds appropriated 
for fiscal 1987-88 and 1988-89 for remedial summer school for twelfth-grade students as well as 
other students. Also authorizes local boards to use such funds for summer school to prepare 
students for Scholastic Aptitude Test. 

Staff development. Aménds 4 (SL) :19877, ve Chie s738 pA See... 203 91198 7=88 funds) for vstaté 
development at local school units) to provide that funds remain available until September 30 
(now, September 1) 1988, and that in 1988-89 and later fiscal years such funds become available 
on October 1 of each fiscal year and remain available until September 30 of next fiscal year. 

Textbook services/accounting support. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 175 to provide that 
funds for managing accountant for Textbook Fund may be used for fiscal 1988-89 as well as 
1987-88. 

School custodian training program. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 794, Sec. 1 to allow Dep’t of 
Public Education to allow school custodian training funds for fiscal 1988-89 as well as 1987-88. 


Charlotte-Mecklenburg Career Development Program. Extends authorization for cited 
program to July 1, 1989. 
Flexibility. in use of school funds/study. Requires Governmental Operations Comm’n to 


study feasibility of allowing local school units more flexibility in use of state funds for 
operations, and make recommendations, if any, to 1989 General Assembly. 

Teacher certification staff. Requires Controller of State Board of Education to 
transfer, at request of Dep’t of Public Instruction, personnel and support within dep’t to remedy 
backlog in teacher certification. 

Teachers with master’s degrees-salary increase. Amends portions of SL 1979, Ch. 1137, 
SL” 1988, veh. 951033 ,6:SL.1985,,.Ch.) 757 sand 014 jf \jand- SL 198%, .:Chi7876-to tprovide that teacher 
awarded higher teaching certificate any time after September 1, 1980 is entitled to credit for 


all previous teaching experience for purposes of placement on salary schedule. Requires Dep’t of 
Public Education to use fiscal 1988-89 funds to implement change. 
Emergency funds, public schools. Directs Dep’t of Public Education, to extent funds are 


available, to allocate up to $300,000 from excess collections pursuant to School Facilities 
Finance Act of 1987 to provide mobile classroom units for Four Oaks School in Johnston County for 
students displaced by fire. Authorizes Dep’t to use additional $100,000 of such excess 
collections for mobile classrooms in similar emergency situations elsewhere in state. Provides 
that title to mobile classrooms to remain in State and may be reassigned elsewhere when 
appropriate. (Added by House amendment #3) 

School finance pilot project continued. Requires State Board of Education to continue 
School Finance Pilot Project (established under SL 1983, Ch. 761 and SL 1985, Ch. 646) through 
fiscal 1988-89. Requires each participating project to give State Board, before September 1988 
meeting, ‘statement of (1) budget flexibility it requests, (2) how requested flexibility would 
change its budget, and (3) goals it intends to accomplish with the flexibility. Projects may not 


deviate from proposals authorized by board at September meeting. Board to report to Governmental 
Operations Comm’n concerning September reports of participating projects and on what it has 
authorized for 1988-89. Participating projects to report to board at March 1989 meeting on 


results of the authorized budget flexibility, and board to report results to General Assembly in 
March 1989. 


Robeson school transition funds. Permits interim school board in Robeson County to 
request up to $200,000 in 1988-89 for use in preparing for and implementing merger of Robeson 
County’s school units. Directs that any money so requested to be deducted from moneys county 


would have received during 1989-91 for central office personnel. 

Class size and teacher allotment. Rewrites GS 115C-—301, -—47(10), and -—276(k) to provide 
for consistency between sections. Permits State Board of Education to waive class size maximums 
or allot additional positions when exception results from exceptional circumstances, emergencies, 
or acts of God; from large changes in student population; from organizational problems caused by 
remote geographic location; or from classes organized for a soliary curricular area. Provides 
that if superintendent willfully fails to comply with requirements of GS 115C-301, state to cut 
off state funds for that superintendent. 

Programs for academically gifted. Directs that $3 million of 1988-89 appropriation to 
Dept. of Public Education be used for programs for academically gifted students and directs that 
State Board of Education study effectiveness of such programs, with quarterly reports on Joint 
Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Dropout prevention/in-school suspension. Permits using $150,000 of appropriation for 
Dropout Prevention/In-School Suspension program for 8 pilot public/private educational compacts 
and 8 parental involvement pilot programs. 

School office support personnel. Effective July 1, 1989, directs that no full-time 
school office support employees paid in whole or part from state funds to be paid less’ than 
$1,084 per month and that average for such employees to be $1,167 per month. Directs State Board 
of Education to request any additional funds required for this change in 1989-91 budget request. 

Uniform education reporting system. Directs that $6,870,000 of 1988-89 appropriation to 
Dept. of Public Education be used to complete implementation of Uniform Education Reporting 
System by Sept. 1, 1989. Requires quarterly reports to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations on progress in implementation. 
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Funding of school facilities study. Directs Joint Legislative Commission on 
Governmental Operations to study feasibility of full state funding of public school capital 
facilities, with report to 1989 General Assembly. 

Physical education teacher certification. Amends GS 115C-296(a) (teacher certification) 
to prohibit State Board of Education from decreasing certification standards for physical 
education teachers or health education teachers below standards in effect on June 1, 1988. 

Superintendents” salary. Amends ) SL 31979 99 (1980 isession) > S9chu Liss peusecsuGlo Bg) meto 
provide that amount superintendent receives in state salary under that secion may not be 
decreased in a school year. 

Autistic center capital funds. Directs that of $394,900 of General Fund 1987-88 
appropriations transferred from Department of Human Resources to UNC-CH, $116,000 to be used for 
capital improvement costs associated with development of Living and Learning Center for Autistic 
Adults. 

Regional TEACCH Center. Directs that $226,856 of 1988-89 appropriation to UNC-CH, 
Health Affairs, to be used to establish a pilot regional TEACCH Center to service Triad area. 
Provides project to be funded by transfer of appropriations from physical plant operations made 
possible by increased amount of the 30% of overhead receipts transferred into that budget 
purpose. 

UNC repairs and renovations. Directs that $2 million be allocated, for repairs and 
renovations, at Elizabeth City State Univ., Fayetteville State Univ., Winston-Salem State Univ., 
and Pembroke State Univ.; and allocates $191,500 for boiler repair at Western Carolina Univ. 

Centennial Campus. Allocated $2 million of appropriation for Cenennial Campus at NCSU 
for planning and development of sports arena, if matched on one-to-one basis from non-state 
funds, and if one-half seats to be allocated to students for regular NCSU athletic contests held 
at arena. States General Assembly intent to match nonstate funds received in excess of $2 
million. Provides that $710,000 appropriation for engineering school at Centennial Campus does 
not require match. (As modified by House amendment ) 


Use of funds for teachers. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 209(b) to require State Board 
of Education to report to Governmental Operations Comm’n concerning alternative use of Basic 
Education Funds, and makes section application to fiscal 1988-89 as well as 1987-88. 

School transportation study. Allows controller of State Board of Education to use up to 
$50,000 of public school transportation funds to study use of such funds, and report results to 
Education Subcommittee of Governmental Operations Comm’n by Feb. 1, 1989. 


Scallop reseeding/aquaculture. Requires UNC Sea Grant College Program to conduct 
two-year program to test replenishment of bay scallop population by reseeding and aquaculture of 
bay scallops. University to make interim report on results of test to 1989 General Assembly and 


final report to its 1990 Session. Requires UNC Board of Governors to allocate $45,000 of 1988-89 
funds to Sea Grant Program to implement test program. 

ECU Med School Medicare-—Medicaid reimbursement. Amends <SE 71987 7ech: } 738, .Se¢Cu uz23 bb) 
(provides for sharing Pitt County Memorial Hospital Medicare-—Medicaid reimbursement between ECU 
Medical School and school’s Medical Faculty Practice Plan) to continue provisions until June 30, 
1989. 

Shift premium pay/nursing salaries. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 9 (shift premium pay 
for state employees) to extend coverage of medical personnel to salary grade 75 (now, ends at 
73), and limits premium pay for medical personnel to 20% of salary for weekday nights and 30% for 
weekend nights. Deletes requirement that State Personnel Comm’n must, before setting higher 
premium pay, find that it is necessary to meet existing competition from private employers. 

University fund transfer for certain programs. Allows UNC Board of Governors to 
transfer $5.5 million from 1988-89 base budget appropriations among UNC constituent institutions 
to fund university-wide needs in computing, medical education, inter-institutional programs, 
basic program support, and physical plant operations and repairs. 

ECU budget code division. Divides $100,903,641 appropriated for 1988-89 for current 
operations of ECU into two budget operating codes: academic affairs —-- $58,785,253; and health 
affairs (including ECU Medical School) -- $42,118,388. 

Autistic vadults funds, Amends SL 1987, Ch. 195, Secs 924 (use -vofefunds? by sTEACCH 
[autistic children’s program at UNC Medical School] for adult living and training center) to 
prohibit more than $39,000 being expended for services of Autistic Foundation of NC. 

Lenox Baker transfer. Corrects repealing provision reference to GS 143B-173(a)(3) in 
act transferring Lenox Baker Hospital from state control. Effective Aug. 14, 1987. 

Caswell County Medical Center. Appropriates $145,000 for 1988-89 from Dep’t of Human 
Resources, Div’n of Facility Services, funds for construction of extension to Caswell County 
Medical Center. 

Mountain Area Obstetrical Program. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Human Resources, 
Div’n of Health Services, allocates $480,000 for 1988-89 to Mountain Area Health Education Center 
for obstetrical education program. (Added by House amendment #5) 

Pregnancy prevention program funds. Provides that social services block grant funds 
approriated to various agencies by SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 100, are to be used for adolescent 
pregnancy prevention and prematurity prevention projects. Agencies are to report to Dep’t of 
Human Resources on specifics of programs so Dep’t may evaluate them. 


Respite care program. Amends respite care program provisions of SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 
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101(a) to provide program is available to caregivers who are not eligible for respite care 
services through NC Medicaid program, and appropriates $300,000 to program for 1988-89. 
Health promotion funds. Appropriates from Preventive Health Block Grant funds in 

Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, $333,304 to 29 risk reduction projects funded 
in 1986-87 at the same allocation rate used in that year and appropriates an additional $6,000 to 
each. of the 29 projects and $285,461 to be divided equally among the remaining local health 
departments for risk reduction projects. 

Medicaid drug allowances. Amends 1987 SL, Che 736, Sec. .67lalio), to ancrease amount 
allowed for professional services related to drug costs to $4.04 (was $3.85). 


Domicillary home rate increase. Provision increasing domicillary home rate increase 
deleted by House amendment #2. : 
Youth substance abuse services plan. Appropriates from Alcohol and Drug Abuse Treatment 


and Rehabilitation Block Grant funds in Dep’t of Human Resources $2,930,864 for 1988-89 to 
continue services in accordance with the Youth Substance Abuse Plan transmitted by Sec’y of Human 
Resources to Mental Health Study Comm’n on March 1, 1987, as amended April 28, 1987. 

Eastern region detox funds. Appropriates $284,530 from Alcohol, Drug Abuse, Mental 
Health Services Block Grant funds in Dep’t of Human Resources and $68,580 from Alcohol, Drug 
Abuse Treatment and Rehabilitation Block Grant funds to Dep’t of Human Resources for 1988-89 for 
nonhospital based medical detox programs at the following service authorities: Tideland, Pitt, 
Onslow, and Roanoke-Chowan. 

Black Mountain repair funds. Directs that the $14,200 appropriated by 1987 SL, Ch. 795, 
Sec. 28, for reconditioning of Black Mountain Center be used for repairing Buildings 23 and 24. 

Waste water disposal and treatment study. Directs that of funds appropriated to Dep’t 
of Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, $20,000 be allocated to Craven County for 
consulting services and technical assistance. Directs Div’n of Health Services to review 
sub-surface waste water disposal and treatment in Brunswick, Craven, and Pender counties and 
report to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Div’n by 
Dace 15 4l98s.. 

Alcohol Rehabilitation Center study. Directs Dep’t of Human Resources to conduct study 
of the feasibility of operating 3 Alcohol Rehabilitation Centers as nonmedical rehabilitation 
facilities and report its findings to the Human Resources committees of the House and Senate 
appropriations committees by March 15, 1989. ; 


Community Work Experience Program. Directs that of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Human 
Resources, Div’n of Social Services, for 1988-89, $154,000 be used to implement the community 
work experience program in Anson, Burke, Duplin, Madison, Martin, Pamlico, and Rockingham 


counties. 

UNC pilot program for children. Directs UNC-CH to allocate up to $188,397 of overhead 
receipts from Div’n of Health Affairs to develop, in conjuction with the Orange—Person—Chatham 
Mental ‘Health, Mental Retardation and Substance Abuse Program, a pilot program to train 
professionals to work in public sector mental health programs and to provide community-based 
treatment for emotionally disturbed children. 

Federal Catastrophic Health Coverage Allocation. Directs that of funds appropriated to 
Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Medical Assistance, $4,232,945 shall be used to implement the 
Federal Catastrophic Health Coverage Act of 1988. $300,000 may be used for administrative and 
start-up costs for 1988-89. 

Federal funds/vocational rehabilitation allocations. Directs that of the federal funds 
available to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Vocational Rehab., through Title I, Sec. 110 
of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, the following funds be used for the indicated purposes: 
$1,398,012-to expand vocational high school employment transition program to assist handicapped 
students; $266,200-rehabilitation program for Social Security Disability recipients; 
$98,999-Supported Employment Program; and $58,374-hire 2 engineering technicians to work with the 
4 rehabilitation engineers at the Div’n Directs that of federal funds available to Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Services for the Blind, through Title I, Sec. 110 of the Rehabilitation 
Act of 1973, $361,000 be used in 1988-89 for new contracts at the Division’s Sheltered Workshops. 
Directs that of the federal funds available to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Vocational 
Rehabilitation, through sections 2209 and 2344 of P.L. 97-35, $810,500 for 1988-89 be used to 
purchase computer equipment necessary to complete the last phase of implementing the on-line data 
processing system for local Vocational Rehabilitation Unit offices. 

ACCESS Position. Directs that $37,050 of the funds allocated by 1987 SL, Ch. 830, Sec. 
116(a), to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation, be used to fund a 
position to continue publication of the guidebook ACCESS. 

Lifeguardianship program. Directs that $100,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Human 
Resources, Div’n of Health Services, Prescription Drug Program for the Disabled, for 1988-89 be 
transferred to the Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services, to 
be used for the Lifeguardianship Program for Developmentally Disabled. 


Special assistance for adults. Provision alloting additional funds for State/County 
Special Assistance program deleted by House amendment #2. 

Child foster care program positions. Provides that notwithstanding GS 143-16.3, Dep’t 
of Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services, with the approval of the Office of State Budget, 


may establish 2 positions in child foster care and child placing licensure services from an 
internal reallocation of positions, if available. 
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Transfer of mosquito and vector control program funds. Prohibits transfer of funds 
appropriated for 1987-89 for Div’n of Health Services’ Mosquito and Other Vector Control Program 
to any other purpose without authorization of General Assembly and directs that any funds already 
transferred be transferred back to the program. 

Chronically mentally ill funds. Directs that $1,500,000 appropriated to Dep’t of Human 
Resources, Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services, for 1988-89 
for the chronically mentally ill shall be allocated to the Dept’s regions on a per capita basis. 

Last Chance for Children (Jackson County). Directs that of 1988-89 funds appropriated 
to Dep’t of Human Resources, $75,000 be used by Jackson County for a_ residential treatment 
facility for the "Last Chance for Children" program, and that funds appropriated by 1987 SL, Ch. 
830, Sec. 36, be carried forward in 1988-89 and used for purchase of property for and 
construction of the residential treatment facility. 

Burke County Water Supply System Loan. Allocates from the Clean Water Revolving Loan 
and Grant Fund, General Water Supply Revolving Loan and Grant Account of the Water Supply 
Accounts, $433,550 as a loan to Burke County for 1988-89 to install a water supply system in the 
Brentwood area.

AMENDMENTS AND COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTES 
HOUSE BILLS 


H 274 Art work in state buildings (previous digests on pp. 194, 339, 1385) 

Senate committee substitute makes the following substantive changes: 
(1) deletes Sec’y of Cultural Resources and Chairman of NC Arts Council from 
participating in determining and certifying that particular construction project 
is not appropriate for placement of art works; and (2) changes act’s effective 
date from Sept. 1, 1987 to Sept. 1, 1988. 


H 364 Special ed. hearings process (previous digest on p. 248) 
House committee substitute replaces original bill with "AN ACT TO 
SIMPLIFY AND EXPEDITE THE PROCESS FOR REVIEWING DECISIONS REGARDING EXCEPTIONAL 
CHILDREN AND TO PROVIDE FOR MEDIATION OF DISAGREEMENTS." Rewrites GS 115Cc-116 
to require that the parent or guardian of a child must be notified promptly when 
the local educational agency proposes to initiate or change the identification 
of a child as a child with special needs or the child’s individualized education 
program. Notice must be in writing and contain a statement advising the parent 
Or guardian of the right to review the proposed decision and offering the 
Opportunity for mediation. The notice must include a copy of GS 115c-116 and GS 
150B-23 to -37 or an explanation of the rights afforded by these statutes. The 
notice must be hand-delivered to the parent or guardian, or mailed by certified 
or registered mail, return receipt requested. Encourages mediation of disputes 
| prior to the formal administrative review. If the request for formal | 
| administrative review has not been filed, the superintendent (or his designee) 
| must meet with the parent or guardian to resolve the dispute. The meeting must 
be informal and the new law specifies intent of General Assembly that the 
meeting not be adversarial as required by GS 150B-22. The parent or guardian 
may obtain review of proposed decisions on the following grounds: (1) the child 
has not been identified or incorrectly identified as a child with special needs; 
(2) child’s individualized education plan is not appropriate to his needs or is 
not being implemented; and (3) the child is being denied a free, appropriate 
education. The local educational agency may obtain a review if the parent or 
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guardian refuses to consent to the evaluation of the child or to develop a free 
appropriate educational program for the child. The administrative review shall 
be provided according to Art. 3, GS Ch. 150B (Administrative Procedure Act). 
The scope of the administrative review is limited to the three issues specified 
above, and the hearing must be conducted in the county where the child attends 
school. The hearing must be closed to the public unless the parent or guardian 
requests in writing that the hearing be open. The administrative law judge must 
make a recommended decision to the State Bd of Education according to GS 150B-34 
(providing for the recommended decision or order of an administrative law 


judge). The final decision is by the State Bd of Education under GS 150B-36 
(providing for procedures in making a final decision). The State Bd of 
Education may appoint a panel of two of its members to make the final decision 
and the decision of such a panel is the final decision. The State Bd of 


Education has the power to enforce its final decision by ordering the local 
educational agency to provide the child with an appropriate placement, to place 
the child in an approved private school, and reimburse the parents for 
reasonable private school placement costs if the local educational agency did 
not provide the child with an appropriate education. The new law provides for 
judicial review. The school officials may not make any change in the child’s 
status or program while administrative or judicial review is pending unless the 
parent consents. The law provides for the local educational agency to appoint a 
Surrogate parent for a child if the parent is unknown or the parent’s 
whereabouts cannot be determined after reasonable investigation. Effective July 
1, 1988. 


H 519 Feed law changes (previous digest on p. 332) 

House committee substitute rewrites bill so it now provides as follows: 
amends GS 106-284.40(b)(6) to provide that the holder of a valid contract feeder 
exemption permit shall be exempt from paying inspection fee on all ingredients 
purchased for its own use, provided that at least one-half of ingredients 
purchased in previous calendar year were used in feed delivered to contract 
feeders. 


H 578 Certificate of need monitoring (previous digest on p. 361) 
House amendment makes technical changes. 


H 1293 School sup’t contract renewal (previous digests on pp. 714, 915, 981, 

1003) 

Senate committee substitute rewrites bill to change title to "AN ACT TO 
CLARIFY LEGISLATIVE INTENT REGARDING THE RENEWAL OF SUPERINTENDENTS’ CONTRACTS" 
and to amend GS 115C-271 to provide that county or city school board may, with 
written consent of current sup’t, extend or renew term of sup’t’s contract at 
any time during term’s final year; provided, however, when new board members are 
to be elected or appointed and sworn in during final year of term, board may not 
act until after new members are sworn in (now, may not act in any year when new 
members are to be elected or appointed). Provides that act is intended to 
clarify legislative intent and applies to all sup’t contracts that have been 
extended or renewed by local school boards since July 1, 1984. 


H 1304 Establish leaking tank fund (previous digests on pp. 731, 845, 1569, 
1634, 1643) . 
Conference report concurs in Senate committee substitute except it 

appropriates from Highway Fund instead of General Fund to Dep’t of Natural 
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Resources and Community Development $4 million for fiscal 1988-89 to be credited 
to Noncommercial Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Cleanup Fund. 


H 2171 Revenue laws technical change-2 (previous digests on pp. 1460, 1586) 

Senate amendments delete proposed amendment to GS 105-163.07 (income 
tax credit for property taxes paid on farm machinery) that would have provided 
credit to estate, trust, or partnership. 


H 2461 Nurse Emergency Assistance Act (previous digest on p. 1540) 

House amendment: (1) increases number of public members on Study Comm’n 
on Nursing from 4 to 6, with three members each appointed by Speaker and Lt. 
Governor; (2) allows Comm’n to hire consultants after obtaining permission of 
Legislative Services Comm’n; and (3) reduces appropriation for operations of 
Comm’n from $100,000 to $50,000. 


H 2517 Precinct boundary program amends (previous digest on p. 1581) 

House amendment #1 deletes special appropriation and _ substitutes 
authorization for Legislative Services Comm’n to to use $100,000 of funds 
available to General Assembly to fund precinct boundary program. House 
amendment #2 provides that appeals’ from decisions of Executive 
Secretary-Director of State Board of Elections while acting under authority of 
GS Ch. 163, Art. 12A (precinct boundary program) shall be taken to State Board 
of Elections within 30 days, and provides for further appeal to Wake County 
Superior Court. 


H 2641 1988-89 appropriations-2 (previous digest on pp. 1675, 1681) 

Senate committee substitute makes numerous changes in House committee 
substitute. See digest in separate section of today’s Bulletin. Digest 
incorporates 24 committee and floor amendments to Senate committee substitute. 


H 2651 Correct tax effective date (previous digest on p. 1653) 

House amendment rewrites bill to change effective date of Secs. 1 and 3 
of SL 1985, Ch. 601 (Sec. 1 revises GS 105-284 concerning assessment of public 
service company property) to make them effective January 1, 1987, provided that 
as to any public service company whose property values in a county are adjusted 
in third year after year of reappraisal of real property in the county under GS 
105-342(c) and whose property values in the same county are adjusted in 
following year under Sec. 1, a county is entitled in that following year to 
increase property values of public service company certified to county by Dep’t 
of Revenue by same amount as public service company property values were reduced 
the preceding year pursuant to GS 105-342(c). Act effective Jan. 1, 1988, and 
applies to counties in which there has been a_ reduction of assessed value of 
public service company property under GS 105-342(c) for taxable years beginning 
on or after Jan. 1, 1987. 


SENATE BILLS 


S 710 Firearm products liability suits (previous digests on pp. 620, 1620) 
House committee substitute rewrites bill so it now provides as follows: 
changes title to "AN ACT TO CLARIFY DEFECTIVE DESIGN AS IT RELATES TO FIREARM OR 
AMMUNITION LIABILITY LAWSUITS" and adds new GS 99B-11 to provide that in 
products liability action involving firearms or ammunition, whether firearm or 
ammunition shell is defective in design must not be based on comparison or 
weighing of benefits of product against risk of injury, damage, or death posed 
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by its potential to cause that injury, damage, or death when discharged. In 
products liability action that alleges design defect, plaintiff has burden of 
proving, in addition to any other required elements: (1) actual design of 
firearm or ammunition was defective, causing it not to function in manner 
reasonably expected by ordinary consumer of firearms or ammunition; and (2) 
defective design was proximate cause of injury, damage, or death. Effective for 
injuries, damages, or deaths occurring on or after Oct. 1, 1988. 


S 1557 Railway corridor preservation (previous digests on pp. 1357, 1380) 

House committee substitute rewrites bill so it now provides as follows: 
adds new GS 136-44.36A to authorize Dep’t of Transportation, pursuant to 16 USC 
1247(d), to preserve rail transportation corridors for future railroad use and 
permit compatible interim uses of such corridors. Authorizes Dep’t to proceed 
under new GS 136-44.36A, but payment of just compensation may be provided under 
Art. 9, GS Ch. 136 the same as if the railroad had been abandoned rather than 
preserved for future railroad use and compatible interim uses. Requires Dep’t 
to develop proposed high speed rail corridor plan for NC in conjunction with 
railway corridor preservation program; requires presentation of plan to 1989 
General Assembly for its review and approval. Makes conforming changes to GS 
136-44.36. Provides that if US Congress repeals authorization in 16 USC 1247(d) 
or court declares provision unconstitutional, then new GS 136-44.36A expires. 
Repeals GS 1-44.2(c) (section establishing presumptive ownership of abandoned 
railroad easements not applicable to railroad easements that were granted to 
corporation by charter, condemnation, deed, or other instrument occurring or 
dated before adoption of NC Constitution of 1868). 


S 1645 Reimbursement formula changes (previous digest on pp. 1526 and 1573) 
House committee substitute deletes provisions making reimbursement for 
exclusion of horticultural and agricultural inventories.

Transition expenses. Directs Dep’t of Administration to make available the following 
sums for, transition expenses: Governor-elect, $80,000; Lt. Governor-elect, $20,000; and members 
of Council of State who are not incumbents, $5,000. 

Funds for rejected purpose. Not contained in Senate bill. 

Mobile home warranty program. Senate adds provision that if fee revenues exceed 
amount necessary to fund program, excess fund revert. 

Nonreversion of grape growers council funds. Amends GS 105-113.81A to require Dep’t 


of Agriculture to allocate funds received from tax on NC wines to NC Grape Growers Council to be 
used to promote viticulture and for research and development; excess funds not to revert. 
Effective June 30, 1988; expires July 1, 1991. 


Zoological park funds. Senate version increases allocation to $6 million. 
Indigents’ attorneys fund; other related changes. Not contained in Senate bill. 


Union county satellite appropriation reduced; Anson County Civic Center funded. 


Senate bill deletes appropriation for Anson County Civic Center and appropriates full $1 million 
Union County Satellite. 

Matching exemptions, Haywood CC, Montgomery CC. Not contained in Senate bill. 

County allocations. Not contained in Senate bill. 

Macon fire training center. Not contained in Senate bill. 

Staff development. Senate version provides that funds will become available on July 1 
of each year rather than October 1. 


School office support personnel. Not contained in Senate bill. 


Funding of school facilities study. Not contained in Senate bill. 

Physical education teacher certification. Not contained in Senate bill. 

Superintendents salary. Not contained in Senate bill. 

School facility minimum standards. Amends GS 115C-489.3(b) to provide that on or 
before Feb. 15, 1989 (now, June 1, 1988), State Board of Education (SBE) must review and revise, 
if necessary, (now, adopt) statewide school facility minimum standards. Requires SBE to consult 


with architects, school boards, county comm’rs, and others when determining minimum standards. 
General Assembly urges SBE to use its discretion liberally to approve deviations from adopted 
standards. Requires SBE to report monthly (now, quarterly) to Joint Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations, until review of standards has been completed, on SBE’s progress in developing 
standards. 

Teachers annual leave. Provides that teachers may use annual leave on student 
attendance days because of illness only after exhausting all earned sick leave, and may only do 
so at rate of one day per year. Provides that for teachers with annual leave for 1988-89, this 
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is in lieu of one unaccumulated personal leave day. Allocates $2.4 million of 1988-89 
appropriation to Dep’t of Public Instruction to fund provisions. 
AIDS education and prevention. Allocates $1 million of appropriation to Dep’t of 
Human Resources for grants to local health departments for AIDS education and prevention. 
Before and after school care. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Education for 
1988-89 fiscal year, $4.2 million must be used to establish program of incentive grants of | 
$30,000 each for local school units to provide before and after school school care for school 
age children. Of these funds, $2.1 million is for programs for grades K-5 and $2.1 million for 





grades 6-9. Funds to remain available under June 30, 1991. Local programs must be designed to 
become self-supporting through parent fees, grants, and community resources. Sets out 
procedures for applying for grants and operation of programs. Requires Dep’t of Public 


Instruction to report to General Assembly in March, 1989 on local school units’ progress in 
implementing programs. 

UNC repairs and renovations. Not contained in Senate bill. 

Centennial Campus. Not contained in Senate bill. 

Model education transition program funds. Provides that funds allocated by SL 1987, 
Ch. 830, Sec. 33 to Wake Collaborative Educational Transition Pilot Program for 1987-88 shall be 
carried forward to 1988-89. 

Southeastern regional development activities funds. Provides that funds allocated by 
1987, Ch. 830, Sec. 830 to Southeastern Regional Area MH, MR & SAS program shall be carried 
forward to 1988-89 and used for adult developmental activities program/community living skills 
program operated in Bladen County. 

State aid to local agencies increase. Provides that act includes funds for 
inflationary increases in certain local programs, including 4.5% salary increase in fiscal 
1988-89, to be carried forward into fiscal 1989-90, computed on share paid by State, where State 
is presently providing aid. Directs that funds be certified to State agencies as detailed in 





State | +t and distributed to local agencies’ programs using same allocation methods by which 
present aid is distributed. 
Disability funds. Directs that of funds appropriated to Div’n of Health Services, 


$240,000 for fiscal 1988-89 be used to continue the prescription drug reimbursement program for 
the disabled to provide assistance in purchasing prescription drugs to people terminated from 
Social Security Disability Program from March 1, 1981, through September 30, 1983, as begun by 
Sec. 64(1), Ch. 1034, SL 1983. Requires that program serve only North Carolina residents and 
that Sec’y of DHR adopt rules for operating the program pursuant to recommendations of 
Disability Task Force as authorized by Sec. 82, Ch. 757, SL 1985. 

Directs that $60,000 of funds appropriated to Div’n of Health Services for the prescription 
drug program for fiscal 1988-89 be transferred to Office of the Secretary to continue the Social 
Security Disability Program Hotline, these funds to be in addition to the Hotline’s budget of 


$56,828 for fiscal 1988-89. Requires program to provide information to citizens on their rights 
under the Social Security Disability Program and work with Disability Task Force in addressing 
recommendations of General Assembly’s Disability Review Study Comm’n. Specifies that program’s 


legal work to be supervised by an attorney from DHR. 

Requires Sec’y of DHR to report to human resources subcommittees of House and Senate 
appropriations committees by May 1, 1989, on expenditure of funds required by preceding 
provisions. Directs that of funds appropriated to Office of Secretary of DHR, $9,000 for fiscal 
1988-89 be used to continue the Disability Task Force established by Sec. 82, Ch. 757, SL 1985. 

Child mental health funds. Of funds appropriated to DHR, Div’n of MH, MR, & SAS, 
allocates $1 million for 1988-89 to expand system of community-based services developed in 
accordance with Child Mental Health Plan adopted as policy guidance by SL 1987, Ch. 830, Sec. 
39, and in accordance with Div’n’s plan to use $55,000 of these funds for community based 
services to alleviate over-census conditions in adolescent unit at Cherry Hospital. Specifies 
that allocated funds are in addition to those allocated in SL 1987, Ch. 830, Sec. 39. 

Willie M. report. Rewrites Sec. 82(e), Ch. 738, SL 1987 to require DHR and Dep’t of 
Public Instruction to submit joint report to Governor and General Assembly on progress in 
serving members of the Willie M. class by May 1, 1989 (was, May 1, 1988). 

Caregiver support. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Aging in DHR, allocates 
$1,008,00° for fiscal 1988-89 for services that support family caregivers of elderly persons 
with phys cal or mental functional disabilities who want to stay in their homes but need 
assistance with activities of daily living in order to remain at home. Authorizes use of 
allocated funds for purchase of following services: (1) respite care services, under rules 
adopted by DHR on behalf of Div’n of Aging; (2) respite care and adult day care services, under 
rules adopted pursuant to Title IIIB of the Older Americans Act; (3) stipends for senior 
companions, modeled after the federal Senior Companion program; (4) other related services that 
meet needs not now adequately addressed by the services described above. 

Specifies that Div’n of Aging (1) shall expend funds for these services according to the 
population of persons age 70 and above in each region; (2) must use a minimum of 93% of the 
funds for the services described above; (3) may use only a maximum of 7% of the funds for 
technical assistance; (4) may contract for technical assistance, to include training assistance, 
coordination of service delivery and funding sources, and ideas for innovative ways to build a 
lasting system of services for family caretakers. Requires that funds be allocated by October 
1; 1988. 
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Pioneer Project reimbursement authorization. Authorizes DHR to make payments of ADAP, 
ADAP Transportation, Developmental Day, Outpatient Commitment, and any other funds that they mat 
be directed to pay on a subsidy basis, on a unit cost reimbursement basis to Pioneer Project 
sites in accordance with Pioneer Project procedures established pursuant to Sec. 87, Ch. 738, SL 
1987. 

Transfer of TEACCH carry-over funds. Provides that $167,560 of unexpended funds 
appropriated to DHR, Div’n of MH, MR, & SAS in fiscal 1985-86 in Sec. 2, Ch. 479, SL 1985 for 
the Comprehensive Living and Learning Center for Autistic Adults and carried forward through 
fiscal 1987-88 are transferred from the Div’n to the UNC-CH, Div’n of Health Attairrel tor 
capital improvements for the Center. 

Group home program funds. Rewrites Sec. 45, Ch. 830, SL 1987 to add the following 
Area Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services Programs to those to 
receive funds for start-up and operational costs in group homes and apartment living programs: 
New River, Durham, Tri-County, Orange—Person-Chatham, Pitt, Rutherford-Polk, Duplin-—Sampson, 
Piedmont, and Wilson-Greene. 


In-home aging services. Of funds appropriated from General Fund to Div’n of Aging in 
DHR, allocates $720,000 for fiscal 1988-89 for additional in-home aide services to enable the 
frail elderly to remain in their homes and avoid institutionalization. Directs Div’n to 


administer the in-home aide services and activities funded by the section and to choose in-home 
service providers on the basis of a competitive bid process that includes the following 
criteria: documented capacity to provide care, adequacy of quality assurance, training, 
supervision, abuse prevention, complaint mechanisms, and costs. Requires that funds allocated 
by the Div’n pursuant to the section be allocated by October 1, 1988. 

Catholic Social Ministries grant in aid. Rewrites Sec. 27, Ch. 830, SL 1987 to 
allocate $39,807 of funds appropriated to DHR to include Catholic Social Ministries in the 
private child caring institutions receiving State grants-in-aid. 

Extended nursing home care. Rewrites Sec. 67(a)(8), Ch. 738, SL 1987 to add private 
duty nursing to services covered under the Medical Assistance (Medicaid) Program, in accordance 
with reimbursement plans developed by DHR. 

Pre-school visually impaired program. Of funds appropriated to DHR, Div’n of Schools 
for the Deaf and Blind, allocates $22,783 from line item 14424-1101-1211 to line item 
14424-1701-1291 to continue to provide educational services to pre-school visually impaired 
children. 

Certified nurse midwife services. Adds new subdivision (22) to Sec. 67(a), Ch. 738, 
SL 1987, adding to services covered under the Medical Assistance (Medicaid) Program nurse 
mid-wife services, with reimbursement in accordance with physician fee schedule for those 
services nurse mid-wives are permitted to perform as specified in State law. 

Aging matching federal funds. Effective July 1, 1988, authorizes DHR, Div’n of Aging, 
to use flinds appropriated to Sec’y’s office for State matching necessary to draw down federal 
money available through new Title III-D of Older Americans Act for in-home services for frail 
elderly, including those with Alzheimer’s Disease. 


Mountain Area Obstetrical Program. Not contained in Senate bill. 

Last Chance for Children (Jackson County). Not contained in Senate bill. 

Intermediate care facility group homes. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Mental 
Health, Mental Retardation & Substance Abuse Services, allocates $240,000 for start-up costs of 
following group care homes: Gaston Residential Services, Inc. ($96,000), Piedmont Residential 
Development Center, Inc. ($96,000), and Stanly Group Homes for the Autistic, Inc. ($48,000). 

Environmental health programs and services. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Health 
Services, allocates $300,000 to provide environmental health programs and services at local 
level. Requires report to Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 


Microenterprise funds. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce, allocates $500,000 
to Rural Economic Development Center, Inc. to establish pilot program to develop Microenterprise 
Fund. Requires interim and final reports to 1989 General Assembly. 

Worker training trust fund. Notwithstanding GS 96-5(f), appropriates from Worker 
Training Trust Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges $1,300,000 to expand Focused Industrial 


Training Program, allocated as follows: $765,000 for nine new centers; $190,000 for 19 existing 
centers; $265,000 for development, delivery, and support of training programs, and $80,000 for 
administrative support. Requires Dep’t to submit evaluation of program to Comm’n on 


Governmental Operations by May 1, 1989. 

State parks repair funds. Of funds appropriated to Office of Budget & Management, 
allocates $1,000,000 to Dep’t of NRCD for repairs and renovations at state parks. 

Parks and recreation consulting funds. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of NRCD, 
allocates $158,000 for consulting contract between Div’n of Parks and Recreation and Dep’t of 
Recreation Resources, NCSU. 

Drought emergency reserve. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Agriculture, allocates 
$1,850,000 to reserve for drought emergency. Directs Dep’t to develop criteria and policies for 
disbursement of the fund, receive applications for relief, and recommend to Council of State 
applicants in greatest need. Empowers Council of State to authorize expenditures from fund on 
recommendation of Dep’t of Agriculture. 

Historic Hope Plantation. Of funds appropriated to Office of State Management and 
Budget-State Aid for 1988-89 fiscal year, allocates $500,000 to Historic Hope Foundation, Inc., 
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for Historic Hope Plantation. 

Lenoir County economic development. Of funds appropriated to Office of State 
Management and Budget-State Aid for 1988-89 fiscal year, allocates $2.1 million to Lenoir County 
for economic development. 

NC School of Arts funds. Of funds appropriated to UNC Board of Governors for NC 
School of Arts, $200,000 must be used to plan NC School of Motion Pictures at NC School of Arts. 
Reduces appropriation from $5,989,000 to $5,789,000 for renovating Gray High School for NC 
School of Arts. 

Johnston County Prison Unit chapel. Funds appropriated to Dep’t of Correction for 
constructing chapel at Johnston County Prison Unit that are not yet spent must be transferred to 
Office of State Budget and Management and must be used with funds raised by At The Foot Of The 
Cross Chapel, Inc. for building extension to be used as chapel on proposed support building at 
unit. No matching funds required. 

Mayland Technical College funds. Designates $170,000 for emergency water project at 
Mayland Technical College from Water and Sewer Loan and Grant Funds in Office of State Budget 
and Management. 

Construction of new Education Building. Reduces appropriation from $32 million to $25 
million for construction of new Education Building. 


Tidewater Research Center. Reduces appropriation from $3.5 million to $3 million for 
constructing Office and Conference Center, Tidewater Research Center. 
Reserve for Repairs and Renovations. Reduces from $10 million to $7.9 million 


appropriation in fiscal 1988-89 for Reserve for Repairs and Renovations. 

Greenville Art Museum funds reallocated. Reallocates $50,000 of 1988-89 appropriation 
to Office of State Budget & Management for use of Greenville Art Museum as follows: $25,000 to 
Martin County to restore old courthouse; $25,000 to Beaufort County for joint recreation project 
with City of Washington. 

Deputy Banking Comm’r salary. Senate amendment #12 sets Deputy Banking Comm’r salary 
at $57,884. 

Project Teach initiative. Allocates $73,000 of appropriation to Dep’t of Public 
Education to maintain Project Teach Initiative in Robeson, Pitt, Cumberland, Warren, Halifax, 
Northampton, Durham City, and Greensboro school units and to expand project to at least two more 
units. Directs that project, in at least two counties, also be expanded to focus on parents of 
7th grade students. 

Employment Security Comm’n funds. Appropriates $1.1 million in 1988-89 from Special 
Employment Security Administration Fund to Employment Security Comm’n to administer Veterans 
Employment, Employment Services, and Unemployment Insurance programs. Requires monthly report 
from Comm’n to Governmental Operations Comm’n before expenditure of funds, and expenditure of 
federal funds before expenditure of these appropriated funds. Appropriates $1,642,685 in 
1988-89 from Worker Training Trust Fund to Comm’n for operation of local offices at 1986-87 
level of service. 

Substance abuse program personnel. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 111, establishing 
Substance Abuse Program in Dep’t of Correction, to require Dep’t to employ Correctional 
Administrator I and Secretary IV to manage programs for offenders with substance abuse problems. 
Provides that Administrator is to report to Ass’t Sec’y for Substance Abuse. Authorizes Dep’t 
to use up to $81,000 of funds available to it in 1988-89 to fund these positions. 

Additional magistrates. Senate amendment #13 amends GS 7A-133 to increase maximum 
number of magistrates in Tyrrell County from 2 to 3 and in Stokes County from 4 to 6. 

Eastern NC Tomorrow. Appropriates $30,000 from General Fund to Neuse River 
Development Authority for Eastern NC Tomorrow program. 

Mint Museum funds. Reallocates to Charlotte Mint Museum $125,000 appropriated to 
Office of State Budget & Management for Charlotte Science Museum, with funds to be used for 
Rameses Exhibition. 

Haywood sewage plant. Allocates to Haywood County $120,000 from 1988-89 appropriation 
to Office of State Budget & Management for purpose of water/sewer grants and loans, to be used 
as grant to locate and eliminate illegal discharges of sewage into streams. 

School building survey. Allocates $100,000 of 1988-89 appropriation to Dep’t of 
Cultural Resources to be used for inventory and survey of school buildings, to determine 
feasibility of using buildings for other community purposes. Requires study to be done by 
contract with NCSU School of Design.

candidate appeared for Governor, and for other Council of State offices, fifty 
cents times that number; deletes provision requiring adjustment for inflation or 
deflation; (7) makes fine in proposed GS 163-278.52 for receiving contributions 
from Candidates Fund to which candidate was not entitled as amount at issue plus 
10%; (8) makes criminal punishment in proposed GS 163-278.53 for violating 
provisions of Article a Class J felony (maximum three years imprisonment and 
fine); (9) revises proposed GS 163-278.54 to require 60-day post-election report 
to State Board; (10) modifies proposed GS 163-278.55 (return of unspent money 
within 90 days of election) to provide that one-half of any amount in 
candidate’s campaign account is considered money received from Candidates Fund; 
and (11) makes various changes in dates of deadlines throughout bill. 

Senate amendment amends GS 163-278.51 to provide that candidate 
withdrawing application for funds must return all money received from Fund 
whether or not already spent. 
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H 1133 Veteran’s state job preference (previous digest on p. 645) 

Senate committee substitute rewrites the bill to make clarifying 
changes: Requires State Personnel Comm’n shall provide that if an eligible 
veteran meets the minimum requirements for the position after receiving 
experience credit as a veteran, he must receive experience credit as determined 
by the Comm’n (was, limited to 4 years). Authorizes Comm’n to provide in 
reduction in force situations where seniority or years of service is one of the 
conditions for retention, an eligible veteran must be accorded credit for 
military service. If a veteran has reason to believe he did not receive a 
veteran’s preference as provided by the new law or rules of the Comm'n, the 
veteran may appeal directly to the Comm’n. Willful failure of any employee 
subject to Art. 8, GS Ch. 126 dealing with employee appeals of grievances and 
disciplinary action to comply with the new veteran’s preference law or the rules 
adopted by the Comm’n under the law constitutes personal misconduct that may be 
grounds for suspension, demotion or dismissal. Rewrites GS 128-15 with new 
title to make conforming changes and repeals GS 128-15.1 (making GS 128-15 
applicable to persons serving in World War II). Deletes appropriation to the 
Office of State Personnel. 


H 1206 Obsolete tax/modify definition (previous digest on p. 664) 

House committee substitute retitles bill "AN ACT TO REPEAL AN OBSOLETE 
PROVISION IN THE REVENUE LAWS, MODIFY THE DEFINITION OF ’FLEA MARKET’ FOR 
LICENSE TAX PURPOSES, AND MAKE TECHNICAL CORRECTIONS TO ELECTION LAWS." 

Mercantile agency tax. Retains provisions of original bill repealing 
GS 105-57. 

Flea market privilege license tax. Amends GS 105-33(d) to exclude 
locations within enclosed area of mall of shopping center from definition of 
flea market vendor. 

Campaign financial report threshold. Amends GS 163-278.10A to make 
clear that loans are included in computations of threshold amounts. 

Economic interest statements. Corrects statutory citations in GS 
120-93. 

Effective date. Effective July 1, 1988. 


H 2264 Legislative retirement credit (previous digests on pp. 1487,1586) 

Senate amendment amends adds new GS 135-4(f)(7) (Teachers’ and State 
Employees’ Retirement System) and new GS 128-26(al) (Local Governmental 
Employees’ Retirement System) to allow members of retirement systems with 5 
years creditable service and retired members who attained 5 years creditable 
service before retirement to purchase creditable service for service in US Armed 
Services, not otherwise allowed, by making lump sum payment equal to full | 
liability for such credit plus administrative fee. Limits credit to time spent 
on active duty in Armed Forces, not including any time creditable in any other 
retirement system except National Guard or reserves, and requires © that person 
must have been honorably discharged. 


H 2430 Sales tax on mail order sales (previous digests on pp. 1557, 1572) 
Senate amendment revises title to read "AN ACT TO PROVIDE THAT SALES 
AND USE TAX SHALL BE IMPOSED ON CERTAIN MAIL ORDER SALES AND TO ALLOW A THREE 
PERCENT DISCOUNT TO MERCHANTS FOR COLLECTING STATE SALES AND USE TAX." Adds new 
GS 105-164.21 to provide that retailer (other than utility companies) paying 
State sales and use tax on time may deduct discount of 3%, up to maximum of $200 
for each place of business at a separate location. Amends GS 105-474 and SL 
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1967, Ch. 1096 to provide that discount does not apply to local sales taxes. 
Discount provisions effective October 1, 1988, with respect to remittance of 
sales taxes made on or after that date. 


H 2462 UNC project authorizations (previous digest on p. 1541) 

Senate amendment deletes the authority of UNC to undertake the 
$1,338,400 renovation of General Administration building as a self-liquidating 
capital improvement project. 


H 2489 DWI/commercial vehicles (Iden. S 1674, digested on p. 1543) 

House amendment deletes amendments to GS 20-179.3(b) (dealing with 
eligibility for a limited driving privilege) that would have made a driver 
operating a commercial motor vehicle at the time of the DWI offense ineligible 
for a limited driving privilege. 


H 2628 Speaker’s appointments-3 (digested on p. 1625) 

House amendment appoints William B. Jenkins of Granville County to N.C. 
Agricultural Finance Authority to fill vacancy left by resignation of J.P. 
Harris, with Jenkins’ term expiring on June 30, 1989. 


H 2643 Local projects appropriations 

House committee substitute replaces blank bill with "AN ACT TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR CERTAIN PUBLIC PURPOSES." Makes numerous appropriations 
to .so0oc3l agencies, incorporating House bills previously introduced for those 
purposes. Directs Office of State Management & Budget to draw warrants for 
appropriations made by bill and mail them by October 15, 1988 to address 
supplied by Fiscal Research Div’n, unless matching or other special requirements 
have not been met. See detailed digest in separate section of today’s Bulletin. 


H 2650 Veterans cemeteries burial conditions (previous digest on p. 1661) 

Senate amendments substitute for proposed GS 65-43.4(b)(2) and (3) a 
new subdivision (2) that provides that the request for disinterment must contain 
the notarized signature of the nearest of kin, such as the surviving spouse; if 
the spouse is deceased, the signatures of a majority of the surviving children 
of legal age are required.

S 701  Septage management program (previous digests on pp. 581, 830, 1210) 

House amendment (1) reduces fee for firm operating one septage pumper 
truck from $400 to $300, (2) changes effective date to Jan. 1, 1989, and (3) 
makes conforming change in section concerning effective date of rules. 


S 1298 Retired law officer benefit increases (previous digest on p. 992) 
Senate amendment changes effective date from July 1, 1987 to July 1, 
1988. 


S 1299 Retirement benefit restrictions removed (previous digest on p. 993) 
Senate amendment amends GS 128-27(e)(1) and GS 135-5(e)(1) dealing with 
reexamination of benefits available to law enforcement officers retired because 
of disability. If the retiree earns or is able to earn (during any calendar 
year) more than the difference between his disability retirement allowance and 
the gross compensation earned as an employee during the 12 consecutive months in 
the final 48 months of service producing the highest gross compensation, his 
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retirement income must be reduced by the amount in excess of the difference, 
provided that beginning with the first full calendar year after three years from 
the date of retirement, the portion of the disability allowance not provided by 
his contributions shall be reduced by $1 for each $4 of the amount in excess of 
the difference. Changes the effective date from July 1, 1987 to Jan. 1, 1989. 


S 1559 Aging services, funds (digest of identical bill on p. 1461) 

Senate committee substitute generally makes bill’s provisions subject 
to appropriation of funds in main Appropriations Acts, deletes all provisions 
requiring equal allocations among existing Area Agencies on Aging, and makes 
following additional changes: 

Caregiver Support. Directs Div’n of Aging to use minimum of 93% of 
funds for caregiver services and maximum of 7% for technical assistance. 
Deletes requirement that Div’n contract with Alzheimer’s Ass’n for such 
services. 

Senior center outreach. Directs Div’n of Aging to use $433,800 of 
1988-89 appropriation to allow existing senior centers to attempt statewide 
outreach. Requires fund allocation by Oct. 1, 1988. Provides that funds must 
be™uised"to test “satellite” ‘services. Provides that if Div’n decides to use 
funds to start new center, county commissioners must first endorse need for 
center, formally agree on sponsoring agency, and make formal commitment to use 
local funds for its support. 

Information and referral pilot programs. Deletes provisions concerning 
election of pilot programs by Comm’n on Aging and specifies following pilot 
programs: Craven Regional Medical Center, $25,000; Land of Sky Regional 
Council, $80,000; Region M Council of Governments (Fayetteville), $80,000; 
Southeastern General Hospital (Lumberton), $80,000; Surry County Health 
Department, $80,000; United Services for Older Adults (Guilford Council on 
Aging)., $175,000; United Way of Mecklenburg County, $80,000. 

Community college formula change. Deletes this portion of original 
bill. 

Housing subcommittee. Deletes this portion of original bill. 


S 1573 Solid waste revolving fund (previous digests on pp. 1475, 1522) 
Senate amendment deletes appropriation of $10 million for fiscal 
1988-89 from General Fund to Solid Waste Management Revolving Loan Fund. 


S 1620 Actuarial notes, state benefits (previous digest on p. 1511) 
Senate amendment deletes appropriation of $15,000 to implement act’s 
provisions. 


S 1645 Reimbursement formula changes (previous digests on pp. 1526,1573,1698) 

House amendment (1) adds new GS 105-275(37) excluding from taxation, 
effective for tax years beginning on and after Jan. 1, 1989, poultry and 
livestock and feed used in production of poultry and livestock; (2) restores 
provisions of Senate committee substitute pertaining to reimbursement for 
exclusion of horticultural and agricultural inventories with changes appropriate 
to expansion of coverage of reimbursement provisions to include all poultry and 
livestock excluded from taxation, whether or not held for sale; and (3) makes 
technical amendments to GS 105-320. 


S 1676 Administrative rules funds (previous digest on p. 1544) 
Senate committee substitute and amendment changes title to "AN ACT TO 
APPROPRIATE FUNDS FOR THE ADMINISTRATIVE RULES REVIEW COMMISSION, TO CLARIFY THE 
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COMMISSION’S STATUS AS AN INDEPENDENT AGENCY, TO EXTEND THE REVIEW OF CERTAIN 
EXISTING RULES, TO REPEAL CERTAIN OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH STANDARDS THAT 
DIFFER FROM THE FEDERAL STANDARDS, AND TO REVISE THE PROCEDURAL REQUIREMENTS FOR 
ADOPTION OF CERTAIN OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH STANDARDS AND THE HEARING 
PROCESS FOR APPEALS OF CERTAIN OCCUPATIONAL SAFETY AND HEALTH CITATIONS AND 
PENALTIES." Makes following substantive changes to bill: (1) transfers $234,110 
from Office of Administrative Hearings to Administrative Rules Review Comm’n for

in permit in response to specified factors; denial of application must be in 
writing, state reasons for denial, and must inform applicant of right to appeal 
denial; (4) adds new GS 95-131(f) to provide that if Comm’r of Labor develops 
occupational safety and health standards and regulations about agricultural 
employers that he considers to be as effective and efficient as any federal 
regulations or standards, he must promulgate them under Articles 2 and 5, GS Ch. 
150P and Part 3, Art. 1, GS Ch. 143B; (5) adds new GS 95-131(g) to provide that 
any rule, regulation, or standard for agricultural employers adopted or 
promulgated before July 1, 1988 that differs from federal rule, regulation, or 
standard is repealed effective March 1, 1989 unless readopted under GS Ch. 150B; 
(6) emends GS 150B-1(d) to exempt from provisions of GS Ch. 150B the 
Occupational Safety and Health Review Board in all actions that do not involve 
agricultural employers (underlined language added); (7) adds new GS 95-135(j) to 
provide that appeals from citation and abatement periods involving agricultural 
employers and penalties involving them are sugject to Art. 3 and 4, GS Ch. 150B; 
Board’s determination is final agency decision subject to judicial review under 
Art. 4, GS Ch. 150B; (8) adds new GS 95-137(b)(5) to provide that despite 
Subdivision (4), if agricultural employer notifies Director that he intends to 
contest citation or notification issued under Article, or if employee of 
agricultural employer or his representative files notice with Director alleging 
that period of time fixed in citation for abatement of .violation is 
unreasonable, Director must advise person giving notice of right to file 
petition for contested case under Art. 3, GS Ch. 150B; administrative law judge 
must consider whether agricultural employer made good faith effort to comply 
with abatement requirements of citation and whether abatement has not been 
completed because of factors beyond employer’s reasonable control; affected 
employees or their representatives are aggrieved persons under GS 150B-—23 for 
contested case; and (9) makes provisions relating to citations and notifications 
apply to citations and notifications issued and to notices filed under Art. 16, 
GS Ch. 95 on or after July 1, 1988. 

Senate amendment provides act does not exempt employees of the 
Administrative Rules Review Comm’n from the State Personnel Act (GS Ch. 126).

Johnston prison chapel funds. Funds in amount of $50,000 appropriated in Sec. 4, Ch. 
1014, SL 1985 for constructing chapel at Johnston County Prison Unit remain available until 
expended. Appropriation may be matched on in-kind basis, with labor matching State funds. 

Caledonia prison wastewater facility. Of funds appropriated for 1988-89 fiscal year, 
proper wastewater treatment facility must be provided for Caledonia Prison Farm. Requires Dep’t 
of Correction to report quarterly to specified legislative chairmen, Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations, and Fiscal Research Division on expenditures made to implement this provision. 

Sampson prison chapel donation. Authorizes Office of State Budget and Management to 
accept donation from Clinton Ministerial Ass’n Prison Chapel Fund in amount of $30,407.98 to 


build extension to proposed support services building at Sampson County Prison Unit. Extension 
to serve as chapel for unit. If building is not constructed, donation for chapel may not be 
accepted. 


Burke County water supply system loan. Allocates $433,550 from Clean Water Revolving 
Loan and Grant Fund, General Water Supply Revolving Loan and Grant Account of Water Supply 


Accounts, to Burke County for 1988-89 fiscal year for loan to install water supply system in 
Brentwood area of Burke County, to provide water to industrial site for economic development and 
to improve water service to entire area. County to use funds, repay funds, and file annual 


reports under provisions of GS Ch. 159G.

S 1868 Pen register use “GS 15A 
Introducer: Rand Passed 2nd & 3rd readings 


"TO PROVIDE FOR THE USE OF PEN REGISTERS AND TRAP AND TRACE DEVICES IN 
CONFORMITY WITH FEDERAL LAW." Adds new GS Ch. 15A, Art. 12 regulating the 
installation and use of pen registers and trap and trace devices. Defines "pen 
register" as device which records or decodes numbers dialed on telephone line to 
which attached (with certain exceptions) and "trap and trace device" as device 
which captures incoming impulses which identify device originating the 
transmission. Prohibits installation or use of pen register or trap and trace 
device without first obtaining court order pursuant to new article, but 
prohibition does not apply to specified uses by a provider of wire or electronic 
communication service. Makes knowing and willful violation a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine, imprisonment for not more than one year, or both. 

Authorizes law enforcement officer to apply to superior court judge for 
order authorizing or approving the installation and use of pen register or trap 
and trace device. Specifies required content of application. Requires judge 
receiving such application to enter ex parte order authorizing the installation 
and use of pen register or trap and trace device within the State. Specifies 
required contents of such orders. Limits authority of such orders to 60 days, 
with extension of up to 60 days possible. Requires that, unless the judge 
orders otherwise, such orders be sealed and persons owning or leasing affected 
lines or ordered to provide assistance to the applicant not disclose the 
existence of the register or device or the existence of the investigation to the 
listed subscriber or any other person. Requires that person who furnishes 
facilities or technical assistance as required by the act be compensated for 
reasonable expenses incurred. Provides that no provider of wire or electronic 
communication service, not reliable for providing information, facilities, or 
assistance in accordance with the terms of a court order under the article. 
Makes good faith reliance on a court order or statutory authorization a defense 
to any civil or criminal action brought under the article or any other law. 

Effective Oct. 1, 1988, and applicable to the installation and use 
regulated devices on and after that date.

$50,000 for each committee. 


H 2489 DWI/commercial vehicles (previous digests on pp. 1543, 1714, 1739) 
Senate amendment returns to 0.04 the alcohol concentrations reduced to 
0.01 by House amendment July 1, 1987. 
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H 2560 Indian Educ. Advisory Council (previous digest on p. 1582) 
Senate amendment deletes $20,000 appropriation for the act’s 
implementation. 


H 2656 LRC STUDY Aquarium admission fees (previous digests on pp. 1673, 1743, 

1748) 

Senate committee substitute #2 replaces Senate committee substitute #1 
with "AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE LEGISLATIVE RESEARCH COMMISSION TO STUDY THE 
THREE NORTH CAROLINA AQUARIUMS AND THE ISSUE OF CHARGING A FEE FOR ADMISSION TO

Deletes provisions of original bill concerning criminal 
penalties and defining "medical malpractice." Adds new GS 90-21.15 to permit 
punitive damages in medical malpractice action only when defendant is shown by 
clear and convincing evidence to have been willful or wanton. Requires award 
of punitive damages, which may be nominal, when defendant is_ shown to have 
intentionally falsified patient’s medical record.

Senate amendments make the following changes. (1) Adds to definition 
of "commercial motor vehicle" a vehicle that is a school bus, school activity 
bus, church bus, farm bus, ambulance, volunteer transportation vehicle operated 
for a nonprofit organization for a nonprofit purpose, or fire-fighting vehicle 
of combination of vehicles operated by volunteer member performing duties for 
municipal or rural fire department. (2) Provides that offense is committed if 
person is appreciably under the influence of an impairing substance (was, under 
the influence to any extent). (3) Deletes amendment to GS 20-16.2(e1) providing 
that implied consent offense charge did not involve operation of a commercial 
motor vehicle. (4) Permits person convicted of offense to be eligible for a 
limited driving privilege under specified circumstances.

House committee substitute appropriates for 1988-89 $1,500,00 to Rural 
Economic Dev.

funds for a grant-in-aid to the North Carolina Senior Games, Inc.; (4) makes 
North Carolina Elderly and Handicapped Transportation Assistance Program 
effective only upon the transfer of $2 million from General Fund to Highway Fund 
pursuant to GS 105-164.44A (sales tax on motor vehicle items and accessories) ; 
(6) directs Div’n of Aging to use minimum of 95% (was, 93%) of funds for 
caregiver services and maximum of 5% (was, 7%) for technical assistance; (6) 
sets number of information and referral pilot programs at seven (was, six); (7) 
provides that funds for information and referral pilot programs be allocated to 
Craven, Buncombe, Cumberland, Robeson, Surry, Guilford, and Mecklenburg 
counties. Requires each county to contract with an entity in that county to 
establish and operate the pilot program.

Hearings as 
unauthorized practice of law except by licensed attorneys; (7) amends GS 
150B-33(b)(8) to authorize admin. law judges to enter show cause orders 
returnable before superior court judges; (8) amends GS 150B-34(a) to require 
admin. law judges to make findings of fact and conclusions of law in contested 
cases except those under new GS 150B-36(c) regarding lack of jurisdiction, void 
rules, and civil rights orders pursuant to GS 7A-759(e); (9) adds new GS 
150B-61(c) to require agencies to notify Director of Office of Admin. Hearings 
of typographical or technical errors in agencies rules within 30 days after they 
become effective.

SPECIAL PROVISIONS 
Salaries, Retirement, and Employee Benefits 


SOC wenO— 22 p25 Salaries. Effective July 1, 1988, increases by 4.5% annual salaries of: 
Governor, Council of State, Governor’s cabinet, judges, prosecutors, public defenders, clerks of 
court, magistrates, and teachers and state employees. Effective with convening of 1989 General 


Assembly, increases legislators’ pay by 4.5% and expense allowance by $200 per month. Increases 
retirement allowances by 3.6% for various state retirement plans. 

Sec. 27. Merit pay study. Creates Legislative Study Comm’n on System of Merit Pay for State 
Employees, consisting of 16 members: six Senators appointed by Lt. Governor; six House members 
appointed by Speaker; and four persons appointed by President, State Employees Ass’n of NC, Inc., 
who also is eligible for appointment. Comm’n to study merit pay system for state employees and 
report to 1989 General Assembly on or before first day of 1989 session. Comm’n terminates on 
filing its report. 

Sec. 28. Optional retirement program contribution. Amends GS 135-5.1(c) to require that each 
employing institution must contribute on behalf of each participant in UNC optional retirement 
program an amount equal to a percentage of participant’s compensation as established by General 
Assembly from time to time (now, contribution is equal to amount which employee would be required 
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to contribute to state retirement system if employee was member of that system). 

Sec. 29. Fire and rescue squad workers pension. Amends GS 118-46 to provide that Board may 
grant qualified prior service credits to eligible firemen and rescue squad workers when Board 
determines that eligible fireman or rescue squad worker has been denied such credits through no 
fault of his own. 

Sec. 30. State worker per diem subsistence. Effective Jan. 1, 1989, amends GS 138-6(a)(3) to 
increase state worker’s per diem subsistence allowance from $52 to $55 for in-state travel and 
from $64 to $67 for out-of-state travel. 

Superior court judge’s annual subsistence allowance. Effective Jan. 1, 1989, amends GS 
7a-44(a) to increase superior court judge’s annual subsistence allowance from $6,500 to $7,000. 

Legislator’s per diem subsistence. Effective with convening of 1989 General Assembly, amends 
GS 120-3.1(a)(3) to effectively increase legislator’s per diem subsistence pay from $79 to $81. 

Sec. 31. Emergency justice and judge pay. Amends GS 7A-39.3(b) and -52(b) to increase pay 
for emergency justices and judges (appellate, superior, district) from $100 to $150 for each day 
of active service. 

Dep’t of Administration 

Sec. 32. Domestic violence grants. Directs that funds appropriated for 1988-89 grants for 
domestic violence programs shall be paid in lump sums as soon as possible after programs qualify 
for grants. 

Sec. 33. State Information Processing Services transfer. Sets Aug. 1, 1989, as effective 
date of transfer of State Information Processing Services from Dep’t of Administration to State 
Controller (now, Aug. 1, 1988). 

Sec. 34. Dep’t of Revenue computer system. Of funds appropriated in 1987 to Dep’t of Revenue 
1988-89 reserve, directs expenditure of $1,260,714 for office automation system and $400,000 for 
agency distributed computer capability in cooperation with State Information Processing Services 
(SIPS) and distributed data processing model for State Government. Directs Dep’t of Revenue to 
report progress to Governmental Operations Comm’n not later than Dec. 31, 1988. Amends GS 
143-341(9) to authorize Dep’t of Revenue to develop its own data processing system apart from 
SIPS, but directs that any deviations from SIPS’ plans, policies, procedures, requirements, rules 
or standards shall be reported to Computer Comm'n within 15 days. Directs Dep’t © to develop 
information systems capability, in cooperation with SIPS, that will distribute Dep’t’s 
information processing resources and databases between SIPS and Dep’t of Revenue. Requires that 
the distributed system provide for following services through SIPS facilities: major computer 
production processing, data communications through the state data communications network, and 
major database activity. Major data entry processing, computer program development, and computer 
program testing to take place on Dep’t’s system. Requires communications link between the two 
systems, subject to security review by Sec’y of Revenue, and requires that plans provide for data 
disaster recovery. 

Sec. 35. Computer Study Comm'n funds. Transfers $50,000 appropriated in 1987 from State 
Controller to State Information Processing Needs and Cost Study Comm’n to be used to evaluate 
State Controller’s request for redesign of state accounting system and evaluate previous 
research. 

Sec. 36. Supercomputer policy board. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 830, sec. 74, to delete specific 
allocation provisions for $18,000 reserve for supercomputer purchase and substitute general 
direction that funds be used for capital equipment, building construction, and operating expense 
and remainder placed in non-revert reserve. Directs State Computer Comm’n, or any agency it 


designates as manager for supercomputer project, to report progress to each regular monthly 
meeting of Governmental Operations Comm’n in 1988, 1989, and 1990. Prescribes contents of 
report. Provides that if Office of State Budget and Management, State Computer Comm’n, or any 


other state entity enters into contract with Microelectronics Center or any other state agency or 
non-profit corporation for management of supercomputer project and specifies a board to govern 
the project, board must consist of four members appointed by General Assembly on recommendation 
of Speaker, four members appointed by General Assembly on recommendation of Lt. Governor, four 
members appointed by Governor, Legislative Administrative Officer or his designee, and director 
of supercomputer center. Specifies categories within which appointments must be made. Provides 
that chairman and vice-chairman will be chosen by board; prohibits members of General Assembly 
from serving on board. Empowers board to approve appointment of director and set his or her 
employment conditions, approve specifications of supercomputer and recommend successful bidder 
(chosen according to standard procurement procedures), formulate and approve budget and operating 


policies of center, approve purposes of center, and generally function as center’s governing 
board. 


Sec. 38. Continue program to encourage state purchases from minority businesses. Provides 
additional $50,000 to Office of Budget and Management to continue through 1988-89 program to 
encourage state purchases from minority businesses. Adds provision that "minority businesses" to 
be encouraged must be owned by US citizens or US nationals, and requires report to 1989 House and 
Senate Base Budget Committees. 

Sec. 39. Low-level radioactive waste management. Directs that of funds appropriated to Dep’t 
of Administration for the Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Authority for 1988-89, $100,311 
be transferred to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Facility Services, Radiation Protection 
Section, to perform activities relating to siting, design, and licensing of a low-level 
radioactive waste disposal facility. 
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Sec. 40. Governor's Waste Management Board. Directs that of funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Administration for the Low-Level Radioactive Waste Management Authority for 1988-89, $50,000 be 
transferred to the Governor's Waste Management Board to develop public education program on 
low-level radioactive waste. 

Sec. 41. Rape Crisis Centers. Directs that $368,000 appropriated to Rape Crisis Centers for 
1988-89 be distributed in same proportion as federal funding lost by the centers and urges Rape 
Crisis Centers to merge operations with Domestic Violence Centers in their areas by June 30, 1989 
"since this is a one-time appropriation." (As modified by House mendment #1) 

Dep’t of State Auditor 

Sec. 42. Auditor's Hotline. Increases Dep’t of State Auditor’s budget receipts by $173,422 
for 1988-89 to fund two hotline positions to allow continuation of program of encouraging 
reporting of fraud, waste, and abuse in state government. 

Dep’t of Cultural Resources 

Sec. 43. Liberty Cart outdoor drama funds. Of 1987 funds appropriated to Dep’t of Cultural 
Resources for Aid to Theater, allocates $35,000 to Duplin Outdoor Drama Soc’y, Inc. for 1988-89 
production of "The Liberty Cart: A Duplin Story." 

Sec. 44. First for Freedom funds. Amends GS 143-104.8(c) to change name of producer of 
"First for Freedom" to Eastern Stage, Inc. 

Sec. 46. Polk Youth Center land. Provides that described state land lying beside NC Museum 
of Art and behind Polk Youth Center may not be used by the Museum of Art until Museum’s master 
site plan has been expressly approved by General Assembly and Office of State Construction. 

Sec. 47. Thomas Wolfe Historic Site Funds. Authorizes Dep’t of Cultural Resources to use 
funds available to it for the Thomas Wolfe Memorial State Historic Site for redesign of the 
building. 

Sec. 47.1. Andrew Jackson Memorial funds. Directs Dep’t of Cultural Resources to use $60,000 
of 1988-89 funds for operating staff and facilities maintenance of Andrew Jackson Memorial in 
Union County. 

Office of the Governor 

Sec. 48. Transition expenses. Amends GS 147-31.1 to set transition expense amount allowed to 

Governor-elect at $80,000 (now, $3,500), for Lieutenant Governor-elect at $10,000 (now, $1,500), 


and for newly elected non-incumbent Council of State member at $10,000 (now, no allowance). Also 
adds provision for Dep’t of Administration allot suitable office space and staff for newly 
elected non-incumbent Council of State member transition (now, allowed for Governor- and Lt. 


Governor-—elect only). 

Sec. 49. Transfer OSBM position to UNC. Authorizes transfer of Statistical Assistant V 
position and necessary funds therefor from Office of State Budget & Management to UNC Board of 
Governors for Need-Based Student Loan Program. 

Sec. (50. Funds for rejected purpose. Amends GS 143-16.3 to provide that notwithstanding any 
other provision of law no funds, except gifts and grants, may be expended for any purpose for 
which the General Assembly has considered but rejected an appropriation of funds for the current 
fiscal period (underlined phrase added). 

Dep’t of Insurance 

Sec. 52. Insurance positions transferred. Transfers Administrative Officer I position and 
associated funding in Dep’t of Insurance from fund "1220"-Company Services to "1500"-Special 
Services. 

Sec. 53. Insurance fund _ merger. Directs that fund numbers 1250 and 1500 in the Dep’t of 
Insurance be merged into a new fund number 1260-Field Services. 

Sec. 54. Mobile home warranty program. Provides that when receipts and federal funds in the 
Dep’t of Insurance are insufficient, the Dep’t may fund current positions in the Mobile Home 
Monitoring Program of Manufactured Housing Board. The Dep’t may use such funds unitl federal 
funds and fees collected pursuant to GS 143-143.11 are sufficient to fund the program; excess 
fees revert when fee revenue exceeds cost of program. 

Dep’t of Revenue 


Sec. 55. Local tax reimbursement funds estimated. Estimates $212,205,000 as total cost of 
reimbursing local governments in 1988-89 for revenue loss due to exemption from intangibles tax 
of money on deposit and accounts receivable, exemption from property tax of merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ inventories, increase in homestead exclusion for elderly and disabled, and sales 
tax exemption for food stamp purchases. Specifies source and amount of each of these 
reimbursements, and directs Fiscal Research Div’n, after consulting with State Auditor and State 


Controller, to report to 1989 General Assembly on possible alternative systems for accounting for 
them. 

Sec. 56. State/local special sales tax revenue fund. Directs Sec’y of Revenue to identify 
out-of-state retailers who are required to collect NC state and local sales taxes solely because 
they purposefully and systematically exploit the market provided by this State and would not 
otherwise be required to collect the tax, and to deposit sales tax collections from these 
retailers in State Special Revenue Fund and Local Special Revenue Fund. Provides that tax 
proceeds deposited these Special Revenue Funds will not be credited to General Fund or 
distributed to local taxing units til General Assembly so provides. 

Sec. 57. Sales-assessment ratio studies. Appropriates $89,814 for fiscal 1988-89 to the 
Dep't of Revenue from intangibles tax collections to continue through 1988-89 funding for annual 
sales—assessment ratio studies. 
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Dep’t of Community Colleges 

Sec. 59. Community college funds transfer. Repeals SL 1987, Sec. 210 and 220 (sections limit 
and regulate transfer of funds between salary and non-salary categories and between instructional 
and administrative categories). Requires State Board of Community Colleges to establish policies 
and procedures for internal budget transfers to properly account to General Assembly. Requires 
board to report transfers quarterly to Governmental Operations Comm'n, chairmen of House and 
Senate Base and Expansion Budget Committees, and Fiscal Research Div’n. 

Sec. 60. Community colleges presidential salary study. Allows State Board of Community 
Colleges to revise salary schedule for community college presidents from funds appropriated by 
Sec. 2 of act consistent with results of study of salaries by board. Salary revision not to be 
made until board has received recommendations of study and has reported to Governmental 
Operations Comm‘n, chairmen of House and Senate Base and Expansion Budget Committees, and Fiscal 
Research Div’n on any proposed modifications. 

Sec. 61. Allocation of community college funds. Repeals SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 211 and 215 
(sections set formula for computing number of full-time equivalent teaching positions in 
community college system, provide that funds appropriated by» Sec. #2, 0f¢Vacti for 4eformuala 
allocations" be allocated in accordance with administrative rule proposed by State Board of 
Community Colleges April 19, 1987, and state intent that board insure that avocational and 


practical skills classes remain without charge to senior citizens). Requires that funds 
appropriated to Dep’t of Community Colleges by Sec. 2 of act for state aid be allocated in 
accordance with procedures recommended by board at March 10, 1988 meeting. States intent that 


proper community service programs remain without charge to senior citizens. Allows board, for 
six months after effective date of act, to adopt temporary rules for state aid allocations 
without prior notice or hearing. Board to begin normal rule-making procedures on permanent 
rules, under GS Ch. 150B, Art. 2, when it adopts temporary rule. Such rules to be published by 
Director of Office of Administrative Hearings in North Carolina Register and remain effective no 
more than 180 days. 

Sec. 62. Community college trustees training course. Amends SL 1987, Sec. 216 to require 
Ass'n of Community College Trustees to report to 1989 General Assembly rather than 1987 session. 

Sec. 63. Literacy education. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 217 (literacy education program 
in community colleges) to require State Board of Community Colleges to report to 1989 General 
Assembly by May 1, 1988 (now, to 1987 General Assembly). 


Sec. 64. Class reporting date for extension FTE. Repeals SL 1987, Sec. 218 (provides that in 


calculating full-time equivalent [FTE] students enrolled in literacy education, occupational, 
avocational, practical skills, and academic extension courses, only those students in attendance 
for at least half of classes be counted). Restates this rule of calculation, but makes it 


applicable only to enrollment in literacy and occupational extension courses; allows such courses 
to be reported on contact—hour basis for budget purposes. 

Sec. 65. Union county satellite/land match. Provides that land provided by Union County on 
long-term lease satisfies matching requirement for 1988-89 appropriation for Union County 
Satellite of Anson and Stanly Community Colleges. 

Sec. 66. Cape Fear funds/land match. Declares that land provided by Pender County for Pender 
County Satellite of Cape Fear Community College satisfies the matching requirement for funds 
appropriated for fiscal 1985-86 and 1987-88. 

Sec. 67. Central Carolina Community Resource Center. Reallocates to Lee County funds 
allocated to Central Carolina Community College in SL 1987, Ch. 195, sec. 19. Directs that funds 
be used to build a community resource center for use by both county and college, and requires 
county to provide additional $2 million for construction. 

Sec. 68. Haywood CC matching exemption. Provides that no match required for 1988-89 funds 
appropriated for capital construction at Haywood Community College. 

Sec. 2/70, J/3>. COUNLY. ALLOcAatl ons Provides that funds appropriated in 1988-89 for capital 
projects at Hoke Satellite of Sandhills Community College, and Watauga Satellite of Caldwell 
Community College are allocated to Hoke, and Watauga Counties, respectively. 

Sec. 72. Macon fire training center. Directs that funds appropriated in 1988-89 for Macon 
Satellite, Southwestern Community College, be spent only for regional fire training center. 

Sec... ./4.,. AllocationuoL community college funds. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 795, Sec. 19, to make 
the following additional appropriations for 1988-89 capital improvements projects in the 
community college system. See Capital Improvements Table, above. 

Authorizes use of these funds for other capital purposes if institution deems it appropriate. 
Dep’t of Public Education 

Sec. 77. Student assessment grades 1 and 2. Amends GS 115cC-174.11(a) (annual testing of 
students in basic subjects) to require (1) that State Board of Education adopt and provide to 
local school units, individualized assessment instruments, not standardized tests, for first and 
second grades, and (2) that local units use these instruments. Requires board to report to 
Senate and House Appropriations Committees on Education before March 1, 1989, as well as to 
Governmental Operations Comm’n, concerning its tests. Transfers $152,000 within Dep’t of Public 
Education budget to fund test development. 

Secr. 1a. Summer school-twelfth grade. Allows Dep’t of Public Education to use funds 
appropriated for fiscal 1987-88 and requires use of 1988-89 funds for remedial summer school for 
twelfth-grade students as well as other students. Also authorizes local boards to use funds for 
summer school to prepare students for Scholastic Aptitude Test. 
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Sec. 79. Staff development. (1) Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 203 (1987-88 funds for staff 
development at local school units) to provide that funds remain available until September 30 
(now, September 1) 1988, and that in 1988-89 and later fiscal years such funds become available 
on July 1 of each fiscal year and remain available until September 30 of next fiscal year, and 
(2) requires State Board of Education to allocate $280,000 of Dep’t of Public Education staff 
development funds for staff development of school food service personnel. 

Sec. 80. Textbook services/accounting support. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 175 to provide 
that funds for managing accountant for Textbook Fund may be used for fiscal 1988-89 as well as 
1987-88. 

Sec. 81. School custodian training program. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 794, Sec. 1 to allow Dep’t 
of Public Education to allow school custodian training funds for fiscal 1988-89 as well as 
1987-88. 

Sec. 83. Flexibility in use of school funds/study. Requires Governmental Operations Comm’n 
to study feasibility of allowing local school units more flexibility in use of state funds for 
operations, and make recommendations, if any, to 1989 General Assembly. 

Sec. 84. Teacher certification staff. Requires Controller of State Board of Education to 
transfer, at request of Dep’t of Public Instruction, personnel and support within dep’t to remedy 
backlog in teacher certification. 

Sec. 85. Teachers with master’s degrees-—salary increase. Amends portions of SL 1979, Ch. 
T1397, poly 198T) Chaiit053) Sti9e85)5 chi 675 7kandwt014 | tandeSiw1.987 ..ch 4.876 (to provide that teacher 
awarded higher teaching certificate any time after September 1, 1980 is entitled to credit for 
all previous teaching experience for purposes of placement on salary schedule. Requires Dep’t of 
Public Education to use fiscal 1988-89 funds to implement change. 

Sec. 86. School finance pilot project continued. Requires State Board of Education to 
continue School Finance Pilot Project (established under SL 1983, Ch. 761 and SL 1985, Ch. 646) 
through fiscal 1988-89. Requires each participating project to give State Board, before 
September 1988 meeting, statement of (1) budget flexibility it requests, (2) how requested 
flexibility would change its budget, and (3) goals it intends to accomplish with the flexibility. 
Projects may not deviate from proposals authorized by board at September meeting. Board to 
report to Governmental Operations Comm’n concerning September reports of participating projects 
and on what it has authorized for 1988-89. Participating projects to report to board at March 
1989 meeting on results of the authorized budget flexibility, and board to report results to 
General Assembly in March 1989. 

Sec. 87. Use of funds for teachers. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 209(b) to require State 
Board of Education to report to Governmental Operations Comm’n concerning alternative use of 
Basic Education Funds for curricular offerings, and makes section application to fiscal 1988-89 
as well as 1987-88. 

Sec. 88. Robeson school transition funds. Permits interim school board in Robeson County to 
request up to $200,000 in 1988-89 for use in preparing for and implementing merger of Robeson 
County’s school units. Directs that any money so requested to be deducted from moneys county 
would have received during 1989-91 for central office personnel. 

Sec. 89. Class size and teacher allotment. Rewrites GS 115c-301, -—47(10), and -276(k) to 
provide for consistency between sections. Permits State Board of Education to waive class size 
maximums or allot additional positions when exception results from exceptional circumstances, 
emergencies, or acts of God; from large changes in student population; from organizational 
problems caused by remote geographic location; or from classes organized for a soliary curricular 
area. Provides that if superintendent willfully fails to comply with requirements of GS 
115c-301, state to cut off state funds for that superintendent. Repeals GS 115Cc-82 (maximum 
class size for kindergarten). 

Sec. 90. Programs for academically gifted. Directs that $3 million of 1988-89 appropriation 
to Dept. of Public Education be used for programs for academically gifted students and directs 
that State Board of Education study effectiveness of such programs, with quarterly reports on 
Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations. 

Sec. 91. Dropout prevention/in-school suspension. Permits using $150,000 of appropriation 
for Dropout Prevention/In-School Suspension program for 8 pilot public/private educational 
compacts and 8 parental involvement pilot programs and for Dep’t of Public Instruction’s dropout 
prevention staff. 

Sec. 92. School office support personnel. Effective July 1, 1989, directs that no full-time 
school office support employees paid in whole or part from state funds to be paid less’ than 
$1,084 per month and that average for such employees to be $1,167 per month. Directs State Board 
of Education to request any additional funds required for this change in 1989-91 budget request. 
Requires State Board of Education to recmmend a new salary schedule to General Assembly before 
March 1, 1989. 


Sec. 93. Uniform education reporting system. Directs that $6,870,000 of 1988-89 


appropriation to Dept. of Public Education be used to complete implementation of Uniform 
Education Reporting System by Sept. 1, 1989. Requires quarterly reports to Joint Legislative 
Comm’n on Governmental Operations on progress in implementation. 

Sec. 94. School transportation study. Allows controller of State Board of Education to use 
up to $50,000 of public school transportation funds to study use of such funds, and report 
results to Education Subcommittee of Governmental Operations Comm’n by Feb. 1, 1989. 

neo 995% Funding of school facilities study. Directs Joint Legislative Commission on 
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Governmental Operations to (1) study feasibility of full state funding of public school capital 


facilities, and (2) perform an inventory and survey of abandoned school buildings to determine 
feasibility of using them for other cmomunity needs, with report to 1989 General Assembly. 
Sec. 96. Physical education teacher certification. Amends GS _ 115C-296(a) (teacher 


certification) to prohibit State Board of Education from decreasing certification standards for 
physical education teachers or health education teachers below standards in effect on June 1, 
1988. 

Sec. 97. Superintendents salary. Amends SL 1979 (1980 session), Ch. 1137, Sec. 19.1(g) to 
provide that amount superintendent receives in state salary under that secion may not be 
decreased in a school year. 

Sec. 97.1 Emergency funds, public schools. Directs Dep’t of Public Education, to extent 
funds are available, to allocate up to $300,000 from excess collections pursuant to School 
Facilities Finance Act of 1987 to provide mobile classroom units for Four Oaks School in Johnston 
County for students displaced by fire. Provides that title to mobile classrooms must be 
transferred to State when Johnston County no longer needs them and classrooms may be reassigned 
elsewhere when appropriate. 

Sec. 97.4. Project Teach initiative. Permits $73,000 of appropriation to Dep’t of Public 
Education to be used to maintain Project Teach Initiative in Robeson, Pitt, Cumberland, Warren, 
Halifax, Northampton, Durham City, and Greensboro school units and to expand project to at least 
two more units. Directs that current project, in at least two counties, be expanded to focus on 
parents of 7th grade students. 

Sec. 97.2 School facility minimum standards. Requests State Board of Education to review the 
adopted school facility standards and consult with appropriate groups, including county 
commissioners and members of local school boards, in regard to the standards. Permits Board to 
review standards. Requests Board to complete procedure by Dec. 15, 1988. 

Sec. 97.3. Before and after school care. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Public Education 
for 1988-89 fiscal year, $4.2 million must be used to establish program of incentive grants of 
$30,000 each for local school units to provide before and after school school care for school age 
children. Of these funds, $2.1 million is for programs for grades K-5 and $2.1 million for 
grades 6-9. Funds to remain available under June 30, 1991. Local programs must be designed to 
become self-supporting through parent fees, grants, and community resources. Sets out procedures 
for applying for grants and operation of programs. Requires Dep’t of Public Instruction to 
report to General Assembly in March, 1989 on local school units’ progress in implementing 
programs. 

University of North Carolina 

Sec. 98. Scallop reseeding/aguaculture. Requires UNC Sea Grant College Program to conduct 
two-year program to test replenishment of bay scallop population by reseeding and aquaculture of 
bay scallops. University to make interim report on results of test to 1989 General Assembly and 
final report to its 1990 Session. Requires UNC Board of Governors to allocate $45,000 of 1988-89 
funds to Sea Grant Program to implement test program. 

Sec. 99. ECU Med School Medicare-Medicaid reimbursement. Amends Si 1987, “Ch. 738, Sec: 
231(b) (provides for sharing Pitt County Memorial Hospital Medicare-Medicaid reimbursement 
between ECU Medical School and school’s Medical Faculty Practice Plan) to continue provisions 
until June 30, 1989. 

Sec. 100. Shift premium pay/nursing salaries. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 9 (shift premium 
pay for ‘state employees) to extend coverage of medical personnel to salary grade 75 (now, ends at 
73), and limits premium pay for medical personnel to 20% of salary for weekday nights and 30% for 
weekend nights. Permits use of $3.5 million appropriate for Reserve for Salary Adjustments in 
fiscal 1988-89 to be used for salaries for nurses and licensed practical nurses, if approved by 
Office of State Budget & Management. 

Sec. 101. University fund transfer for certain programs. Allows UNC Board of Governors to 
transfer $5.5 million from 1988-89 base budget appropriations for utilities among UNC constituent 
institutions to fund university-wide needs in computing, medical education, inter—institutional 
programs, basic program support, physical plant operations, and repairs. 

Sec. 4,102 ECU budget code division. Divides $100,903,641 appropriated for 1988-89 for 


current operations of ECU into two budget operating codes: academic affairs —- $58,785,253; and 
health affairs (including ECU Medical School) -- $42,118,388. 

Sec. 103. Autistic adults funds. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 795, Sec. 24 (use of funds by TEACCH 
{autistic children’s program at UNC Medical School) for adult living and training center) to 


prohibit more than $39,000 being expended for services of Autistic Foundation of NC. 

Sec. 105. Regional TEACCH Center. Directs that $226,856 of 1988-89 appropriation to UNC-CH, 
Health Affairs, to be used to establish a pilot regional TEACCH Center to service Triad area. 
Provides project to be funded by transfer of appropriations from physical plant operations made 
possible by increased amount of the 30% of overhead receipts transferred into that budget 
purpose. 

Sec. 107. Centennial Campus. Allocates $1.5 million of appropriation for Cenennial Campus at 
NCSU for planning and development of sports arena, if matched on one-to-one basis from non-state 
funds, and if one-half seats to be allocated to students for regular NCSU athletic contests held 
at arena. States General Assembly intent to match nonstate funds received in excess of $1.5 
million. : 
Judicial Department 
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Sec. 109. Death penalty resource center funds. Of funds appropriated to Judicial Dep't 
for fiscal 1988-89 and included in act for indigent counsel fees, $191,505 must be used by Office 
of Appellate Defender for Death Penalty Resource Center. 

Sec. 111. Ass’t DAs added. Amends GS 7A-60(al) to add one assistant district attorney each 
in prosecutorial districts 3A, 17A, 19A, 19B, and 21. 


Sec. 112. Technical corrections, judicial elections. Amends SL EOS) | cn. 2056, Sec. 6. to 
provide that additional judgment for District Court District 16A shall be filled as if a vacancy 
had occurred on April 1, 1989. Clarifies that successor will be elected in Nov., 1990, and every 


four years thereafter. Clarifies effective date of repeal of SL 1987, Ch. 1037, Sec. 16. 

See.) List Indigents’ attorneys fund; other related changes. Effective July 1, 1988, AOC must 
place $3 million from Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund in reserve for capital cases and for 
transcripts, professional examinations, and expert witness fees, to be alloted as_ neeeded. 
Effective July 1, 1988, AOC must allot $9,774,636 from Fund for adult, juvenile, and guardian ad 
litem cases for 1988-89 fiscal year to each judicial district where superior and district court 
districts are coterminous, and otherwise by county, according to caseload of indigent persons who 
were not represented by public defender in districts or counties during 1987-88. Requires AOC to 
notify all senior resident superior court judges, chief district court judges, and clerk of 
superior court for each county of amount available for district or county immediately after 
allotment is made and amount that remains for district or county at end of each month of fiscal 
year. Sets out notification requirement by above judges to other judges. States that General 
Assembly requests AOC to develop fee schedule for attorneys of indigent persons for paying 
counsel on per case basis and report to 1989 General Assembly before March 1, 1989. 

Amends GS 7A-458 to delete, in determining indigent counsel’s fee, considering factor of 
fee usually charged in similar cases. Makes clear that judge setting fee is judge who heard 
case. Amends GS 7A-456 to require that judicial official determining indigency must notify 
defendant that false material statement under oath about indigency is perjury and must explain 
meaning and consequences of committing perjury. Requires clerk of superior court in county in 
which determination of indigency was made, after person was determined to be indigent, to make 
reasonable effort to determine--except for property listed when person was found indigent-—-that 
person owns no real property in county.

Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Justice in fiscal 1988-89, $25,000 each shall be used by Chatham and Vances counties for law 
enforcement at public access and camping areas during peak use times at Jordan and Kerr lakes. 
Counties to report before Dec. 1, 1988 on expenditure of these funds to Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and Fiscal Research Division. 

Sec. 115. Use of seized and forfeited property by state law enforcement agencies. Provides 
that assets transferred to Dep’ts of Justice and Crime Control and Public Safety during fiscal 
1988-89 pursuant to 19 US Code Sec. 1616a (allowing federal gov’t to transfer seized or forfeited 
property to state or local agencies) are to be credited to the respective dep’ts’ budgets and are 


to result in an increase of law enforcement resources for those dep’ts. Each dep’t is to report 
in advance to Joint Legislative Comm’n on Governmental Operations on how it intends to use the 
assets. Dep’ts may not use such assets for new projects, acquisition of real property, repair of 


buildings involving structural change, or construction of or additions to buildings without 
General Assembly’s prior approval. Specifies that section does not apply to the extent that it 
prevents NC law enforcement agencies from receiving funds from US Dep’t of Justice pursuant to 19 
US Code Sec. 16l6a. 

Sec. 116.1 Uniform laws comm’n funds. Of funds appropriated for 1988-89 fiscal year to 
Contingency and Emergency Fund, $20,000 must be allocated to Dep’t of Justice for Uniform Laws 
Comm’n to support travel to necessary meetings. 

Sec. 117. SBI lab located on Garner Road campus. Requires that new SBI Laboratory must be 
located on Garner Road Campus and funds may not be used to locate lab elsewhere. 

Dep’t of Crime Control & Public Safety 

Sec. at 16.. Dep't receipts from property, equipment sales study. Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations and Fiscal Research Division may study Dep’t of Crime Control and Public Safety's 
reporting, accounting for, and use of receipts from sale of property or equipment by Dep’t 
without General Assembly’s prior approval. 

Dep’t of Correction 

Sec. 120. Gate money increase. Amends GS 148-13(a) to provide that the amount of cash 
awarded to a prisoner on discharge or parole after being incarcerated for two years or longer is 
to be at least $45. Amends GS 148-60.1 (allowances for paroled prisoner) to specify that Parole 
Comm’n may, in its discretion, provide for paroled prisoner to receive at least $45 (was, no more 
than $25) on release. Increase in money that may be awarded to discharged or paroled prisoner is 
to be paid from funds appropriated to Dep’t of Correction for fiscal 1988-89. 

Sec. 121. Limits on use of prison personnel funds. Specifies that funds appropriated to 
Dep't of Correction for new expansion budget personnel positions are to be used for those 
positions and may not be expended for any other purpose. Provides that funds appropriated to 
Dep’t of Correction and held in reserve for Craggy Correctional Center and for Buncombe 
Correctional Center may not be expended for new personnel positions until the new facilities are 
within 90 days of completion, and may then only be used for the new positions at those facilities 
as set out in the expansion budget. 
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Sec. 122. Johnston prison security funds. Of funds appropriated for 1988-89 fiscal year to 
Office of State Budget and Management for new prison construction, an electronic perimeter 


security system may be purchased and installed at Johnston County Prison Unit. Amends SL 1987, 
Ch. 795, Sec. 14(b) to deletes authorization for system at McCain Prison in Hoke County. 

Sec. 123. Prison facilities construction funds. Of funds appropriated for fiscal 1988-89 to 
Office of State Budget and Management, $17,447,391 must be used to construct two 104-bed medium 
custody dormitories each at Harnett Prison Unit and Johnston Prison Unit; one 104-bed medium 
custody dormitory each at Franklin Prison Unit and Sampson Prison Unit; support facilities at 
preceding units; and contract for outside professional assistance in administering these funds. 
Sets out details of contracts, statutory law exemptions, and the like. Requires Office to report 
to cochairmen of Prison Construction Subcommittee of Comm’n on Governmental Operations at least 
monthly and to report quarterly to Comm’n on the funds allocated for these units. 

Sec. 124. Caledonia prison wastewater facility. Of funds appropriated for 1988-89 fiscal 
year, proper wastewater treatment facility must be provided for Caledonia Prison Farm. Requires 
Dep’t of Correction to report quarterly to specified legislative chairmen, Comm’n on Governmental 
Operations, and Fiscal Research Division on expenditures made to implement this provision. 

Sec. 125. Johnston prison chapel donation. Authorizes Office of State Budget & Management to 
accept donation from At the Foot of the Cross Chapel, Inc. for building extension to proposed 
support building to be used as chapel for Johnston County Prison Unit. 

Sec. 126. Sampson prison chapel donation. Authorizes Office of State Budget and Management 
to accept donation from Clinton Ministerial Ass’n Prison Chapel Fund in amount of $30,407.98 to 
build extension to proposed support services building at Sampson County Prison Unit. Extension 
to serve as chapel for unit. If building is not constructed, donation for chapel may not be 
accepted. 

Sec. 126.1 Substance abuse program personnel. Amends gsSi1e0198'7, © *Che) 730) SGC. gel iar. 
establishing Substance Abuse Program in Dep’t of Correction, to require Dep’t to employ 
Correctional Administrator I and Secretary IV to manage programs for offenders with substance 
abuse problems. Provides that Administrator is to report to Ass’t Sec’y for Substance Abuse. 
Authorizes Dep’t to use up to $81,000 of funds available to it in 1988-89 to fund these 
positions. (Senate amendment #20) 

Dep’t of Human Resources 


Sec. 127. Lenox Baker transfer. Corrects repealing provision reference to GS 143B-173(a) (3) 
in act transferring Lenox Baker Hospital from state control. Effective Aug. 14, 1987. 

Sec. 128. Caswell County Medical Center. Appropriates $145,000 for 1988-89 from Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Facility Services, funds for construction of extension to Caswell 


County Medical Center. 

Sec. 129. Pregnancy prevention program funds. Provides that social services block grant 
funds approriated to various agencies by SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 100, are to be used for 
adolescent pregnancy prevention and prematurity prevention projects. Agencies are to report to 
Dep’t of Human Resources on specifics of programs so Dep’t may evaluate them. Dep’t must report 
to General Assembly no later than May 1, 1989, on programs. 

Sec. 130. Respite care program. Amends respite care program provisions of SL 1987, Ch. 738, 
Sec. 101(a) to provide program is available to caregivers who are not eligible for respite care 
services through NC Medicaid program, and appropriates $300,000 to program for 1988-89. 

Sec. 131. Health promotion funds. Appropriates from Preventive Health Block Grant funds in 
Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, $333,304 to 29 risk reduction projects funded 
in 1986-87 at the same allocation rate used in that year and appropriates an additional $6,000 to 
each. of the 29 projects and $285,461 to be divided equally among the remaining local health 
departments for risk reduction projects. 

Sec. 132. Medicaid drug allowances. Amends 1987 SL, Ch. 738, Sec. 67(a)(5), to increase 
amount allowed for professional services related to drug costs to $4.04 (was $3.85). 

Sec. 134. Youth substance abuse services plan. Appropriates from Alcohol and Drug Abuse 
Treatment and Rehabilitation Block Grant funds in Dep’t of Human Resources $2,930,864 for 1988-89 
to continue services in accordance with the Youth Substance Abuse Plan transmitted by Sec’y of 
Human Resources to Mental Health Study Comm'n on March 1, 1987, as amended April 28, 1987. 

Sec. 135. Eastern region detox funds. Appropriates $284,530 from Alcohol, Drug Abuse, Mental 
Health Services Block Grant funds in Dep’t of Human Resources and $68,580 from Alcohol, Drug 
Abuse Treatment and Rehabilitation Block Grant funds to Dep’t of Human Resources for 1988-89 for 
nonhospital based medical detox programs at the following service authorities: Tideland, Pitt, 
Onslow, and Roanoke-—Chowan. 

Sec. 137. Waste water disposal and treatment study. Directs that of funds appropriated to 
Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, $20,000 be allocated to Craven County for 
consulting services and technical assistance. Directs Div’n of Health Services to review 
sub-surface waste water disposal and treatment in Brunswick, Craven, and Pender counties and 


report to Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations and the Fiscal Research Div’n by 
Dec..4. 4a 988. 


Sec. 138. Alcohol Rehabilitation Center study. Directs Dep’t of Human Resources to conduct 
study of the feasibility of operating 3 Alcohol Rehabilitation Centers as nonmedical 


rehabilitation facilities and report its findings to the Human Resources committees of the House 
and Senate appropriations committees by March 15, 1989. 


Sec. 139. Community Work Experience Program. Directs that of funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
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Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services, for 1988-89, $154,000 be used to implement the 
community work experience program in Anson, Burke, Duplin, Madison, Martin, Pamlico, and 
Rockingham counties. 

Sec. 140. UNC pilot program for children. Directs UNC-CH to allocate up to $188,397 of 
overhead receipts from Div’n of Health Affairs to develop, in conjuction with the 
Orange—Person-Chatham Mental Health, Mental Retardation and Substance Abuse Program, a_ pilot 
program to train professionals to work in public sector mental health programs and to provide 
community-based treatment for emotionally disturbed children. 


Sec. 141. Federal Catastrophic Health Coverage Allocation. Directs that of funds 
appropriated to Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Medical Assistance, $4,900,000 shall be used 


to implement the Federal Catastrophic Health Coverage Act of 1988. $400,000 may be used for 
administrative and start-up costs for 1988-89. 
Sec. 142. Federal funds/vocational rehabilitation allocations. Directs that of the federal 


funds available to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Vocational Rehab., through Title I, 
Sec. 110 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, the following funds be used for the indicated 
purposes: $1,398,012-to expand vocational high school employment transition program to assist 
handicapped students; $266,200-rehabilitation program for Social Security Disability recipients; 
$98,999-Supported Employment Program; and $58,374-hire 2 engineering technicians to work with the 
4 rehabilitation engineers at the Div’n Directs that of federal funds available to Dep't of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Services for the Blind, through Title I, Sec. 110 of the Rehabilitation 
Act of 1973, $361,000 be used in 1988-89 for new contracts at the Division’s Sheltered Workshops. 
Directs that of the federal funds available to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Vocational 
Rehabilitation, through sections 2209 and 2344 of P.L. 97-35, $810,500 for 1988-89 be used to 
purchase computer equipment necessary to complete the last phase of implementing the on-line data 
processing system for local Vocational Rehabilitation Unit offices. 

Sec. 143. ACCESS Position. Directs that $37,050 of the funds allocated by 1987 SL, Ch. 830, 
Sec. 116(a), to the Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Vocational Rehabilitation, be used to fund 
a position to continue publication of the guidebook ACCESS. 

Sec. 144. Lifeguardianship program. Directs that $100,000 of funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, Prescription Drug Program for the Disabled, for 
1988-89 be transferred to the Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse 
Services, to be used for the Lifeguardianship Program for Developmentally Disabled. 

Sec. *+46% Child foster care program positions. Provides that notwithstanding GS 143-16.3, 
Dep’t of Human Resources, Div’n of Social Services, with the approval of the Office of State 
Budget, may establish 2 positions in child foster care and child placing licensure services from 
an internal reallocation of positions, if available. 

Sec. 148. Chronically mentally ill funds. Directs that $1,500,000 appropriated to Dep’t of 
Human’ Resources, Div’n of Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services, for 
1988-89 for the chronically mentally ill shall be allocated to the Dept’s regions on a per capita 
basis. 

Seco 48.5 Reporting on maternal and child health programs. Amends Sec. 92(b), Ch. 738, SL 
1987 to require Division of Health Services to report results of specified determinations about 
maternal and child health programs to Dep’t of Human Resources subcommittees of House and Senate 
appropriations committees (now, Comm’n on Governmental Operations) and Fiscal Reserch Division by 
Aprzi,.15,° 1989. 

Sec. 148.4. Inflationary increase in State aid to local agencies. Provides that act includes 
funds for inflationary increases in certain local programs, including 4.5% salary increase in 
fiscal 1988-89, to be carried forward into fiscal 1989-90, computed on share paid by State, where 
State is presently providing aid. Directs that funds be certified to State agencies as detailed 
in State budget and distributed to local agencies’ programs using same allocation methods by 
which present aid is distributed. 

Sec. 148.5. Prescription drugs for disabled. Directs that of funds appropriated to Div’n of 
Health Services, $240,000 for fiscal 1988-89 be used to continue the prescription drug 
reimbursement program for the disabled to provide assistance in purchasing prescription drugs to 
people terminated from Social Security Disability Program from March 1, 1981, through September 
30, 1983, as begun by Sec. 64(1), Ch. 1034, SL 1983. Requires that program serve only North 
Carolina residents and that Sec’y of DHR adopt rules for operating the program pursuant to 
recommendations of Disability Task Force as authorized by Sec. 82, Ch. 757, SL 1985. 

Directs that $60,000 of funds appropriated to Div’n of Health Services for the prescription 
drug program for fiscal 1988-89 be transferred to Office of the Secretary to continue the Social 
Security Disability Program Hotline, these funds to be in addition to the Hotline’s budget of 
$56,828 for fiscal 1988-89. Requires program to provide information to citizens on their rights 
under the Social Security Disability Program and work with Disability Task Force in addressing 
recommendations of General Assembly’s Disability Review Study Comm’n. Specifies that program’s 
legal work to be supervised by an attorney from DHR. 

Requires Sec’y of DHR to report to human resources subcommittees of House and Senate 
appropriations committees by May 1, 1989, on expenditure of funds required by preceding 
provisions. Directs that of funds appropriated to Office of Secretary of DHR, $9,000 for fiscal 
1988-89 be used to continue the Disability Task Force established by Sec. 82, Ch. 757, SL 1985. 

Sec. 148.6. Willie M. report. Rewrites Sec. 82(e), Ch. 738, SL 1987 to require DHR and Dep’t 
of Public Instruction to submit joint report to Governor and General Assembly on progress in 
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serving members of the Willie M. class by May 1, 1989 (was, May 1, 1988). 

Sec. 148.8. Pioneer Project reimbursement authorization. Authorizes DHR to make payments of 
ADAP, ADAP Transportation, Developmental Day, Outpatient Commitment, and any other funds that 
they mat be directed to pay on a subsidy basis, on a unit cost reimbursement basis to Pioneer 
Project sites in accordance with Pioneer Project procedures established pursuant to Sec. 87, Ch. 
I38;°SLF1L967% 

See, **1L4879% Group home program fundst” Rewrites=oSec...45,. 6¢h. 630,,- -SheL9S7* Oto addogthe 
following Area Mental Health, Mental Retardation, and Substance Abuse Services Programs to those 
to receive funds for start-up and operational costs in group homes and apartment living programs:

accordance with Child Mental Health Plan adopted as policy guidance by SL 1987, Ch. 830, Sec. 39, 
and in accordance with Div’n’s plan to use $55,000 of these funds for community based services to 
alleviate over-census conditions in adolescent unit at Cherry Hospital. Specifies that allocated 
funds are in addition to those allocated in SL 1987, Ch. 830, Sec. 39. 

Sec. 148.11. Catholic Social Ministries grant in aid. Rewrites Sec. 27, Ch. 830, SL 1987 to 
allocate $39,807 of funds appropriated to DHR to include Catholic Social Ministries in the 
private child caring institutions receiving State grants-in-aid. 

Sec. 148.12. In-home aging services. Of funds appropriated from General Fund to Div’n of 
Aging in DHR, allocates $720,000 for fiscal 1988-89 for additional in-home aide services to 
enable the frail elderly to remain in their homes and avoid institutionalization. Directs Div’n 
to administer the in-home aide services and activities funded by the section and to choose 
in-home service providers on the basis of a competitive bid process that includes the following 
criteria: documented capacity to provide care, adequacy of quality assurance, training, 
supervision, abuse prevention, complaint mechanisms, and costs. Requires that funds allocated by 
the Div’n pursuant to the section be allocated by October 1, 1988. 

Sec. 148.13. Caregiver support. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of Aging in DHR, allocates 
$1,008,000 for fiscal 1988-89 for services that support family caregivers of elderly persons with 
physical or mental functional disabilities who want to stay in their homes but need assistance 
with activities of daily living in order to remain at home. Authorizes use of allocated funds 
for purchase of following services: (1) respite care services, under rules adopted by. DHR on 
behalf of Div’n of Aging; (2) respite care and adult day care services, under rules adopted 
pursuant to Title IIIB of the Older Americans Act; (3) stipends for senior companions, modeled 
after the federal Senior Companion program; (4) other related services that meet needs not now 
adequately addressed by the services described above. 

Specifies that Div’n of Aging (1) shall expend funds for these services according to the 
population of persons age 70 and above in each region; (2) must use a minimum of 93% of the funds 
for the services described above; (3) may use only a maximum of 7% of the funds for technical 
assistance; (4) may contract for technical assistance, to include training assistance, 
coordination of service delivery and funding sources, and ideas for innovative ways to build a 
lasting system of services for family caretakers. Requires that funds be allocated by October 
171988: 

Sec. 148.14. Pre-school visually impaired program. Of funds appropriated to DHR, Div’n of 
Schools for the Deaf and Blind, allocates $22,783 from line item 14424-1101-1211 to line item 
14424-1701-1291 to continue to provide educational services to pre-school visually impaired 
children. 

Sec. 148.15. Extended nursing home care. Rewrites Sec. 67(a)(8), Ch. 738, SL 1987 to add 
private duty nursing to services covered under the Medical Assistance (Medicaid) Program, in 
accordance with reimbursement plans developed by DHR. 

Sec. 148.16. Aging matching federal funds. Effective July 1, 1988, authorizes DHR, Div’n of 
Aging, to use funds appropriated to Sec’y’s office for State matching necessary to draw down 
federal money available through new Title III-D of Older Americans Act for in-home services for 
frail elderly, including those with Alzheimer’s Disease. 


Sec. 148.17. Intermediate care facility group homes. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of 
Mental Health, Mental Retardation & Substance Abuse Services, allocates $240,000 for start-up 


costs of following group care homes: Gaston Residential Services, Inc. ($96,000), Piedmont 
Residential Development Center, Inc. ($96,000), and Stanly Group Homes’ for the Autistic, Inc. 
($48,000). 

Sec. 148.18. Environmental health programs and services. Of funds appropriated to Div’n of 
Health Services, allocates $300,000 to provide environmental health programs and services at 
local level. Requires funds to be allocated on equal per county basis. Requires report to 
Comm'n on Governmental Operations. 

Sec. 149. Last Chance for Children (Jackson County). Directs that of 1988-89 funds 


appropriated to Dep’t of Human Resources, $75,000 be used by Jackson County for a residential 
treatment facility for the "Last Chance for Children" program 

Sec. 150. Last Chance for Children funds transfer. Provides that funds appropriated by SL 
1987, Ch. 830, Sec. 36, be carried forward in 1988-89 and used for purchase of property and 
construction of this residential treatement facility in Jackson County. 


Sec. 151.1, Mountain Area Obstetrical Program. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Human 
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Resources, Div’n of Health Services, allocates $480,000 for 1988-89 to Mountain Area Health 
Education Center for obstetrical education program. 
Dep’t of Agriculture 


Sec. 153. Timber sales account, Peanut Belt Research Station land purchase. Authorizes Dep’t 
of Agriculture to use funds from the timber sales account to purchase land near Peanut Belt 


Research Station at Lewiston—Woodville. 


Sec. 5 Rol YN Northeast Farmers’ Market funding. Allocates funds appropriated in 1985 for 
establishment of Northeastern NC Farmers Market as follows: $200,000 to complete Pasquotank 


County farmers market; $389,215 to establish Northeastern Marketing Center; $125,000 to complete 
construction of restaurant at Raleigh horse barn; and $100,000 to establish Martin County farmers 
market. 

Sec. 155. Pseudorabies funds. Allocates $835,758 of 1988-89 appropriation to Dep’t of 
Agriculture to reserve for testing all swine herds to determine those herds infected with 
pseudorabies virus; directs Dep’t, in establishing rules to control spread of pseudorabies, to 


not unreasonably restrict growth of swine industry. (As modified by House amendment: #7) 

Bec. 155. Drought emergency reserve. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Agriculture, 
allocates $1 million to reserve for drought emergency. Directs Dep’t to develop criteria and 
policies for disbursement of the fund, receive applications for relief, and recommend to Council 
of State applicants in greatest need. Empowers Council of State to authorize expenditures from 


fund on recommendation of Dep’t of Agriculture. 
Dep’t of Commerce 


Sec. 156. International development funds. Directs Dep’t of Commerce to use $60,000 of 
1988-89 appropriation for its Japan Office for leasing real property and $22,000 for Dusseldorf 


office for data-processing equipment. 

Sec. 156.1. Microenterprise funds. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of Commerce, allocates 
$500,000 to Rural Economic Development Center, Inc. to establish pilot program to develop 
Microenterprise Fund. Requires interim and final reports to 1989 General Assembly. 

Sec. 156.3. Employment Security Comm’n funds. Appropriates $1.1 million in 1988-89 from 
Special Employment Security Administration Fund to Employment Security Comm’n to administer 
Veterans Employment, Employment Services, and Unemployment Insurance programs. Requires monthly 
report from Comm’n to Governmental Operations Comm'n before expenditure of funds, and expenditure 
of federal funds before expenditure of these appropriated funds. Appropriates $1,642,685 in 
1988-89 from Worker Training Trust Fund to Comm’n for operation of local offices at 1986-87 level 
of service. 

Dep’t of Natural Resources & Community Development 

Sec. 157. Water quality program positions. Appropriates to Dep’t of Natural Resources & 
Community Development up to $819,350 from water quality fees to fund no more than 23 positions in 
the water quality program to reduce backlog of permit applications. 

Sec. 258. Waynesborough Park. Provides that $300,000 in matching funds in SL 1987, Ch. 795, 
sec. 7 for construction of amphitheater at Waynesborough Park are to be matched on the basis of 2 
state dollars for every local dollar. 

Sec. 159. Air quality program positions. Appropriates to Dep’t of Natural Resources & 
Community Development up to $150,000 from air quality fees to fund no more than 5 positions in 
air quality program to conduct permitting and monitoring activities. 

Sec, 160. Civil works projects. Alloctes $503,000 of 1988-89 appropriation to Dep’t of 
Natural Resources & Community Development as follows: $75,000 for Beaufort harbor project; 
$300,000 for Wilmington harbor project; $28,000 for New River inlet project; and $100,000 to 
study feasibility of deepending Morehead City harbor. 

Sec. 161. Zoological park funds. Allocates $2 million of 1988-89 appropriation to Dep’t of 
Natural Resources & Community Development to NC Zoological Park, if matched by Zoological Park 
Soc’y with $1 private funds for each $4 state funds. Unencumbered funds not to revert. 

Sec. 161.3. Use of water and sewer grant funds. Provides that funds allocated to local 
governments from funds appropriated to Office of State Budget & Management for sewer and water 
grants must be spent for a public purpose. Provides that real or personal property purchased 


with funds remains property of local government, wqhich may grant utility easements. Funds may 
not supplant local funds for property purchased for or given to a private, for-profit 
corporation. 


Sec. 161.4. Buxton Woods funds. Provides that $300,000 of funds allocated in SL 1987, Ch. 
795, Sec. 7 must be used to purchase land at Buxton Woods in Dare County. 

Dep’t of Transportation 

Sec. 162.9 Airport “loan funds: Authorizes Dep’t of Transportation to transfer up to $1 
million from State Aid to Airports Reserve Account to a revolving fund for loans for construction 
of hangars and related facilities. 

Sec. 164. Essential air service. Amends GS 63-67 to add to the activities eligible for loans 
and grants of state funds the preservation or enhancement of essential air service as defined by 
the Federal Aviation Act. 

Sec. 165. P.B. Raiford Airport. Directs that $25,000 of monies appropriated for state aid to 
airports in 1988-89 be allocated for drainage at P.B. Raiford airport in Duplin County.

Urban construction funds. Sec., L65.le4 seAllocates <S20 mi Deine 


1988-89 funds appropriated to Dep’t of Transportation for small urban 
construction projects, with $14 million to be allocated equally among 14 highway 
divisions for projects within one-mile radius of municipalities, and $6 million 
to be used for small urban highway improvements as approved by Sec’y of 
Transportation. Provides that none of these funds used for secondary road 
construction are subject to county formula allocation under GS 136-44.5. 

Use of excess revenues. Directs that actual Highway Fund revenue in 
excess of estimates shall be placed in reserve for highway construction and 
maintenance. Requires Board of Transportation to report monthly to Governmental 
Operations Comm’n on use of construction and maintenance reserve, and requires 
monthly reports to Chairman of House and Senate Appropriations Committees on 
Natural & Economic Resources and House and Senate Transportation Committees. 

State aid to Anson County Airport. Allocates $58,000 of 1988-89 
appropriation for State Aid to Airports to Anson County Airport for runway 
maintenance and airport construction. 

Aging transportation services funds. Directs that $2 million of funds 
collected from sales tax on motor vehicles, and auto parts and accessories 
during 1988-89 and transferred to Highway Fund pursuant to GS 105-164.44A shall 
be transferred back to General Fund to be used by Dep’t of Transportation to 
fund NC Elderly & Handicapped Transportation Assistance Program created by GS 
136-44.27. 

Leaking petroleum storage tank clean-up fund. Directs that $4 million 
of funds collected from sales tax on motor vehicles and auto parts shall be 
transferred to Noncommercial Leaking Petroleum Underground Storage Tank Clean-Up 
Fund created by GS Ch. 143, Art. 21A, Part 2A. 

Use of drug detection dogs by Highway Patrol. Provides that Highway 
Patrol shall use 6 drug detection dogs funded in 1988-budget primarily on 
interstate highways to interdict drugs transported into and through NC, but may 
use them elsewhere if needed. 

Highway _ Patrol bar light replacements/report on communication 
equipment. Allocates $420,000 of 1988-89 funds appropriated to Dep’t of Crime 
Control & Public Safety to purchase bar lights for highway patrol cars and to 
replace older emergency warning lights and sirens. Directs Dep’t to report 
monthly to Governmental Operations Comm’n on implementation of bar light 
replacement process. Directs Dep’t to report to Governmental Operations Comm’n 
and Fiscal Research Div’n by Sept. 1988 and monthly thereafter as to number of 
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walkie/talkie repeater radios purchased since July 1, 1987, and number of cars 
equipment with this new equipment, and to account for funds remaining from 1987 
appropriation for that purpose.

Domiciliary home rate increase. Effective Jan. 1, 1989, increases 
maximum monthly domiciliary home rates as follows: ambulatory residents $687 
(now, $654), semi-ambulatory $721 (now, $687). 

State/county special assistance for adults. Appropriates from General 
Fund for 1988-89 $736,021 to Div’n of Social Services and $31,034 to Div’n of 
Services for the Blind to be used to meet rising costs in Special Assistance for 
the Blind Program. 

septage management fees. Appropriates to Dep’t of Human Resources fees 
collected pursuant to septage management program to be used to implement the 
program. 

Birth defects registry funding. Authorizes Div’n of Health Services to 
use up to $36,000 of Vital Records receipts to fund operations of NC Birth 
Defects Registry during 1988-89. 


H 1237 Investment advisors regulated (previous digests on pp. 696, 887, 1150, 

LAQL, 143441537, 1569, 1753) 

Conference report concurs in Senate committee substitute except for the 
following amendments: (1) provides that Secretary of State shall retain $132,832 
for fiscal 1988-89 from the funds generated by the fees provided for in the act 
to implement its provisions (originally, appropriated $132,431 from General Fund 
for implementation), and (2) makes clarifying amendments. 


H 2407 Prison omnibus bill (previous digest on p. 1531) 

House committeee substitute and Senate amendment make the following 
changes: (1) deletes proposed amendments to GS 15A-1371 and GS 15A-1380.2 that 
deal with community service parole; (2) deletes amendment to GS 148-32.1 and 
related provisions that would have required the Department of Correction (DOC) 
to reimburse counties for keeping certain female inmates in their jails (now, 
DOC reimburses only for male inmates); (3) deletes all appropriations to DOC, 
including funds appropriated to the Office of State Budget and Management for 
prison construction, and deletes appropriation to the Dep’t of Crime Control and 
Public Safety; (4) deletes appropriation to Office of State Budget and 
Management for County Satellite Jail/Work Release Units Fund; (5) amends GS 
153A-230.5(b) to clarify that if a prisoner reimburses a county from 
work-release earnings for the cost of his keep in an amount equal to or greater 
than the amount paid by DOC pursuant to GS 148-32.1, the county may not receive 
additional payments from DOC for upkeep costs; provides that county may receive 
from DOC the difference between the amount received from work-release earnings 
and the standard reimbursement amount; (6) amends GS 153A-230.3(a)(2) to require 
counties to offer work release programs (originally, offer work release 
opportunities equitably) to male and female disdemeanants housed in satellite 
jail/work release units; and (7) changes effective date from July 1, 1988 to 
OctEcl, -1988.

House committee substitute replaces original bill (concerning UNC 
vending reports) with "AN ACT TO CREATE AND CONTINUE VARIOUS COMMITTEES AND 
Comm’nS AND TO MAKE CHANGES IN THE BUDGET OPERATIONS OF THE STATE." 

STUDIES AUTHORIZED 

Legislative Research Comm’m studies. Authorizes the Legislative 
Research Comm’n (LRC) to study the following topics: (1) Open Beer Containers in 
Motor Vehicles (H 734); (2) State Ports Authority (H 2640); (3) International 
Trade (H 2640); (4) Equity in the Delivery of Educational Services (S 1692); (5) 
Emergency Evacuations Forced by Hurricanes (S 1851). 

Growth Management System. Authorizes the LRC to study the feasibility 
of of establishing a Growth Trends Development Issues Legislative Comm'n. Study 
may consider: (1) need for a growth management in NC; (2) need for official set 
of statewide planning data; (3) funding for long-term support of growth; (4) 
review of state and local programs affecting growth; (5) analysis of 
environmental protection legislation; (6) need to encourage regional strategies 
for growth; (7) alternatives for developing action plans; (8) need for 
coordination with local government; (9) need to involve local citizens in 
planning process; (10) review of other states’ growth management strategies. 

Migrant Housing. Authorizes LRC to study consolidation of migrant 
housing regulations. 

Guardian Ad Litem Program Costs. Authorizes LRC to study long-term 
costs of Guardian Ad Litem Program authorized by Chapter 1090 of 1987 Session 
Laws (Regular Session, 1988). 

Hazardous Waste Management Study Comm’n (H 93). Creates Hazardous 
Waste Management Study Comm’n consisting of ten members: five senators appointed 
by Lt. Governor and five representatives appointed by Speaker. Comm’n to file 
report on or before first day of 1989 Session of the General Assembly addressing 
options for siting hazardous waste treatment and disposal facility, including 
siting criteria and efforts to secure a_ volunteer county; appropriateness of 
public and private ownership of facility; and compliance with federal law to 
ensure continued eligibility for Superfund remedial actions. 

Joint Select Committee on Low-Level Radioactive Waste (H 2388). Enacts 
new Article 12C, GS Ch. 120 establishing as a permanent joint committee of the 
General Assembly the Joint Select Committee on Low-Level Radioactive Waste. 
This is a continuation of the committee of the same name established by Section 
24 of Chapter 850 of the 1987 Session Laws. 

Environmental Review Comm’n (H 2388). Enacts new Article 12D, GS Ch. 
120 establishing Environmental Review Study Comm’n consisting of ten members: 
five senators to be appointed by Lt. Governor, five representatives to be 
appointed by Speaker. Among enumerated powers and duties is authority to make 
appropriate recommendations concerning reorganization and consolidation of 
environmental regulatory agencies and the recodification of statutes relating to 
the environment. 

Worker Training Trust Fund Study Comm’n (H 1317). Requires NC Worker 
Trust Fund Study Comm’n to submit a written report to General Assembly at 
opening of 1989 Regular Session. Comm’n terminates upon filing of report. 

Birth-Related Neurological Impairment Study Comm'n (H 2415, S 1646) 
Creates NC Birth-Related Neurological Impairment Study Comm’n consisting of 
thirteen members appointed as_ follows: four members appointed by Speaker 
including two members of House, one physician licensed to practice medicine in 
NC and one representative of general public; four members to be appointed by Lt. 
Governor in same distribution; the Comm’ner of Insurance or designee; the 
Attorney General or designee; the Director of the Division of Health Services of 
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the Dep’t of Human Resources or designee; the President of the NC Hospital Ass’n 
Or designee; and the Executive Director of the Governor’s Advocacy Council for 
Persons with Disabilities or designee. Comm’n shall _ study need for assistance 
to victims of birth-related neurological impairment whose condition was not 
caused by negligence of others. Comm’n terminates with filing of report with 
1989 General Assembly on March 15, 1989. 

Adoptions and Surrogate Parenthood Study Comm’n (S_ 1583). Requires 
Adoptions and Surrogate Parenthood Study Comm’n to file reports with General 
Assembly on first day of 1989 and 1991 Sessions. Comm'n terminates on filing of 
1991 report. 

Grants to Legislative Comm’ns and_ Their Employees and Consultants. 
Enacts new GS 120-32.02 which (a) establishes a presumption that a_ statute 
creating, continuing or modifying a comm’n or committee whose funds are 
appropriated or transferred to the General Assembly or the Legislative Services 
Comm'n (LSC) for disbursement does not grant authority to hire employees or 
contract for consultant or other services, (b) requires such a comm’n or 
committee granted authority to hire employees or to contract for services to 
obtain prior approval of the LSC, and (c) exempts from the foregoing requirement 
contracts of employment or for services provided to standing or select 
committees of the General Assembly and signed by the Speaker or the President 
Pro Tem. . 

Enacts new GS 120-32.03 which (a) establishes a presumption that a statute 
creating, continuing, or modifying a comm’n or committee whose funds are 
appropriated or transferred to the General Assembly or to the LSC for 
disbursement does not grant authority to receive non-State funds or any 
property, labor or thing of value in order for it to conduct its work and (b) 
permits such a comm’n or committee to receive from any source money, property, 
labor or thing of value with approval of the LSC.

Justice and Public Safety 

ppecials wjudge term of. office. | Provides that,if any Special superior 
court judge holding office on July 1, 1988, will attain five years membership 
service under Judicial Retirement System in 1990, that judge’s term of office is 
extended through Dec. 31, 1990. Authorizes Administration Office of the Courts 
to use 1988-89 funds to implement this provision. 

Indigent Persons’ Attorney Fee Fund correction. Repeals GS 7A-456(c), 
added by SL 1987, Ch. 1096, Sec. 113(c) [see digest on p. 1781], ‘concerning 
effort by clerk of court to determine whether indigent owns real property in 
county. 

: Current operating expenses. Authorizes Administrative Office of the 
Courts to transfer within its budget up to $1,454,854 to meet additional current 
operating expenses for supplies and materials, current obligations, fixed 
charges, other expenses, and books. 

Transfer of funds for warehouse and printing equipment. Of $593,375 
appropriated to Judicial Dep’t in 1988-89 for automation of general ledger 
accounting for clerks of superior court, transfers $50,488 to line item for 
purchase of equipment for warehouse and printing services of AOC. 

New deputy clerks. Authorizes AOC to use overrealized receipts of 
Judicial Dep’t in 1988-89 to allocate 10 new full-time deputy clerks of court 
(or equivalent) among counties under formula authorized by AL 1983, Ch. 881, 


Sec. 9. 
Longevity pay for Director and Ass’t Director Administrative Office of 


the Courts. Amends GS 7A-341, -342, -44(b), and -114(b) to provide longevity 
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pay for Director and Ass’t Director of AOC at rates and for service designated 
in GS 7A-44(b) for superior court judge. 

‘Clerk of court longevity pay. Amends GS /7A-101(c) to provide that 
prior service as ass’t clerk of court and as supervisor of clerks of superior 
court with AOC counts toward longevity pay as clerk of court. 

Chief Administrative Law Judge longevity pay. Effective Aug. 1, 1988, 
amends GS 7A-751 to provide that Chief Administrative Law judge is to receive 
longevity pay at rate provided in GS 7A-65 for district attorneys, based on 
years of State service. 

Principal clerks’ benefits. Amends GS 120-37(b) to provide that 
principal clerks of House and Senate to receive same benefits as permanent 
legislative employees (now, other State employees). 

Clerk of court salary, certain counties. Amends GS 7A-10l(a) to 
provide that $41,748 annual salary for clerk of court applies to counties of 
population 30,000 to 99,999 (now, 50,000 to 99,999) and that $36,288 salary 
applies to counties under 30,000 (now, under 50,000). 

Harnett prison chapel donation. Authorizes Dep’t of Correction to 
accept $35,000 donation from New Life Chapel, Inc. for cost of chapel at Harnett 
Prison Unit. 

Additional magistrates for Stokes and Tyrrell. Amends GS 7A-133 to add 
one more magistrate each for Stokes and Tyrrell Counties. Effective Dec. 1, 
1988. 

SBI’. facility Tocation. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 1086, (Secy "lly, toscrariry 
that entire facility must be located on Garner Road campus, not just laboratory. 

Reimbursement of costs for female inmates in local confinement 


facilities. Amends GS 148-32.1, concerning reimbursement to local units for 
prisoners confined in local facilities, to delete limitation to male prisoners, 
thus making section applicable to female prisoners as well. Directs Dep’t of 


Correction to. reimburse local units for female prisoners within existing 
appropriations. Requires Dep’t to keep separate accounting of reimbursements on 
account of female inmates and requires Dep’t to provide an accounting of those 
expenses to 1989 General Assembly and Fiscal Research Div’n no later than April 
15, L989: 


Education 

Effective teacher training stipends clarified. Provides that $250 
effective teacher stipends authorized by SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 207 were for 
one-time awards only for teachers who remained in public schools after 
completing the training program, but that State Board of Education shall 
nevertheless pay $250 stipend to teachers who completed requirements and 
subsequently retired before receiving stipend. Provides that teacher aides 
required to complete effective teacher training in 1986-87 or 1987-88 while 
under contract to be NC teachers are eligible for stipend if they had been 
teachers at time of completing the training. Provides that teachers in schools 
operated by Dep’t of Correction and Dep’t of Human Resources are eligible for 
stipends in same manner as_ teachers in local units. Forbids further stipend 
payments except as provided above. 

NC Memorial Hospital capital funds. Increases 1988-89 General Fund 
appropriation to UNC Board of Governors by $1.5 million for capital improvements 
to fire alarm and sprinkler system at NC Memorial Hospital, to be funded by 
increase in budgeted UNC overhead receipts of $1.5 million ($1 million in 
Academic Affairs, $500,000 in Health Affairs). 


Education building planning completion date. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 795, 
Sec. 29, to extend deadline for completion of construction plans for new 
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Education Building to 60 days after Aug. 12, 1988. 

Protect Teach funds modification. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 1086, Sec. 97.4 
[digested on p. 1780] to delete prohibition against Dep’t of Public Instruction 
contracting with another entity for administration of project. 

General Government 

Polk Youth Center land transfer restrictions clarified. Amends SL 
1987, Ch. 1986, Sec. 46 [digested on p. 1777] to delete requirement that 
Museum’s site plan must be expressly approved by Office of State Construction. 

Museum of History single prime. Authorizes Dep’t of Administration to 
use single prime contract system for Museum of History project notwithstanding 
GS 143-128, but if system is used, bidders must identify electrical, plumbing 
and mechanical contractors and each bidder must include minority business 
subcontractors in amount not less than 10% of total contract bid or verify why 
bidder unable to secure qualified minority subcontractors in such amount. 

Public telecommunications funds. Of funds appropriated for SBI 
facility in 1988-89, reallocates $247,000 to Agency for Public 
Telecommunications to be used to match federal grant for satellite up link; 
funds to be replaced when funds available. 

Howard Trust property. Of funds appropriated to Office of State 
Budget, reduces allocation to Fayetteville Minority Business League to $50,000 
(was, $100,000) and allocates $50,000 to Howard Improvement Ass'n, Inc., for 
renovation of Howard Trust property in Cumberland County. 

New Hanover funds correction. Amends Senate and House special projects 
appropriations for Northside Neighborhood Housing Council, Inc., to specify City 
Council of Wilmington as recipient of funds for benefit of Northside Council 
under same conditions as in original bills, and adds provisions reallocating 
House funds to Headstart of New Hanover and Senate funds to Pine Forest Cemetery 
Company if investigation not satisfactory to Council. 

Superconducting Super Collider reports. Directs Sect) GE 
Administration and Executive Director of NC Board of Science & Technology to 
report quarterly, beginning Oct. 1, 1988, to Governmental Operations Comm’n, 
Joint select Committee on Low-Level Radioactive Waste, Environmental Review 
Comm’n, Fiscal Research Div’n, and Research Div’n as to funds expended to 
continue State’s efforts in pursuit of Superconducting Super Collider. 
Specifies that report shall address amount spent, progress with respect to 
limiting encroachments on church and cemetery property, reorientation or 
redesign oof SSC to minimum number of landowners affected, anticipated 
environmental impact, potential for leasing needed land as opposed to purchase 
or condemnation, and extent to which owners of land acquired for project would 
be afforded right of first refusal to repurchase land when no longer needed for 
SSC project. ; 
Flat Rock Playhouse funds. Of funds appropriated for Folkmoot USA, 
reallocates $18,750 for Vagabond School of Drama, Inc., to be used for State 
Theater of NC in Flat Rock for capital improvements to theater. 

Treasurer investment management funds. Authorizes State Treasurer to 
use $144,702 of investment income funds to support additional portfolio manager 
with $44,702 and increased data processing with $100,000. Increases estimated 
receipts of Escheat Program by $142,033 to support governmental accounts auditor 
($67,033) and additional data processing needs of program ($75,000).

Franklin County, for senior citizens 75,000 
Halifax County, for Mental Health Center building 75,000 


Community action program funds. Provides that agencies receiving 


community service block grant funds may use amount equal to 10% of prior year’s 
budget for administration of agency programs. Requires Dep’t of Natural 
Resources & Community Development to report to Governmental Operations Comm'n by 
Feb. 15, 1989, and quarterly thereafter on use of such funds for administration, 
showing total budget for each agency by program funding source and amount for 
administration provided by each program. Allocates $33,000 of Dep’t’s 1988-89 
appropriation for additional personnel to administer and monitor federal and 
state grants to these agencies. Requires prior report to Governmental 
Operations Comm’n on proposed use of these funds before they may be spent. 

Focused industrial training program. Appropriates from Worker Training 
Trust Fund to Dep’t of Community Colleges $500,000 for 1988-89 and authorizes 
Dep’t of use $500,000 of 1988-89 funds appropriated for New Industry Training to 
expand Focused Industrial Training Program. Allocates funds as_ follows: 
$680,000 to created up to 9 additional training centers, $190,000 divided 
equally among existing 19 centers, $130,000 for development, support, delivery, 
and administrative support. Requires Dep’t to submit written evaluation to 
Governmental Operations Comm’n by May 1, 1989. 

Limitation on use of water and sewer grant funds. See digest of SL 
1987, Ch. 1086, Sec. 161.3 on p. 1785. Adds additional restrictions: ee ti 
local gov’t has given real property to industry before receiving funds allocated 
to it, amount of allocation reduced by cost of real property so given; (2) if 
local gov’t gives real property to industry after receiving funds, local gov’t 
must repay state amount equal to cost of real property up to amount of 
allocation. 

Employees 

Reimbursement of State employee lunches. Amends GS_ 138-6(a)(3) to 
authorize reimbursement of State employee for cost of lunch when (1) lunch is 
preplanned part of meeting of board, comm’n, committee or council of which 
employee is a member, or (2) lunch is integral part of conference, event is 
attended by persons other than employees of single State agency, employees 
attendance is necessary for performance of duties but not part of normal 
day-to-day duties, and event is planned in advance with formal agenda and 
written notice or invitation to participants. Effective Sept. 1, 1988; expires 
June 30, 1990. 

University employees optional retirement program. Provides that if 
benefit accrual rte in TSERS is increased to 1.59% by 1988 action, then 
employers contribution rate to University Employees’ Optional Retirement Program 
will by 7.67%; if TSERS rate increased to 1.6%, University Optional rate 
increased to 7.72% (now, set at 7.62% by SL 1987, Ch. 1086, Sec. 21(b)(3)). 
Dep’t of Human Resources ; 

Non-Medicaid reimbursement. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 90, to 
increase maximum net family annual income eligibility standards for Medical Eye 
Care. Increase for Adults category is 35% across the board; for Rehabilitation, 
approximately 65.5% across the board. 
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Certified nurse midwife services. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 738, Sec. 67(a) 
to authorize reimbursement in accordance with the physician fee schedule for 
services nurse midwives are permitted to perform by law. 

NCMH directors liability correction. Amends GS 131E-48, as enacted by 
SL 1987, Ch. 1057, to include directors, trustees, or officers of NC Memorial 
Hospital among hospital officers entitled to limited liability under section's 
provisions. 

Rural obstetrical care incentive. Of funds appropriated to Dep’t of 
Human Resources for 1988-89, establishes reserve of $240,000 to fund pilot 
program to compensate family physicians and obstetricians who agree to provide 
prenatal and obstetrical services in underserved counties. Directs Comm'n for 
Health Services to adopt rules for identifying underserved counties, scope of 
services to be provided in order for physician to be eligible, and nature and 
amount of assistance. Specifies (1) that compensation will be $6,500 or cost of 
insurance coverage for obstetrical care, whichever is less; (2) physician may 
provide services through local health department or at office, (3) physician may 
not be required to provide care beyond his level of competence, (4) physician 
must be licensed to practice in NC, (5) participating physicians must provide 
complete prenatal care and delivery unless county lacks facility for obstetrical 
delivery; (6) insurance rates shall be based on $1 million/S1 million coverage 
at mature rate, and (7) physician may not refuse treatment on basis of patient’s 
economic status or ability to pay. Requires Div’n of Health Services to 
establish pilot program and report progress by April 1, 1989, to House and 
Senate Appropriations Committees and Human Resources Subcommittees. 

Visually impaired children’s funds. Reduces UNC-CH Academic Affairs 
appropriation by $100,000, increases UNC-CH Academic Affairs estimated overhead 
receipts by $100,000, and appropriates $100,000 to Dep’t of Human Resources, 
Div’n of Schools for Deaf & Blind, to establish pilot program in conjunction 
with UNC-G Dep’t of Child Development that will serve visually impaired 
preschool children from birth to 5 years of age. Requires Dep’t to report 
progress to Governmental Operations Comm’n by Dec. 31, 1988. 

Surry—Yadkin psychiatric inpatient funds. Requires Surry—Yadkin Area 
Authority to use $50,000 of 1988-89 appropriation to Div’n of Mental Health, 
Mental Retardation & Substance Abuse Services for psychiatric inpatient services 
at Northern hospital of Surry County. 

Community work experience program correction. See digest of SL 1987, 
Ch... L086 oec. "1390" Jon p. 27b2—-17337 Deletes reference to Rockingham County 
program. 

Delete repeated aging provision. Makes technical corrections in Aging 
program special provisions. 

Sickle cell funds. Reallocates $200,000 of funds appropriated by SL 
1987, Ch. 1097, Sec. 1(a) to Rural Economic Development Center, Inc. to Dep’t of 
Human Resources, Div’n of Health Services, for expansion of Sickle Cell Program, 
and $50,000 to NC Civic Education Project for nonpartisan voter profiles. 

Hazardous waste fees. Amends SL 1987, Ch. 1020 to provide that fees 
applicable to generators and transporters of hazardous waste and to hazardous 
waste storage, treatment, and disposal facilities pursuant to GS 130A-294.1 in 
1987-88 fiscal year and not expended as of June 30, 1988, shall be placed 
reserve fund to pay state’s share of cost of program. 

Murphey School funds. Directs State to lease Murphey School property 
to City of “Raleigh on -or before:-Dec. 31, T988 for term of) Abivears ‘har 
consideration of $1,000 to be paid before June 30, 1989. Alloctes $1,000 of 
appropriatin to Dep’t of Administration for legal and survey expenses of 
transaction.

Senate amendment lowers minimum length of membership service for 
eligibility from 10 years to 5. 


S 1299 Ap a benefit restrictions removed (previous digests on pp. 993,

House committee substitute authorizes Legislative Research Comm’n to 
study the retirement, pension, and related benefits of state and local 
government employees. Authorizes report to 1989 General Assembly. Requires 
consideration of matters specified in bill if the study is conducted, including 
reemployment earning restrictions on retired disabled teachers and governmental 
employees and post-retirement allowance increases and other benefits for law 
enforcement officers retired before July 1, 1981. 


S 1676 Administrative rules funds (previous digests on pp. 1544, 1715, 1770) 

House committee substitute makes the following changes and amendments 
to Senate committee substitute: (1) provides that persons who were employed by 
the Office of Administrative Hearings (OAH) on July 9, 1988 and who were 
performing functions for the Administrative Rules Review Comm’n (Comm'n) shall 
be employed by the Comm’n; they will be employed at the same salary earned on 
July 9, 1988 through June 30, 1989; (2) requires Comm’n to submit a_ proposed 
budget in line-item format to Office of State Budget and Management for the 
1989-91 biennium; (3) deletes transfer of $173,546 from OAH to Comm'n; (4) 
deletes proposed clarifying changes to GS 143B-30.2; (4) amends GS 150B-23 to 
provide that in the absence of a time limitation in another state statute or a 
federal statute or regulation (originally, only state statute), the general 
limitation for filing a petition in a contested case is 60 days (originally, one 
year from date of agency action giving rise to the petition); provides that the 
time limitation commences when notice of the agency decision is given by the 
agency to all known aggrieved persons in writing as specified; proposed 
amendment effective with respect to agency decisions made on or after Oct. l, 
1988; (5) adds new GS 95-131(g) to provide that any rule, regulation, or 
standard for agricultural employers adopted or promulgated before July 12, 1988 
(originally, July 1, 1988) that differs from federal rule, regulation, or 
standard is repealed effective Sept. 1, 1989 (originally, March 1, 1989) unless 
readopted under GS Ch. 150B; (6) reenacts provisions of Section 68, Ch. 830, SL 
1987 governing OAH personnel, except it makes the following changes in the 
number, classifications, and grades of OAH employees:

include practice before OAH as unauthorized practice of law except by licensed

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attorneys; and (10) makes provisions relating to citations and notifications 
applicable to those filed on or after Oct. 1, 1988 (originally, July 1, 1988); 
makes new GS 7A-759 and amendments to GS 7A-751, GS 150B-33, GS 150B-36, and GS 
150B-34 apply to contested cases or charges pending in OAH on or after 
ratification rather than July 1, 1988. 


S 1868 Pen Registers/Trap and Trace Devices (previous digest p. 1747) 

House committee substitute (1) rewrites portion of definition of "pen 
register;" (2) clarifies language describing the assistance which third parties 
must give in the installation of devices and (3) rewrites section describing 
findings necessary for judge to issue order authorizing use of pen register or 
trap and trace device. Before order may issue judge must find (1) reasonable 
suspicion that an offense punishable by imprisonment for a year or more has been 
committed, (2) reasonable grounds to believe that the person sought to be 
monitored committed the offense, and (3) that the results of the monitoring will 
be of material aid in determining whether the person monitored committed the 
offense.
